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PREFACE. 


HE  very  extenfive  and  rapid  fale  of  the  for- 


mer editions  of  this  work ; the  great  utility 
of  the  publication,  evinced  by  the  aftonifliing  in- 
creafe  in  the  Author’s  praftice;  and  the  uncom- 
mon fuccefs  which  has  attended  the  adminiftration 
of  his  remedies;  whilfl  they  have  ftimulated  him 
to  fearch  for  knowledsre  in  thofe  branches  of  the

profelTion  to  which  he  has  avowedly  applied  him- 
felf,  have  alfo  naturally  led  him  to  a moll  material 
branch  of  medical  ftudy,  viz.  The  principal  dis- 
orders incident  to  the  Nervous  Syftem.  This  he 
was  naturally  led  into  from  the  variety  of  Ner- 
vous Cafes  which  fo  frequently  became  the  ob- 
jc£l  of  his  praflice:  many  of  them  originating  in 
an  imprudent  ufe  of  mercury — that  dire  corrupter 
of  the  nervous  fluid;  moft  of  them  in  the  folitary 
gratification  of  a felf-deftroying  habit,  which  has 
brought  many  people  to  a ftate  of  melancholy  and 
defpair — to  a fiate  of  forrow  and  grey  hairs  before 


they  have  reached  the  meridian  of  life;  and  many 
originating  from  the  yafl  variety  of  caufes,  heredi- 
tary or  accidental,  which  fo  peculiarly  aircfl  that 
delicate  part  of  the  human  fraixie:  For  in  almoft

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every  difeafe  the  nerves  fuffer  more  or  lefs ; and 
there  are  few  diforders,  which  may  not,  in  a large 
fenfe,  be  called  Nervous  j though  in  a more  con- 
fined one,  they  proceed  from  a weak  or  unna- 
tural conllruftion  of  the  nerves. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  the  greateft  pleafure  that 
the  Author  announces  the  fuccefs  of  his  pratlice 
in  Nervous  Cases;  in  which  he  has  not  only  his 
own  experience  to  depend  upon,  but  alfo  that  of 
the  moft  eminent  antient  and  modern  phyficians; 
for  the  liberality  of  his  patients,  and  the  exten- 
fivenefs  of  his  pra6lice,  have  enabled  him  to  obtain 
that  experience — that  knowledge — and  thofe  me- 
dicines and  preferiptions  which,  perhaps,  no  other 
phyfician  ever  attempted,  and  which  can  only  be 
really  ufeful  to  himfelf  fo  far  as  he  has  an  oppor- 
tunity of  dilFufing  them  for  the  good  of  his  fellow 
creatures;  for  it  is  a maxim,  founded  on  the  Word 
of  Truth,  that  “ no  life  is  pleafing  to  God,  that  is 
not  dfeful  to  man.”  To  be  thus  ufeful  is  the 
ambition  which  Dr.  Hodfon  afpires  at;  and  he 
cannot  exemplify  it  more,  than  in  endeavouring 
to  conquer  the  diforders  mentioned  in  the  follow- 
ing Treatife,  and  this  Nervous  monller,  which, 
Proteus-like,  transforms  itfelf  into  every  fliape  in 
which  it  is  likely  to  offend  or  deftroy  that  moft 
exquifitely  fenfible  part  of  the  human  frame. 


INTRODUCTION. 


LTHOUGH  the  following  pages  were  written  with 


an  intent  to  recommend  a few  fee  ret  prefcriptlons, 
yet  it  is  prefumed,  that  there  is  nothing  contained  therein 
but  what  is  founded  upon  Reafon,  as  well  as  upon  that 
firm  bafis  of  all  Medical  Knowledge-— Praftical  Expe- 


The exprefs  purpofe  of  this  publication  being  thus  ac- 
knowledged, it  fcarcely  need  be  obferved,  that  it  is  not 
intended  fo  much  for  the  critical  eye  of  the  learned,  as  for 
the  inftruftion  of  the  ignorant,  the  illiterate,  and  the 
afflifted.  The  language  is,  therefore,  adapted  to  the  moft 
fimple  capacity,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  fufficiently 
underftood  by  thofe  for  whom  it  is  chiefly  defigned.  The 
more  learned  and  exalted  reader,  however,  if  afflifted, 
may  receive  inftruftion  therefrom,  and  confiderirrg  its  ufe- 
fulnefs  only,  will  kindly  call  the  veil  of  charity  over  the 
numerous  blemifhes,  which  he  may  difeover  therein. 

The  catalogue  of  public  medicines  is  already  fo  large, 
that  one  would  fuppofe  it  almoft  impoflible  for  any  thing 
new  to  be  added  thereto,  did  not  every  day’s  experience 
convince  us,  that  the  Faculty  have  not  yet  arrived  to  that 
great  degree  of  perfeftion  in  the  healing  art,  as  to  have 
difcovercd  remedies  for  all  the  complaints  and  diforders 
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* incident  to  the  human  frame.— A newfpaper  is  now  become 
the  chief  vehicle  for  giving  informadon  to  the  aflliaed, 
where  they  may  apply  for  relief  in  ficknefs,  lamenefs,  or 
any  other  calamity  which  may  happen  to  the  body;  and 
every  humane  perfon,  who  is  poffeffed  of  a remedy  for 
any  particular  complaint,  thinks  it  his  duty  to  make 
known  to  the  world,  that  he  will'fupply  the  afflifted  with 
his  remedy  at  a moderate  profit.. 

Never,  perhaps,  was  there  an  age,  wherein  the  pre- 
parers and  venders  of  medicines  were  fo  numerous  as  at 
prefent ; the  prefs  daily  teems  with  their  produftions;  the 
newfpapers  are  crowded  with  their  lifts  of  cures;  and  we 
are  perpetually  hearing  of  fome  grateful  perfon,  who  is 
fending  forth  his  thanks  in  print,  for  having  been  reftored 
to  health  from  a dangerous  difeafe,  and  miraculoufly  ref- 
cued  from  the  jaws  of  Death,  by  fyrups,  tintlures,  powders, 
drops,  and  balfams  prepared  by  thefe  advertifers.  Their 
effays,  treatifes,  and  differtations  on  the  various  difeafes  > 
incident  to  mankind,  have  been  purchafed  with  avidity, 
and  read  with  attention ; they  have  imprelTed  on  the 
'minds  of  the  readei's  a favourable  opinion  of  the  compofi- 
tions  they  recommend;  and,  by  explaining  the  peculiar 
eafe  with  which  they  may  be  taken,  and  the  very  great 
probability  of  their  performing  an  cffeftual  cure,  they 
have  eftablifhed  an  extenfive  fale  for  their  articles,  and 
are  at  this  time  held  by  many  in  the  higheft  efteem,  as  the 
univerl'al  difpenfers  of  health  and  long  life. 

There  is,  on  the  contrary,  a number  of  perfons  with 
whom  a prejudice  againft  thefe  medicines  hath  taken  root, 
and  who  exclaim  againft  the' inventors  of  them  in  the  moft 
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vehement  manner,  and  vilify  both  them  and  their  medi- 
cines with  names  the  mofl  opprobrious  and  undeferved. 
And  why? — Merely  becaufe  they  are  adv&rtijtd.  Are  their 
virtues  leffened  by  this  means?  Does  an  advcrtifement  in 
a public  newfpaper  render  the  medicine  lefs^efHcacious  or 
valuable  ? In  the  eye  of  reafon  it  fliould  feem  otherwife  ; 
but  if  the  affertions  of  our  adverfaries  may  be  credited,  one 
fmcrle  advertifement  fubverts  the  whole  mafs  of  ingre- 
dients,  deftroys  the  nature  of  the  compofition,  and  takes 
away  all  its  power. 

Yet  what  is  there  in  a newfpaper  that  fliould  occafion 
this  mighty  difgrace  ? They  were  at  firfl,  indeed,  merely 
conveyancers  oi political  information — difclofing  the  fecrets 
of  miniflerial  councils,  and  prefaging  to  the  public  a future 
peace  or  war;  but  their  plan  has  fince  been  materially 
altered  and  improved ; they  are  now  become  the  vehicles 
of  general  information  ; and  there  is  fcarcely  any  article  in 
life,  of  which  we  (land  in  need,  but  what  an  advertife- 
ment will  more  eafily  procure  than  any  otlier  means  we 
can  devife. — People  are  thoroughly  convinced  of  this 
advantage,  and  hence  it  is  that  advertifements  are  fo  nu- 
merous in  all  our  newfpapers : They  form  a confiderable 
part  of  their  contents,  and  to  men  of  bulinefs  are  certainly 
the  moft  valuable.  The  Merchant,  by  this  means,  knows 
the  departure,  voyages,  and  arrivals  of  his  velfels;  the 
Sportfman  is  prefented  with  an  account  of  the  country 
laces,  as  alfo  with  the  fales  of  horfes  and  their  pedigrees ; 
the  Fgrmer  fees  the  ftate  of  the  harvelf  through  the  king- 
dom, and  reads  of  the  improvements  in  hufbandry;  and 
the  Tradefman  has  a variety  of  information,  which  at  once 
pleafesand  inftrufts  him.  Nor  arc  the  Ladies  exempt  from 
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deriving  advantages  from  a newfpaper.  In  that  they  trace 
the  progrefs  of  faflrion  through  all  its  various  windings, 
learn  who  appeared  the  mofl  brilliant  at  the  ball  or  in  the 
drawing-room,  fee  when  all  the  places  of  diverfion  open 
and  fhut,  are  informed  who  fells  the  moft  valuable  per- 
fumes, and  read  a long  lift  of  births  and  marriages;  whilft 
the  Humane  Chriftian,  whofe  heart  melts  at  the  woes  of 
his  fellow  mortals,  may  find,  from  reading  the  newfpapers, 
an  ample  field  for  exercifing  that  greatcft  of  all  chriftian 
virtues — Charity  ! 

And  yet  fhall  it  be  reckoned  a crime,  if  the  old  and 
feeble  invalid,  whofe  infirmities  confine  him  from  the 
bufy  world,  but  who  is  ftill  defirous  of  knowing  ho^v 
affairs  go  on,  and  therefore  reads  the  News  s fhall  it  be 
reckoned  a crime,  if  in  the  fame  paper  that  he  reads  for 
amufement,  he  reads  alfo  how  he  may  be  relieved  from  his 
affli£lion  ? The  proprietors  of  many  medicines  have  no 
refource  but  this.  The  entrance  to  every  other  path  is 
fhut  againft  them;  they  are,  therefore,  the  laft  pcrfons 
that  fhould  be  fpoke  againft  for  following  this  I'erviceable 
method. 

The  cures  done  by  the  faculty  arc  fuch  as  muft  excite 
the  wonder  and  gratitude  of  all  who  have  been  witnefs  to 
them ; but  did  there  yet  remain  one  fingle  diforder  which 
they  cannot  cure,  a medicine  calculated  to  remove  luch 
complaint,  and  which  is  able  to  remove  it,  is  certainly 
deferving  public  proteftion  and  encouragement. 

And  does  not  every  day  prefent  us  with  the  indifputable 

teftimonies  of  living  witnellcs,  who,  but  for  the  relief  of 
' thefe 
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ihclc  advertifed  medicines,  had  certainly  fallen  a facrifice 
jq  diforder  5 or  what,  perhaps,  is  ftill  worfe,  had 

continued  miferable  objeas  of  diftrefs,  unhappy  in  them- 
felves,  and  troublefome  to  their  friends. 

How  numerous  are  the  accounts  which  are  thus  pro- 
duced of  perfons  being  cured  by  this  means!  and  how 
fincere  a pleafure  mull  every  feeling  mind  receive  from  a 
perufal  of  fuch  valuable  cures,  and  from  the  refleaion, 
that  we  are  not  deftitute  of  remedies  for  our  moft  danger- 
ous diforders,  though  given  up  by  the  faculty  as  totally 
incurable ! 

But  as  the  moll  noble  defigns  and  bell  inllitutions  are 
fubjea  to  perverfion,  it  would  be  a want  of  candour  in 
defending  the  mode  of  advertifing  medicines,  if  we  did 
not  at  the  fame  time  exprefs  our  jull  abhorrence  of  the 
villainy  of  thofe  impollors,  who  make  ufe  of  this  method 
to  rob  the  unwary  not  only  of  their  money,  without 
affording  relief  to  them,  but  a great  many  even  of  their 
lives.  A fubjeft  wherein  our  lives  are  fo  materially  con- 
cerned, is  is  too  ferious  and  important  to  be  treated  on 
with  levity,  or  with  a defign  of  furthering  the  private  in- 
terell  of  any  clafs  of  people;  and  therefore  can  be  no 
excufe  for  him,  who,  to  anfwer  this  felfifh  purpofe,  would 
endeav'our  to  ellablifli  erroneous  principles  among  the 
multitude,  and  perfuade  them  to  the  application  of  medi- 
cines, which  dcllroy,  inllcad  of  curing  them. 

In  general,  liowcver,  thefe  kind  of  impollors  confine 
themfelves  t^a  certain  indelicate  complaint,  which  hath 
been  fatal  to  many  young  perfons  of  both  fexes.  Unhappy 
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objefts!  borne  away  by  a fondnefs  for  inordinate  pleafure, 
or  ruined  perhaps,  by  fome  deceitful  wretcli,-  they  are 
infenfibly  led  on  to  this  praftice,  and  ere  they  reach  the 
meridian  of  their  lives,  they  fall  a prey  to  an  infamous 
difeafe.  The  fear  of  publifiiing  their  fituation  frecjuently 
prevents  them  feeking  a timely  remedy,  and  the  poifon  in 
the  mean  while  fpreads  through  all  their  veins,  till  at  length 
they  are  reduced  to  the  difagreeable  nece  ffity  of  fubmitting 
to  the  mod  torturing  operations,  or  of  finking  into  the 
grave  amidft  inconceivable  agonies. 

Here,  furely,  is  diftrefs  fufficient  to  excite  our  pity;  and 
it  cannot  but  be  expefted  that  proper  encouragement  will 
be  given  to  him  who  can  furnifh  a fimple  medicine,  which 
may  recover  thefe  miferable  fufferers,  without  expofing 
them  to  a violent  operation,  or  occafioning  the  lead  in- 
jury to  their  conditution.  Such  a remedy  is  recommended 
in  the  courfe  of  the  following  pages : Its  efficacy  has  been 
happily  experienced  by  thoufands,  who,  from  the  brink 
of  the  grave,  have  been  redored  to  life  and  health,  and 
from  being  a burthen  to  themfelves  and  the  public,  have 
been  rendered  ufcful  and  valuable  members  of  fdciety. 
And  fuch  has  been  the  effeft  of  this  remedy  on  lome  of  the 
patients,  that  though  before  unwilling  to  have  their  fitua- 
tion known,  they  have  afterwards,  readily  publidicd  their 
cafe,  as  an  indance  of  gratitude  to  the  Proprietor,  and  as 
a means  of  pointing  out  a cure  to  thofc  who  dand  in  need 
of  it. 

As  the  Proprietor  of  the  after-mentioned  medicines  is 
convinced  of  their  fupcridr  efficacy  in  the  complaints  for 
whio'luthey  are  recoitiitiCiidcd',  by  numerous  indances  of 
: fuccefs, 
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fuccefs,  he  doubts  not  of  their  being  properly  diftinguifhed 
by  a judicious  public.  By  fheady  perfcvcrance  in  their  ufe, 
and  implicit  obedience  to  the  direftions  given  with  each, 
he  has  every  reafon  to  hope  for  fuccefs ; but  even  fhould  they 
ever  be  found  not  to  poU'efs  the  defired  efficacy,  they  have 
at  leaftthis  excellent  property,  that  the  patient  is  never  left 
in  a worfe  ftate  than  when  he  began  the  ufe  of  them. — He 
therefore  only  wiffies  for  an  impartial  trial  of  them ; and 
whoever  fhould  take  upon  himfelf  to  condemn  any  medi- 
cine, before  he  has  taken  the  trouble  to  enquire  how  far 
it  deferves  his  cenfure,  betrays  a mind  full  of  hatred  and 
envy,  which  cannot  bear  to  fee  the  p’rofperity  of  another, 
without  endeavouring  to  injure  him  and  dellroy  his. repu- 
tation. 

But  the  recommending  proper  remedies  to  thofe  already, 
afflifted,  is  not  the  only  intent  of  thefe  pages:  One  grand 
motive  of  them  is,  to  guard  unwary  youth  from  “ the  de- 
ceitfulnefs  of  fm” — to  warn  them  falling’ into  a delufive 
habit,  that  fafcinates  the  fenfes,  and  allures  its  votaries  to 
the  frequent  but  folitary  commiffion  of  a vice,  which 
leaves  a gloom  upon  the  mind,  a depreffion  upon  the  fpi- 
rits,  and  a melancholy  upon  the  foul,  which,  in  the  end, 
renders  life  a burthen,  and  every  reafonable -gratification 

and  rational  faculty  of  the  man,  without  enjoyment. 

Should  a perufal  of  thefe  pages— a ferious  reflcHion  upon 
the  melancholy  cafes  inferted  at  the  end,  and  an  impartial 
view  of  the  dreadful  confequences  which  many  thoufands 
of  young,  people  have  brought  upon  themfelvcs  for  the 
want  of  luch  a friendly  guide — fhould  this  again  be  (for 
fuch  has  already  been)  the  effed  of  this  publication— ffiould 
It  prove  the  means  of  leading  ignorant,  unguarded  Youth, 
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from  the  dark  precipice  of  Falfhood  and  Vice,  to  the 
bright  realms  of  Truth  and  Virtue,  ineflimable  will  be 
the  fatisfaftlon  of  the  author,  and  happy,  thrice  happy 
will  it  be  for  the  reader. 

As  members  of  fociety,  and  as  well  wifhers  to  our  fellow 
creatures,  it  is  our  duty,  no  doubt,  to  encourage  all  difco- 
veries  which  tend  to  public  utility  ; and  thofe  which  are 
conducive  to  the  prcfervation  of  our  lives  and  conflitu- 
tions,  are  certainly  ufeful  in  the  higheft  degree.  To  thofe 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  therefore,  who  with  fo  much 
candour  and  liberality  have  encouraged  the  ufe  of  thefe 
medicines,  by  prefcribing  them  to  their  patients,  the  Pro- 
prietor wifhes  to  exprefs  his  juft  acknowledgments. — The 
difagreeable  effefts  arifing  from  the  lofs  of  health  are  fufh- 
ciently  numerous,  and  fpeak  for  themfelves. — From  the 
cradle  to  the  grave  we  arc  the  fubjefts  of  difeafe,  and  our 
lives  are  a feries  of  mifery  and  pain.

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PART  I. 


To  the  aJliBcd  with  the  Scurvy,  Scrophida,  Cancers,  Dropfy, 
Rheumalifm,  Piles,  Paralytic  Complaints,  Injlammation  of 
the  Eyes,  Pimpled  Faces,  St.  Anthony’s  Fire,  Impurities  af- 
ter the  Small-pox  or  Meafes,  Female  ObJtruElions  or  Suppref- 
fions  ; and  any  Diforder  originating  in  a Foulnefs  of  the  Blood 
and  Juices,  or  occafioned  by  an  obflruEted  Perfpiration. 

Ancient  medical  writers  have  been  at  much  trou- 
ble in  diftinguifhing  the  various  diforders  of  the  fkin, 
of  which  they  have  made  up  a very  confiderable  catalogue ; 
but  the  denomination  of  Scurvy  hath,  in  modern  times, 
been  given  to  the  whole  clafs,  as  well  as  to  all  cutaneous 
eruptions  whatever;  nor  is  it  meant  here  to  attempt  the 
diftinftion,  as  the  remedy  propofed  is  applicable  to  all  the 
diforders  ranked  under  that  head.  . 

The  Scurvy,  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  is  confidered 
as  an  endemic  evil,  and  -for  above  a century  was  the 
fcourge  of  Europe.  In  armies  it  hath  frequently  been 
reckoned  to  dcllroy  more  lives  than  the  fword;  and 
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where  it  does  not  byitfelfrife  to  fo  vifible  a calamity,  is 
frequently  a dreadful  addition  to  the  malignity  of  other 
difeafes. 

Scorbutic  complaints  were  for  a long  feries  of  years  ima- 
gined to  be  far  beyond  the  power  of  medicine;  and  many 
an  unhappy  mortal  has  gone  through  the  whole  Materia 
Medica  for  this  diforder,  without  receiving  any  real  be- 
nefit: Sea-water  has  been  tried  without  effeft;  the  fcveral 
hofpitals  liave  not  been  more  fuccefsful,  and  the  patient, 
after  lingering  from  year  to  year,  became  a fpeftacle  too 
horrid  to  behold,  and  gladly  received  the  finifliing  ftroke 
of  death.  Happily,  however,  this  is  not  nozo  the  cafe; 
Plain  fimple  methods  have  been  difeovered  of  putting  a 
ftop  to  this^confuming  plague,  and  its  danger  obviated. 
But,  alas!  mankind  having  totally  lofl  their  original  fim- 
plicity,  they  have  loft  alfo  all  relifti  for  fimple  remedies: 
They  feek  after  figns  and  wonders,  expeftin^  medicines 
that  will  work  rniracles,  and  think  it  too  much  trouble  to 
“ wafti  and  be  clean.”  Like  Naaman  the  Syrian,  they 
think,  “ Pie  will  furely  come  out  to  me,  and  ftand  and  call 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord  his  God,  and  ftrike  his  hand  over 
the  place,  and  recover  the  leper,”  without  calling  tlwn- 
fdves  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  applying  the  means 
which  he  hath  appointed.'  Indeed  it  is  much  to  be  lament- 
ed, that  very  few  people  have  fufheient  confidence  in  the 
means  which  Providence  hath  put  in  their  own  power, 
for  eradicating  this  troublefome  diforder;  not  refiefting, 
that  all  medicine  will  be  taken  in  vain,  if  they  do  not  aflift 
its  operations  by  a proper  attention  to  other  particulars. 

The  real  Scurvy  occurs  in  different  habits  and  in  differ- 
ent conftitutioii's.  Othdr  difeafes  are  often  miftaken  for 
this,  and  this  is  as  frequently  miftaiken  for  other  com- 
plaints. 
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plaints.  It  may  (Dr.  Lind  obferves)  take  its  origin  from 
many  caufes,  perhaps  little  fufpefted  to  give  rile  to  fuch  a 
diforder.  It  may  be  occafioned  after  a fever,  by  unfound 
vifeera,  or  by  a vitiated  ftate  of  the  blood ; and  experience 
has  fufficiently  proved,  that  many  of  thofe  obftinate  cafe^ 
which  occur  in  patients  who  have  undergone  repeated 
courfes  of  mercury  for  a fuppofed  venereal  taint,  are  really 
fcorbutic.  Perfons  whofe  conftitutions  are  hereditarily  li- 
able to  the  fcorbutic  corruption,  cannot  bear  the  operation 
of  mercury  in  any  form  or  fliape  whatever,  even  in  a ve- 
ry final  1 quantity;  thei'efore  when  that  medicine  hath  been 
freely  and  injudicioully  adminillered  to  them,  it  more 
particularly  difpofes  fuch  confhitution  to  receive  the  fcor- 
butic taint  from  any  obvious  external  caufe. 

This  difeafe  is  in  fome  meafure  hereditary  to  Britifh  con- 
ftilutions,  and  it  may  alfo  be  contrafted  by  a variety  or 
complication  of  external  caufes;  tlie  chief  of  which  are  a 
cold  and  moill  air,  damp  rooms,  beds  apd  clothes,  grofs' 
vjfcid  food,  and  want  of  cxercife;  and  whatever  clofes 
the  pores  of  the  fkin,  and  lelfens  or  obftrufts  perfpiration. 

It  is  fo  general  a diforder,  that  few  people  are  free  from 
it,  and  its  fymptoms  are  fo  various  and  uncertain,  that  it 
can  be  no  wonder  it  is  fo  frequently  miflaken  for  other 
complaints.  A fcorbotic  humour  in  the  blood  does  not 
always  manifefl:  itfclf  outwardly  by  blotches  and  fpots  up- 
.ontheflun;  but  . often  lurks  within,  and  occafions  fuch 
fymptoms  that  the  patient  has  no  idea  that  the  effeas  are 
produced  by  fuch  a caufe.— Where  there  arc  external 
eruptions,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  patient  being  fcor- 
butic ; but  the  inward  fymptoms  are  fo  difficult  to  deferihe, 
that  Mathiolus  has  very  juftly  obferved,  “ If  any  one  is  ill 
and  knows  hot  his  complaint,  let  him'fufpca  the' Scurvy.’’

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Bocrhaave,  Sydenham,  Hoffman,  Pringle,  and  other 
excellent  writers  and  profeffors  of  the  medical  art,  have 
given  accurate  deferiptions  of  the  Scurvy,  fo  fatal  to  mari- 
ners in  general,  and  have  affigncd  the  principal  caufes  of 
the  diforder. 

Dr.  Pringle  aferibes  it,  particularly  in  long  voyages,  to 
corrupted  air  and  provifions  on  board  unventilated  fhips. 

Boerhaave  allows,  that  the  Scurvy  chiefly  affefts  the 
inhabitants  of  cold  northern  climates,  particularly  in 
marfhes,  low,  fat  and  moift  foils,  near  ftagnating  waters, 
%vhethcr  frefh  or  fait.  Perfons  of  fedentary  lives  are  moft 
fubjeft  to  it;  thofe  alfo  that  feed  on  falted  and  fmoak- 
dried  flefh  or  fifli,  fea  bifeuit,  {linking  water,  and  fait  old 
cheefe. — To  which  (as  Mr.  Clark  obferves)  may  be  added 
“ that  putrid  water  is  of  itfclf  fufficient  to  corrupt,  by 
flow  degrees,  the  whole  mafs  of  blood,  lymph,  and  other 
juices  and  fecretions  from  thefe  two  firfl.” 

T\\c  caufc  and  nature  of  the  Sea  Scurvy,  fo  common 
and  fatal  to  failors  and  mariners  in  general,  arifes,  then, 
“ from  an  alkalefcent  and  putrefeent  ftate  of  the  blood, 
a hot  acrimonious  quality  in  it,  which  occafions  it  to  be 
unequally  fluid,  part  being  thick  and  grumous,  and  part 
broken  and  drffolved,  without  having  its  due  crafls  and 
confiftence  in  any  channels  of  its  circulation.  In  tlie 
judgment  of  the  beft  writers,  it  flows  from  a relaxed  {late 
of  the  folids,  and  a diffolution  of  the  fluids.” 

The  Land  Scurvy  is  generally  fuppofed  to  originate 
from  an  acefeent  or  four  flate  of  the  blood. 

The  above  are  the  chief  caujes  of  this  fatal  diforder,  ac- 
knowledged to  be  the  mofl  virulent  of  all  chronical  dif- 
tempers.  But  as  Dr.  Mead  obferves,  “ It  is  a difeafe  fo 
various  and  different  in  appearance,  that  it  docs  not  feem 
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to  be  one  and  the  fame  difordcr.  This  is  one  rcafon  why 
many  are  afflifted  with  it,  and  know  it  not,  as  it  affumes 
various  forms  of  pains,  rheumatifm  wandering  and  fix- 
ed, great  depreffion  of  fpirits,  hypochondriacal  and  hyf- 
terical  fymptoms,  unfufpefted  of  a fcorbutic  caufe,  as  the 
diflemper  lurks  in  the  blood,  not  yet  having  put  on  its 
ufual  appearance  on  the  fkin,  legs,”  &c. 

A very  common  confequence  of  a fcorbutic  habit  is  ul- 
cerated lungs.  Alfo  difficulty  of  breathing,  naufea  and 
vomiting ; loofenefs  and  cofbivenefs,  fainting  fits,  pains  in 
every  part  of  the  body,  burning  pains  in  the  kidnies  and 
urinary  paffage  (commonly  miftaken  for  the  ftone  and 
gravel),  hard  tumours  in  the  groin,  and  other  glandular 
parts  of  the  body,  pricking  pains  in  the  foies  of  the  feet, 
weaknefs  of  the  whole  nervous  fyflem,  cramps,  convul- 
fions,  drowflnefs,  languor,  tremor  of  the  limbs,  the 
dropfy,  with  a variety  of  other  fymptoms,  particularly 
thofe  incident  to  females,  may  all  proceed  from  a fcor- 
butic habit,  and  can  only  be  relieved  by  rcfloring  the 
blood  to  a flate  of  purity ; and  it  is  in  vain  to  feck  for  any 
relief  without  an  attention  to  that  as  the  primary  objeft. 

Dr.  Cheyne  has  very  jufty  obferved,  that  “ There  is  no 
chronical  diflemper  whatfoever  more  univerfal,  more  ob- 
flinate,  and  more  fatal  in  Britain,  than  the  Scurvy,  taken  in 
its  general  extent.  Scarce  any  one  chronical  diforder  but 
owes  its  origin  to  a fcorbutic  cachexy,  or  is  fo  complicated 
with  it,  that  it  furniffies  its  mofl  cruel  and  obflinate  fymp- 
toms. To  it  we  owe  all  the  dropfies  that  happen  after  the 
meridian  of  life ; all  diabetes,  afthmas,  confumptions  of 
feveral  kinds,  many  forts  of  cholics  and  diarrhoeas ; fomc 
kinds  of  gouts  and  rhcumatifms;  all  paljies  ; various  kinds 
of  ulcers,  and  poffibly  the  cancer  itfelf;  mofl  cutaneous 
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foulneffes,  weakly  conflitutions,  bad  digeftions,  vapours,  me- 
lancholies, and  almoft  all  nervous  diftempers  wliatfocver.” 

Hence  it  fhould  feein  almofl  impoffible  to  lay  down, 
in  a regular  fyflem,  the  fymptoms  which  indicate  the’ 
prefence  and  ftage  of  this  difordcr;  yet  as  this  book  is 
now  in  univerfal  eftimation,  and  read  by  perfons  of  all 
ranks,  both  on  land  and  at  fea,  and  its  fale  being  extended 
through  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  America,  and  the 
Indies,  in  order  to  make  -it  as  generally  ufeful  as  poflible 
the  following  defcription  is  felefted  from  the  moll  expe- 
l ienced  and  fkilful  of  the  faculty. 

Sydenham  fays,  “ The  Scurvy  is  known  by  a fponta- 
neous  wearinefs,  a heavinefs  of  the  body,  difficulty  of 
breathing,  efpeci'ally  after  motioii,  rottcnnefs  of  the  gums, 
ftinking  breath,  frequent  bleeding  of  the  nofe,  difficulty 
of  walking,  fometimes  a fwelling,  and  fometimes  a fall- 
ing away  of  the  legs,  in  which  there  are  always  livid, 
plumbeous,  yellow,  or  violet-coloured  fpots,  Avdth  the  face 
generally  of  a pale,  tawney  colour. 

Boerhaave,  (who  faw  the  moft  virulent  kinds  of  this 
diforder  in  Holland)  has  marked,  with  great  precifion, 
the  feveral  ftages  of  it. 

“ The  firft  ftage  begins  with  unufual  lazinefs,  fponta- 
neous  wearinefs,  a pain  in  all  the  mufcles,  as  if  over-tired, 
efpecially  in  the  legs  and  loins;  when  the  patient  awakes 
in  the  morning,  all  his  joints  and  mufcles  feem  to  be' 
tired  and  bruifed. 

“ In  the  fecond  ftage,  the  gums  fwell,  grow  painful, 
hot,  and  itching,  bleeding  upon  the  Icafl  preflurc ; the 
roots  of’  the  teeth  become  bare  and  loofc ; he  feels  pains 
in  all  the  external  and  internal  parts'  of  the  body  imitat- 
ing dilleinpcrs  proper  to  various  parts, 
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••  In  the  tliird  ftagc,  the  gums  become  putrid,  with  a 
cadaverous  fmell ; when  they  are  inflamed,  blood  diftils 
from  tliem,  and  a gangrene  enfues ; the  loofe  teeth  by 
degrees  grow  yellow,  black,  and  rotten ; there  are  often 
hcemorrhages,  which  break  out  from  the  fkin,  without 
any  appearance  of  a wound,  from  the  lips,  gums,  mouth, 
nofe,  lungs,  flomach,  liver,  fpleen,  pancreas,  inteftines, 
womb,  kidneys,  &c. — Obllinate  ulcers  arife,  which  no 
application  can  cure,  and  are  apt  to  turn  to  a gangrene ; 
they  break  out  in  all  parts  of  the  body,  but  efpecially 
in  the  legs,  and  are  attended  with  a flench;  there  is  a 
kind  of  itch,  and  dry  fcabs,  with  a dry  mild  leprofy ; 
the  blood  drawn  from  the  vein  is  black  and  grumous, 
and  yet  wants  its  due  confiflence  in  the  fibrous  parts ; the 
ferum  is ' fait,  fharp,  and  abounding  with  a yellowifli 
green  mucus  on  the  lurface;  there  are  gnawing  and  tor- 
menting pains,  quickly  flrifting  from  place  to  place,  which 
grow  more  violent  in  the  night,  affefting  all  the  joints, 
bones,  and  vifccra. 

“ In  the  fourth  flage,  there  arc  fevers  of  various  kinds, 
which  bring  on  an  atrophy,  fometimes  diarrheeas,  dy-. 
fenteries,  or  violent  flranguries,  as  alfo  faintings,  and 
mortal  anxieties,  a dropfy,  conlumption,  convulfions, 
trembling,  a pally,  black  Ipots,  voiding  of  blood  up- 
wards and  downwards,  a putrefadion  of  the  liver, 
fpleen,  pancreas  and  mefentery,  and  now  the  contagion 
fpreads  rapidly,  and  death  foon  follows.” 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve  here.  That  however 
virulent  the  fymptoms  of  tliis  difordcr  might  be  in  the 
time  of  Sydenham  or  Boerhaave,  the  iizere  Scurvy  now 
fcaicely  ever  puts  oti  fucli  a high  degree  of  virulence  as 
above  deferibed;  and  the  moll  common  and  obvious 
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fymptonis  are  thus  comprized  in  a plain  and  concife 
manner  by  Mr.  Clark  : 

“ A liftleffnefs  to  aftion  and  motion,  a fallow  and 
bloated  countenance,  a general  weaknefs,  heavinefs,  and 
wearinefs,  without  any  caufc  to  produce  fuch  effefts,  dif- 
ficulty of  breathing,  {linking  breath,  foft,  fpungy,  and 
bleeding  gums,  livid,  black  and  blue  fpots  on  the  fkin, 
on  the  legs,  and  other  parts  of  the  body,  fwellings  and 
tvaflings  of  the  legs,  contraftions  of  the  tendons,  faintings, 
and,  not  unfrequently,  fudden  death.” 

No  fymptom  of  this  diforder  is  more  difagreeable  to  the 
patient,  than  the  fcorbutic  ulcer ; and  there  is  no  fymptom, 
perhaps,  to  which  improper  remedies  are  more  generally 
applied. — ''  With  refpeft  to  the  ufe  of  mercuiy  in  thefe 
kind  of  ulcers,  it  ought  always  to  be  had  in  view,  that  in 
fuch  as  are  really  fcorbutic,  inftead  of  afling  as  a remedy, 
if  given  in  any  confiderable  quantity,  it  proves  almofi;  a 
certain  poifon.” — Bdl  on  Ulcers.  And  indeed  a long-con- 
tinued ufe  of  mercury  is  in  no  caje  free  from  danger,  as  it 
evidently  colliquates  the  whole  ma£s  of  blood,  weakens  the 
nerves,  and  brings  on  tremors  and  palfies. 

Dr.  Lind,  in  his  univerfally  admired  Treatife  on  the 
Scurvy,  fpeaking  of  real  fcorbutic  ulcers,  fays,  “ The 
flighted  bruifes  and  wounds  of  fcorbutic  perfons  degenerate 
into  fuch  ulcers;”  but  mercury,  he  adds,  “ in  a truly 
fcorbutic  ulcer,  is  the  mod  dangerous  and  pernicious  medi- 
cine that  can  be  adminidcred. — There  are  few  medicines 
carried  out  in  a fea  died  which  are  here  of  fervicc.  Thofc 
of  the  mineral  kingdom,  fuch  as  deel,  antimony,  andefpe- 
cially  mercury,  do  manifed  harm.  Vegetables  have  great 
and  peculiar  virtues  in  this  difeafe,  arifing  from  a combina- 
tion of  various  qualities ; and  the  bejl  remedies  arc  furniflied 
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from  a compofition  of  different  plants,  moft  eminent 
for  the  properties  I'equired.  Upon  the  whole  it  follows, 
and  will  be  found  true  in  faft,  That  the  moft  perfeft  and 
effeftual  remedies  are  found  in  a compofition  of  different 
ingredients,  each  poffefling,  in  a high  degree,  one  or  other 
of  thofe  virtues,  from  a combination  of  which,  a vegetable, 
faponaceous,  fermentable  acid  may  refult.” 

A medicine  formed  upon  the  plan  fo  ftrongly  urged  by 
Dr.  Lind,  has,  been  long  received  by  the  public  with 
general  fatisfaftion,  and  is  now  in  univerfal  eftimation, 
under  the  name  of

General  EJfeEls  of  this  Syrup.  -

Females, 
therefore,  fhould  particularly  attend  to  this  article,  as  by 
a tijnely  application  of  this  valuable  medicine,  they  may 
be  freed  from  one  of  the  moll  afflifting  diforders  to  which 
human  nature  is  fubjeft. 

Dr.  Hodfon  does  not,  however,  intend  to  recommend 
this  Syrup  as  a general  and  certain  fpecific  in  every  fpecies 
of  thefc  latter-mentioned  cafes ; for  the  fame  effefts  are 
not  always  produced  by  the  fame  caufe ; but  in  thofe 
complaints  originating  from  the  above-mentioned  caufes, 
this  remedy  will  always  be  of  fervice;  and  in  no  cafe 
whatever,  can  it  be  in  the  leafl  injurious. 

This  benign  medicine  is  grateful  to  the  palate,  agreeable 
in  its  ufe,  fimple  and  uniform  in  its  aftion,  mildly  promot- 
ing every  evacuation,  and  efficacious  in  all  impurities  of 
the  blood  and  juices.

It  feldom  produces  vio- 
lent fweats,  but  commonly  occafions  a gentle  perfpiration 
juft  after  its  adminiftration.  It  operates  moftly  by  urine, 
the  (g^uantity  of  which  it  generally  increafes,  and  frequently 
' ' occafions 
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occafions  a very  vifible  alteration  in  the  colour  and  nature 
of  it.  In  fliort,  this  purely  vegetable  preparation  is  de- 
figned  to  promote  all  natural  fecretions  without  violence ; 
therefore  by  thus  gently  affifling  Nature  in  her  own  way, 
it  necelTarily  follows,  that  perfevcrance  in  its  ufe  is  re- 
quired ; and  as  it  thoroughly  cleanfes  the  blood,  the  patient 
mull  not  be  furprifed  if  he  finds  no  vifible  good  efFefts  for 
fome  time,  if  the  complaint  be  an  obftinate  one;  or  if  in 
fome  inflances  he  appears  to  be  worfe;  but  by  a Heady 
perfeverance  in  the  medicine,  and  proper  attention  to  the 
direftions,  a radical  cure  may  in  general  be  depended  on;

A medicine  of  this  nature  is  in  the  prefent  times  more 
than  doubly  valuable,  as  the  intemperance  and  luxury  of 
the  age  is  haflening  the  ravages  of  the  Scurvy,  and  ren- 
dering our  blood  the  more  impure  ; and  though  a love  of 
intemperance  cannot  on  any  account  be  defended,  yet 
thofe  who  have  been  weak  enough  to  affociate  with  the  fons 
of  luxury,  and  thereby  deftroy  their  own  conflitutions, 
have  the  means  now  offered  them  of  repairing  the  breach, 
and — fo  far  as  is  in  the  power  of  phyfic  to  affiftthem — to 
reftorc  themfelves  to  perfeft  health. 

General  DireSlions  for  taking  this  Syrup. 

The  general  dofe  of  this  medicine  is  a common  fized 
tea-cup  full,  one  or  two  hours  before  breakfaft,  and  the 
fame  qu.antity  one  or  two  hours  after  fupper. 

However,  indelicate  and  tender  conflitutions,  it  is  the 
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bcft  method  to  begin  with  a fmall  dofe,  as  two  or  three  table 
Ipoonfuls,  increafing  it  a fpoonful  night  and  morning, 
till  the  proper  quantity  is  afeertained,  fufficient  to  keep 
the  body  open  in  the  moll  eafy  and  agreeable  manner. — 
Thofe  who  dillike  this  remedy  on  account  of  its  peculiar 
fweetnefs,  may  dilute  it  with  a little  warm  tea  made  of 
ialTafras,  baum,  or  farfaparilla,  &c.  See. 

The  dofe  for  children  muft  be  proportioned  to  their  age 
and  conflituion,  beginning  with  a fmall  dofe  and  gradually 
increafing  it. 

The  alRiCled  may  be  affured  that  no  dangerous  confe- 
quences  will  enfue  from  a liberal  ufe  of  this  valuable 
remedy ; but  it  flrould  be  obferved  that  perfeverance  is 
often  neceffary;  in  all  cafes  a particular  attention  to  the 
direftions,  as- well  as  regularity  in  the  time  and  dofe,  is  to 
be  regarded;  and  above  all,  it  mufl  be  noticed,  that  it  will 
be  in  vain  to  expeft  any  relief  from  this  remedy  without 
pun£luality ; for  taking  a bottle  or  two  properly,  then 
leaving  off  for  fome  days  and  beginning  again,  will  be  of 
no  kind  of  fervice.  It  muft  be  taken  regular ; and  in  fome 
cafes  it  hath  required  half  the  quantity  neceffary  for  a per- 
fe£l  cure  to  be  taken  before  the  patient  has  perceived  that 
he  hath  obtained  any  relief ; therefore  perfons  in  the  coun- 
try who  wifli  to  go  through  a regular  cdiirfe  of  it  fhould 
take  care  to  have  a proper  fupply.

Particular  DircElions  and  InJlruSlions,  with  Table  of  Diet,  iSc. 

The  general  mode  of  taking  this  Syrup  in  all  cafes,  has 
been  fimply  as  above-ihentioned ; but  as  Dr.  Hodfon  is 
defifous  at  all  times  to  afford  every  means  in  his  power  to 
affift  the  efficacy  of  his  medicine,  he  recommends,  fiom 
experience,  the  following  obfervations  to  the  attention  of 
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thole  patients,  whofe  fituations  will  allow  of  their  reduc- 
ing them  to  prafticc : 

The  operation  of  this  Syrup  being  on  the  glandular  and 
lymphatic  fyllem,  it  is  a principal  objc£l  that  it  be  fuffici- 
ently  retained  in  the  bowels  to  be  conveyed  into  that  fyf- 
tem.  Purging  prevents  this  effect,  therefore  peifons  m 
very  debilitated  conditions  fhould  begin  with  only  one  ta- 
ble fpoonful  night  and  morning,  and  gradually  increafe  the 
dofe  to  the  utmoft  quantity  they  can  take  without  its  aa- 
ing  as  a purgative ; whilft  perfons  of  ftrong  habits  fhould 
begin  with  t^v'o  table  fpoonfuls,  and  increafe  the  dofe  in 
the  fame  manner,  until  the  bowels  be  rendered  rather  Lax, 
which  is  the  condition  moft  favourable  to  the  effeas 
of  this  medicine. 

Robuft,  as  well  as  tender  conflitutlons,  are  found  in  the 
extreme  of  coftivenefs  or  laxity;  but  thefe  extremes  are 
equally  unfavourable  to  a cure,  in  all  cafes  for  which  this 
Syrup  is  recommended.  Therefore  when  the  bowels  are 
fo  irritable  that  a fmall  quantity  purges,  and  the  diforder 
requires  a larger  dofe  than  can  be  retained  in  the  bowels, 
the  patient  muft  be  more  particularly  careful  to  avoid  all 
acid  and  irritating  fubftances,  fuch  as  raw  fallads,  cyder, 
fharp  wines,  punch,  and  in  fome  cafes  even  the  ufual  ve- 
getables of  the  table.  In  fuch  circumftances,  the  diet 
fhould  confifl  of  light  animal  food,  plain  rice  well  boiled, 
weak  camomile,  rofe  leaf,  or  rofemary  tea,  a little  good 
red  port,  or  Madeira,  according  to  the  feelings  of  the 
patient — If  thefe  means  are  not  fufRcient  to  keep  the  me- 
dicine from  running  off  by  ftool,  recourfe  muflbc  had  to  a 
little  opium. 

Perfons  whofe  fituation  in  life  will  admit  of  it,  fliould 
attend  to  the  following  obfervations  To  eat  nofwinc’s 
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flefli  whatever,  nor  any  faked  meat,  made  gravy,  foups, 
or  any  thing  high  feafoned.  Temperance  is  favourable  to 
every  objett  refpefting  health ; but  extremes  of  either 
kind  are  to  be  avoided,  and  care  flrould  be  taken  to  dif- 
tinguifli  between  temperance  and  a poor  low  mode  of  liv- 
ing. This  Syrup  being  in  itfelf  purely  vegetable,  a low 
vegetable  diet  is  by  no  means  friendly  to  its  operations. 
Fleflr  meat  may  and  ought  to  be  eaten,  but  it  fhould  be 
fuch  as  is  frefli,  plain,  found,  and  eafy  of  digeflion. 

The  breakfafl  fhould  be  gruel,  tea,  coffee,  cocoa, 
milk-porridge,  or  Dr.  Hodfon's  Aromatic  tea. 

For  dinner  all  rich  fauces  muff  be  avoided;  alfo  fpiced, 
faked,  high-feafoned  and  fmoke-dried  provifions,  as  well 
as  acids,  raw  cold  fallads,  unripe  fruits,  and  the  moll  in- 
digeflible  kind  of  boiled  vegetables. 

Eat  beef,  veal,  mutton,  lamb,  poultry,  and  rabbits; 
roafted  meats  are  far  preferable  to  boiled,  and  their  own 
natural  gravy  flrould  be  ufed  freely.  Shrimps,  prawns, 
crabs,  cray-flfh,  and  oyflers  may  be  taken  freely ; lobfters 
very  fparingly,  but  no  other  kind  of  fifh. 

Muftard,  horfe-radifli,  celery,  turnips  fqueezed  diy 
from  water;  and  in  general  moft  kinds  of  warm  fallads; 
but  cucumbers,  (in  fome  cafes  peas,)  beans,,  or  any  cold 
vegetables,  will  greatly  obflruft  the  medicine  and  re- 
tard the  cure. 

A flri£l  abflinence  from  butter,  fat,  oil,  cheefe,  bacon, 
and  faked  meats;  from  vinegar,  pickles,  and  every  acid, 
muft  be  obferved,  particularly  in  obflinatc  fcorbutic, 
rheumatic,  or  fcrophulous  cafes,  or  the  medicine  cannot 
have  the  defircd  effeft. 

Though  faked  meat  ought  not  to  be  eaten,  it  is  not 
meant  to  exclude  the  ufo  of  JaLt  with  frefb  meat. 
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The  fupper  cannot  be  too  light,  and  fhould  be  taken  as 
early  as  convenient.  But  the  patient  fliould  take  parti- 
cular care  not  to  live  too  much  upon  Hops.  A due  portion 
of  animal,  as  well  as  vegetable  food  appears  to  be  necef- 
fary  to  afford  a proper  nourifliment  to  the  human  frame. 
Rufli,  bifeuit,  or  the  cruft  of  bread,  is  far  preferable  to  tlic 
crumb,  which  (particularly  in  that  made  in  London)  con- 
tains an  acidity  that  is  evaporated  from  the  cruft,  efpecially 
where  it  is  rather  burnt. — Hartfhorn  jellies  made  good, 
with  a little  wine,  without  acid,  may  be  ufed  with  free- 
dom; and  broth  without  fpicery. — All  fpirituous  and 
ftrong  liquors  muft  be  abftaincd  from. — Good  found  malt 
liquor  may  be  drank  at  meals  by  thofe  who  find  that  it 
agrees  beft  with  their  conftitution.  But  it  is  very  certain, 
that  in  moft  conftitutions  where  there  is  a fcorbutic  taint, 
all  liquor  in  which  there  is  any  proportion  of  hops  is  in- 
jurious; whilft  the  juice  or  extrafl  of  malt  is  very  fervice- 
able.  Hence  it  follows,  that  although  ale  or  porter  may, 
in  many  cafes,  be  found  prejudicial,  yet  fweet  wort  will 
be  effcntially  ufeful,  and'fhoiild  be  drank  by  all  thofe  who 
take  this  Syrup  for  Scorbutic  complaints. 

Milk  is  not  proper  in  all  conftitutions,  and  in  a weak 
ftate  of  the  ftomach  and  bowels  it  had  better  be  avoided 
during  the  ufe  of  this  Syrup,  as  it  may  probably  difturb 
their  funftions  by  coagulations  and  flatulencies. 

Air  and  moderate  exercife  will  not  only  be  ferviceable 
but  neccd’ary. 

SCURVY. — Previous  to  entering  upon  a courfe  of  this 
Syrup  in  fcorbutic  cafes,  the  patient  fhould  take  the  fol- 
lowing purgative : 

Take  an  ounce  of  the  beft  Glauber  Salts,  and  dillblvc  it  in  half 
a pint  of  water,  in  wliich  a little  ginger  has  been  boiled.

Add  thereto  twenty  drops  of  Spirits  of  Hartfliorn take 
it  in  the  morning,'  falling,  and  work  it  otf  with  oatmeal 
gruel. 

This  purge  fhould  be  repeated  about  every  twelfth  da)v 
where  the  Syrup  has  not  the  effefl:  of  keeping  the  body 
gently  laxative. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  feurvy,  or  rather  two  very  dif- 
ferent conftitutions  particularly  liable  to  the  fcorbutic 
corruption,  viz.  Some  who  have  lived  very  free,  in  which 
cafe  the  patient  appears  very  flout  and  robufl,  and  the 
diforder  is  evident  at  all  times.  And  others  of  a delicate 
frame,  who  have  lived  abflemioufly,  in  order  to  prevent, 
as  they  think,  the  diforder  increafing. 

In  the  former  cafe,  where  Nature  has  had  flrength  fuf- 
ficient  to  throw  the  diforder  outward,  the  patient  flrould 
pay  a drift  attention  to  the  general  direftions  above  dated, 
and  live  rather  abdemious;  but  in  the  latter  cafe  (which, 
perhaps,  is  the  mod  general),  the  patient  fhould  confider 
that  Nature  wants  drength  to  throw  the  diforder  upon  the 
furface,  and  they  fhould  ufe  a more  cordial  regimen,  in 
order,  if  poldble,  to  increafe  the  external  appearance  of 
it.  At  meals  they  fhould  drink  mild,  foft,  fweet  ale ; but 
on  no  account  old,  hard,  or  dale  malt  liquor;  and  fmall 
beer  daould  be  entirely  avoided : They  drould  alfo  drink  a 
glafs  or  two  of  found  Madeira,  or  white  port,  free  from 
the  lead  degree  of  fliarpnefs. 

In  Scorbutic  cafes,  and  in  all  diforders  originating  from 
an  impurity  of  the  blood,  (independent  of  any  venereal 
infeftion)  this  Syrup  will  in  general  have  the  dcfired  effeft, 
without  any  further  afddance  ; but  it  will  be  of  much  ad- 
vantage to  the  patient  if  he  takes  the  dofe  of  Syj'up  at  night 
in  half  a pint  of  warm  faffafras  tea,  or  in  very  obdinatc 
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complaints,  its  operation  may  be  promoted  by  tire  follow^ 
ing  decoftion : 

Take  of  the  leaves  of  agrimony  one  handful,  of  faffafras 
chips  two  ounces,  fweet  fennel  feed  one  ounce,  horfe  ra- 
difli,  half  an  ounce. — Boil  thefe  in  five  pints  of  water  till 
reduced  to  three.  Of  this  a pint  a day  Ihould  be  drank,  at 
three  or  four  dofes,  fo  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  medicine 
or  meals. 

Perfons  of  a Scorbutic  habit  fhould  chufe  a warm,  dry 
fituation,  with  a pure  air  ; and  when  the  atmofphere  is 
moift,  they  fhould  go  well  cloathed,  and  fhift  often  with 
dry  linen.  Cleanlinefs  of  body,  moderate  exercife,  the 
ufe  of  the  fleflr  brufh,  or  friftions  with  dry  cloths,  are  all. 
very  ferviceable. — People  ought  not  to  feed  too  much  up- 
on flops  in  this  complaint ; but  the  diet  fhould  be  light, 
and  eafy  of  digeftion,  confifting  cliiefly  of  a due  mixture 
of  animal  and  vegetable  fubftances;  but  all  food  flrould  be 
good,  found,  plain,  and  fimple  in  its  kind,  fuclr  as  \vill 
readily  be  converted  into  chyle,  and  tends  to  render  the 
whole  mals  of  humours  mild,  foft,  and  balfamic. 

Milk  of  all  forts,  where  it  agrees  with  the  conftitution,  is 
beneficial,  as  being  a truly  vegetable  chyles  but  whey 
being  of  a more  cleanfing  quality,  is  better,  and  frequently 
agrees  with  thofe  for  whom  milk  is  too  heavy. 

RHEUMATISM. — The  inflruftions  for  the  feurvy  are 
likewilc  applicable  in  rheumatic  cafes;  except  that  i.u  the 
decoftion  above-mentioned,  ten  or  twelve  leaves,  of  colts- 
foot, and  two  tea  fpoonfuls  of  bruifed  carraway  feed  fliQuld 
be  added.  The  caufes  of  the  Acute  Rheumatifm  arc,  what- 
ever may  conduce  to  the  produftion  of  an  inflammation  in 
the  part  afFcfted.  An  obflrufted  perfpiration  and  an  inflam- 
matory diathefis  conflitutc  the  mofl  general  caules.  The 
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chronic  rheumalifm  hath  for  its  principal  caufc,  an  irri- 
tating acrimony  in  the  juices  fecerned  into  the  parts  com- 
plained of.  The  Vegetable  Syrup  is  peculiarly  excellent 
in  this  complaint,  as  it  is  not  only  a promoter  of  perfpira- 
tion,  but  purifies  the  blood  from  that  irritating  acrimony 
which  is  the  principal  caufc  of  the  diforder. — A great  many 
inveterate  rheumatifms  arc  occafioned  by  a venereal  taint 
in  the  blood,  in  which  cafe  fee  the  third  part  __of  this 
pamphlet. 

DROPSY. — This  remedy  has  not  been  unfuccefsful  in 
the  Dropfy ; but  it  muft,  in  fuch  cafes,  be  taken  in  large 
and  more  frequent  dofes  than  in  any  other  complaint; 
and  as  its  efficacy  may  be  confiderably  affifled  by  the  ad- 
dition of  other  applications,  all  dropfical  patients  are  par- 
ticularly recommended  to  confult  the  Proprietor  previous 
to  the  adminiflration  of  this  Syrup. 

PILES. — This  troublefome  complaint  is  in  general  ef- 
feftually  removed  by  this  remedy.  A principal  article  in 
the  treatment  of  the  Piles  is  to  keep  the  body  gently  open, 
without  purging  or  irritation. — For  this  purpofe  no  medi- 
cine can  be  fo  properly  adapted  as  this  Syrup. 

SCROPHULA. — This  diforder  is  commonly  known  by 
the  name  of  the  King’s  Evil ; which  name  it  has  inherited 
ever  hnce  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confeffor,  bccaufe  faid 
to  be  cured  by  him  and  feveral  fucceeding  Kings  both  of 
England  and  France.  Upwards  of  9200  perfons  are  re- 
corded to  have  been  touched  for  it  by  Charles  II.  but 
with  what  fuccefs  has  been  varioufly  related,  difputed,  and 
believed.  This  difeafe  appears  in  lo  many  forms,  that  to 
attempt  an  entire  defeription  of  it  would  be  endlcfs,  and 
the  general  fymptoms  arc  lo  well  known  that  it  would  be 
unnccefl'ary.  It  is  cither  hereditary  or  accidental;  and 
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when  the  former,  it  moftly  requires  a long  and  tedious 
courfe  of  medicine  to  effeft  a cure. — In  lome  patients  the 
Vegetable  Syrup  alone  hath  had  the  dehred  luccels ; but 
it  frequently  happens  that  lome  additional  remedies,  both 
internal  and  external,  are  neceffary. — In  this  cafe  a per- 
fonal  application  to  Dr.  Ilodfon  will  be  advantageous  to 
the  patient. 

CANCERS,  or  thofe  Ulcers  or  Tumours  called  Can- 
cerous, have  been  cured  by  this  Syrup ; but  it  has  been 
where  they  have  originated  in  a foulnefs  of  the  blood,  or 
from  an  obftinate  or  ill-treated  venereal  taint.  Cancers 
are  not  fufficiently  underftood  or  diftinguifhed  by  the 
faculty  in  general ; therefore  Dr.  Hodfon  wifliys  always 
to  be  confulted  in  thefe  cafes,  previous  to  taking  this 
Syrup. 

PALSY. — The  fuccefs  of  this  Vegetable  Remedy  in 
Paralytic  cafes  has  been  almoft  incredible  to  thofe  not  fuf- 
ficiently acquainted  with  the  general  caufe  of  that  diforder. 
Phylicians  confider  the  Palfy  as  the  eft'efl  either  of  too 
much  vital  heat  or  too  little  : hence  it  is  evident  that  a 
difeafe  which  may  arife  from  two  fuch  oppofite  principles, 
can  only  be  relieved  by  a medicine  which  is  enabled  to 
re llo re  the  blood  to  its  natural  balfamic  Rate;  and  hence 
it  is  that  this  V egetable  Syrup  has  performed  fuch  extraor- 
dinary cures ! For  by  its  fubtilty  it  mixes  with  the  blood 
and  juices,  conveying  its  potent  qualities  into  the  moR 
extreme  ramifications  of  the  vafcular  fyftem,  cleanling  the 
fluids  from  every  pernicious  quality,  and  refloring  them  to 
that  degree  of  purity  required  by  Nature  .to  keep  the  body 
in  a healtliful  Rate. 

This  Syrup  having  tlie  power  of  diffolving  coagulations 
and  fetling  the  diflblved  matter  at  liberty  again,  hence, 
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whatever  vitriolic  bodies  have  been  taken  internally  fo  as 
to  make  the  fibres  rigid,  they  are  reflored  to  their  elaflicity 
by'this  medicine.  And  this  is  often  the  cafe  with  thofe 
who  have  been  under  a continued  ufe  of  ftyptic,  aflringent, 
vitriolic  remedies:  Such  are  mercurial  preparations ; and  in 
thofe  who  have  been  rendered  paralytic  by  their  abufe, 
the  capillary  tubes  are  obflrufted;  they  are  contradted, 
and  become  rigid  and  unfit  for  ofcillation  ; the  juices  are 
hardened  and  grow  too  big  to  pafs  through  fuch  ftridlures  ; 
and  as  this  is  the  cafe  through  all  the  veffels,  obfhruftions 
and  flagnations  enfue  in  all.  In  order  to  obviate  and  take 
away  thefe  confequences,  (fays  Strother)  we  muft  flrike 
at  the  original  caufe  of  them,  which  is  the  vitriols  pent 
up  in  every  capillary.  This  V egetable  Remedy  having  a 
power  and  faculty  to  join  in  with  the  acids  of  the  vitriols, 
and  of  flimulating  the  fibres,  fo  that  the  flridlure  will  be 
taken  off,  the  earths  will  be  difengaged  by  its  faponaceous 
quality,  and  the  elfefts  will  then  ceafe  and  vanifli : Hence  ' 
this  medicine  is  peculiarly  excellent  after  the  ill  effedls  ' 
produced  by  mercury. 

FEMALE  OBSTRUCTIONS.— There  is  no  furer  me- 
thod of  reftoring  the  Menfes,  after  a long  fupprefTion,  than 
of  joining  the  difiblvent  with  the  flomachic.  This  Syrup 
poffefTes  in  an  eminent  degree  thefe  two  qualities,  which 
the  faculty  are  fo  defirous  of  uniting;  and  it  is,  doubtlcfs, 
from  this  union,  that  it  derives  its  efficacy  in  thofe  difor- 
ders  that  are  peculiar  to  the  fex.

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CASES.

Melt  all  together  over  a flow  fire,  and  when  melted,  pour  it  into 
a pot,  and  keep  ftirring  it  till  cold.

remedy  a fair  trial,  (for  in  obftinate  cafes  perfeverance  will 
' always  be  neceffary)  four  large  bottles,  containing  the 
quantity  of  12  fmall  ones,  may  be  had  for  five  guineas, 
fecurely  packed  for  the  country,  or  exportation.  Thefe 
can  be  had  only  at  the  Doftor’s  houfe  in  Hatton-Garden. 

1|§||  Perfons  who  fend  for  this  Syrup  from  the  Proprietor, 
into  the  country,  are  particularly  requefted  to  give  their 
orders  that  it  may  be  fent,  (if  pofiible)  by  a Waggon,  and 
not  by  any  of  the  Coaches;  as  an  accident  fometimes  hap- 
pens by  the  fwiftnefs  ofthofe  carriages,  which  may  damage 
the  bottles,  and  occafion  the  lofs  of  the  medicine.

Nervous  afFeftions,  or  a difpofition  to  be  too  eafily 
lufceptible  of  irregular  and  painful  emotions,  maybe 
confidered  as  one  of  the  greateft  fcourges  to  people  of 
rank.  They  have  become  much  more  common  within  the 
laft  century,  and  (as  obferved  by  a celebrated  phyfician) 
have  been  peculiarly  unhappy  in  a millaken  treatment, 
becaufe  the  origin  has  not  been  fufficiently  inveftigaced. 

The  all-wife  Creator  of  the  Univerfe  hath  allotted  to  the 
nerves  an  office  in  the  animal  machine,  which  requires  tlie 
greateft  perfeftlon  in  all  their  operations.  They  are,  there- 
fore, the  moft  liable  to  be  difordcred,  the  moft  fufceptible 
of  alteration,  and  the  moft  difficult  to  be  reftified.  No 
wonder,  then,  that  diforders  in  this  delicate  fyftem  fliould 
be  fo  common  *and  permanent,  and  that  the  variations  of 
well  and  ill  fliould  fo  frequently  happen. 

Thefe  complaints  principally  depend  on  three  caujes, 
viz.  weak  fibres,  a too  great  nervous  fenlibility,  and  a 
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perfpiration  too  fufceptible  of  change ; but  lo  enumerate 
the  fymptoms  occafioned  by  a weaknefs  or  diibrder  of  the 
nervous  fyftem,  would  be  an  endlcfs  attempt.  It  may  be 
proper,  however,  to  mention  a few  of  the  moll  charac- 
teriflic  : — The  firft  fymptoms  are  generally  a kind  of  pufil- 
lanimity  we  were  before  ftrangers  to ; diffidence,  fear,  grief, 
dejeftion,  lownefs  offpirits,  attended  with  windy  inflations 
of  the  flomach  and  inteftines;  the  appetite  and  digeflion 
are  moftly  bad,  though  fometimes  there  is  a craving  for 
food  and  quick  digeflion  ; the  body  is  fometimes  loofe, 
but  more  commonly  bound,  which  occafions  great  uneah- 
nefs.  The  patient  is  frequently  troubled  with  fudden  fluffi- 
ings  of  heat  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  at  other  times  a 
fenfe  of  cold,  as  if  water  was  poured  on  them ; flying  pains 
in  the  arms  and  limbs,  pains  in  the  back  and  belly,  refemb- 
ling  thofe  occafioned  by  the  gravel;  yawning,  frequent 
fighing ; the  flsep  is  unfound  and  feldom  refrefliing;  the 
mind  is  diflurbed  on  the  mofl.  trivial  occafion,  and  is 
hurried  into  violent  commotions,  inquietudes,  fadnefs, 
&c.  the  memory  alfo  becomes  weak,  and  the  judgment 
fails. 

Head-achs  which  are  very  frequent  amongfl  people  of 
faffiion,  are  the  confequence  of  fome  diforder  in  the  flo- 
mach or  nerves,  and  often  of  both.  Indeed,  nerves,  con- 
tinually agitated  by  humours  which  are  always  irritative, 
by,  difordering  the  harmony  of  the  organs,  and  enfeebling

That  a cloje  application  to  Jiudy  is 
prejudicial  to  health. 
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The  difcafcs  to  which  the  learned  arc  peculiarly  liable, 
arife  from  two  principal  caufes,  viz.  The  perpetual  altention 
of  the  mind,  and  the  conftant  inaElivity  of  the  body.  The 
brain,  the  nerves  which  arife  from  it,  and  the  llomach, 
which  is  furniflied  with  many  nerves  of  an  exquifite  fenfa- 
tion,  are  the  parts  firfl;  attacked,  and  commonly  mod  injured 
by  the  immoderate  labour  of  the  mind  ; but  if  it  fhould 
continue  any  length  of  time,  almofl;  all  the  parts  of  the  body 
become  partakers  of  the  injury.  Meditation  alfo,  by  keep- 
ing the  nerves  too  long  in  a date  of  aflion,  wades  the 
fpirits  too  much,  and  hinders  the  brain  from  preparing 
them  •,  fo  that  this  important  duid,  which  is  the  pured  fub- 
dance  and  mod  highly  prepared  of  any  other  in  the  human 
body,  is  either  deficient,  or  undergoes  fome  alteration 
which  mud  inevitably  produce  many  diforders.

drengthens  the  fibres,  preferves  the  flxiids  in  their  proper 
date,  procures  an  appetite,  facilitates  the  fecretions,  raifes 
the  fpirits,  and  occafions  an  agreeable  fenfation  in  the 
whole  nervous  fydem  ; whild  a fedentary  life  dedroysthe 
drength  of  the  mufcles,  and  renders  them,  for  want  of  ufc, 
unable  to  bear  aftion  ; the  circulation,  therefore,  deprived 
of  this  confiderable  afifidance,  foon  grows  languid;  Vital 
heat  diminifhes ; the  humours  dagnatc  and  become  vitiated ; 
and  the  fecretions  and  natural  evacuations  not  being  ivcll 
performed,  the  body  remains  loaded  with  excrementitious 
humours,  the  acrimony  of  which  preys  upon  the  conditu- 
tion,  drength  is  didipated,  and  a variety  of  difagrceable 
confcquenccs  cnfuc. 

After  thefe  obfervations,  it  will  follow  of  courfc,  that  in 
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order  to  afTifl;  thofc  who  labour  under  too  delicate  a con- 
llitution,  or  the  cfTefts  of  a reclufe  and  fedentary  life,  we 
iiuift  endeavour,  ill,  To  mend  the  digeflion.  2"d,  To  quiet 
the  agitation  of  the  nerves.  And  3d,  To  diminiflr  the  fe^ 
verifh  inclination  by  diminifliing  the  fharpnefs  of  the 
humours,  and  to  facilitate  perfpiration,  the  obllruftion  of 
which  caufes  thofe  catarrhal  and  fometimes  inflammatory 
fevers,  which  finally  produce  the  moll  malignant  diforders 
of  the  brcafl.

It  has  but  very  little  oil  in  it,  and  that  which  it  has  is  of 
the  refiny  kind,  is  narcotic  and  flupefaftive : It  has  alfo 
but  a very  little  fait,  and  that  is  of  the  fixed  kind. 

“ If  wc  compare  the  nature  of  tea  with  the  nature  of  the 
Englifli  diet,  no  one  can  think  it  a proper  vegetable  for  us. 
It  has  no  parts  fit  to  be  alfimilated  to  our  bodies  : Its  effen- 
tial  fait  docs  not  hold  moillurc  enough  to  be  foined  to  the 
body  of  an  animal ; its  oil  is  but  very  little  and  that  of  the 
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opiate  kind;  and  therefore  it  is  fo  far  from  being  nutritive 
that  it  irritates  and  frets  the  nerves  and  fibres,  exciting  the 
expulfive  faculty ; fo  that  the  body  may  be  lefl'ened  and 
weakened,  but  it  cannot  be  incrcafed  and  flrengthened  by 
it.  This  might  be  afeertained  by  a very  little  experience  : 
'The  firft  time  perfons  drink  of  tliis,  if  they  are  full  grown, 
it  generally  gives  them  a pain  in  the  flomach,  dejeftion  of 
fpirits,  cold  fweats,  palpitation  at  the  heart,  trembling, 
fearfulnefs;  taking  away  the  fenfc  of  fulnefs,  though  pre- 
fently  after  meals,  and  caufing  a hypochondriac  gnawing 
appetite.  Thefe  fymptoms  are  very  little  inferior  to  what 
the  moft  poifonous  vegetable  we  have  in  England  would 
occafion  when  dried  and  ufed  in  the  fame  manner.” 

From  the  ill  effefts  of  tea,  we  may  in  a great  meafure 
attribute  the  general  effeminacy  of  the  age;  for  it  mocks 
the  ftrong  appetite,  and  fatiates  it  with  light  trifling  food. 
The  bold  and  brave  become  daftardly,  the  ftrong  become 
weak,  women  unhealthful,  and  children  ricketty ; in  fliort, 
it  gives  an  effeminate  weakly  turn  to  the  people  in  gene- 
ral. 

,Tea  was  firft  ufed  by  the  rich,  and  when  that  had  flatted 
their  fpirits  and  racked  their  ftomachs,  a cordial  became 
neceffary.  This  might  probably  bring  the  poorer  fort  of 
people  into  dram-drinking  : for  they  could  not  well  return 
to  laoour  with  their  fibres  relaxed  and  fpirits  dejefted.

PART  III. 


To  the  AffliHed  with  the  Venereal  Difeafe. 

TT  would  be  of  little  fervice  to  a patient  afflifted  with  this 
^ complaint,  to  know  the  various  opinions  of  authors 
concerning  the  origin  of  it,  and  the  exa£l  time  of  its  ap- 
pearance in  Europe.  It  is  of  much  more  confequence  for 
him  to  afcertain  when  he  has  received  the  infeftion  ; and 
if  fo,  the  method  he  ought  to  purfue,  in  order  to  obtain  a 
fafe  and  perfeft  cure ; for  few,  very  Jew,  whether  of  the 
faculty  or  otherwife,  are  fo  happy  in  the  management  of  the 
Lues  Venerea  as  it  could  be  wifhed. — Waving,  therefore, 
all  ufelcfs  introduftion,  it  is  intended  only  to  point  out  the 
various  modes  by  which  it  may  be  contrafled,  the  fymp- 
toms  by  which  a perfon  may  be  convinced  of  having  re- 
ceived the  infcftion,  the  danger  of  improper  treatment, 
and  a fafe,  eafy,  and  certain  mode  of  obtaining  a cure. 

Technical  terms  will  be  avoided  as  much  as  po.ffible,  and 
every  neceffary  information  delivered  in  the  moft  plain 
and  concife  language ; this  little  traa  being  intended  for 
the  inftruftion  of  the  ignorant;  and  not  for  the  criticifing 
eye  of  the  learned. 

There  is  not,  perhaps,  amongft  all  the  difeafes  to  which 
human  natuic  is  fubjeft,  any  attended  with  more  difmal 
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confequcnces  than  the  venereal ; and  to  add  to  its  own  at- 
tendant calamities,  there  is  not  any  that  has  experienced 
worfe  treatment;  the  patient,  in  many  cafes,  fullering 
more  from  the  ignorance  of  the  praftitioner,  than  from  the 
malignity  of  the  dife'afe,  whilft  the  unhappy  objeft  of  its 
rage  fcldom  obtains  even  the  cornpalTion  of  his  fellow  mor- 
tals, fince  his  fulferings  are  generally  fuppofed  to  arife  from 
the  gratification  of  lull  and  inordinate  paflions. 

The  moft  common  way  of  contrafting  this  complaint  be- 
ing by  coition,  has  affixed  an  idea  of  criminality  on  thofe 
infefted  with  it,  which  frequently  renders  difguife  necef- 
fary,  and  obliges  the  unfortunate  patient  to  conceal  his 
fituation  too  long,  or  make  application  to  thofe  ignorant 
perfons  who  promife  a fpeedy  and  fecret  cure  ; but  who  in 
reality  only  fix  the  difeafe  deeper  in  the  fyftem,  and  by 
haflily  rerhoving  the  vijible  fymptoms,  make  that  a con- 
firmed cafe,  and  fometimes  an  incurable  malady,  which 
was  it  firft  only  a flight  infeftion.  It  is  fcarce  poffible  for 
even  the  firfh  ftage  of  this  difeafe  to  be  cured  effeffually 
and  fpeedily  at  the  fame  time  ; thofe  patients  are  deceived 
therefore  who  are  taught  to  believe  it.  “ Two  or  three 
weeks,  (fays  an  eminent  phyfician)  and  fometimes -five  or 
fix,  are  neceffary  to  carry  off  a gonorrhoea,  even  by  the 
moft  proper  treatment for  the  time  neceffary  to  eradicate 
the  infection  depends  upon  fuch  a variety  of  circumftances 
that  it  is  impolfible  to  fix  any  precife  period. 

It  is  much  to  be  lamented,  however,  that  difguife  in  this 
cafe  fliould  be  fo  often  thought  necellary,  not  only  as  it 
renders  a cure  more  difficult,  but  bccaufc  the  dileafe  may 
be  communicated  to  the  innocent  as  well  as  to  the  guilty, 
as  will  prefently  be  ffiewn. 
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Of  the  Venereal  InfeElion. 

Notwithstanding  the  variety  of  treatifes  which  have 
been  publifhed  on  this  fubjeft,  no  more  is  known  concern- 
ing the  nature  of  the  venereal  poifon,  than  about  that  of 
the  fmall-pox,  or  any  other  contagion.  It  has  not  yet 
been  difcovered,  whether  the  poilbn  has  different  degrees 
of  acrimony  and  volatility,  or  whether  it  is  always  the 
fame  in  its  nature,  varying  only  with  regard  to  the  particu- 
lar part  to  which  it  is  applied,  or  according  to  the  different 
habit  or  conffitution  of  the  perfon  who  receives  the 
infeftion. 

How  long  the  venereal  poifon  may  lurk  in  the  body 
before  it  produces  any  fenfible  effefts,  is  a matter  of  equal 
uncertainty.  There  are  few  praftitioners  but  what  muff: 
have  obferved  inftances  of  its  remaining  dormant  for  weeks 
or  even  .months ; nay  fome  have  afferted  it  to  have  broke 
out  with  unequivocal  fymptoms  after  remaining  harmlefs 
for  half  a year.  Thefe,  however,  are  rare  inftances,  as 
in  general  the  firft  fymptoms  appear  on  the  fecond,  third, 
or  fifth  day  after  impure  coition. 

Whilft  mankind  in  general  are  eafily  affefted  by  this 
poifon,  there  are  fome  few  who  feem  to  be  altogether  un- 
fufceptiblc  of  the  contagion,  and  who  run  every  rifk 
without  fuffering  in  the  fmalleft  degree.  Some  are  more 
liable  to  be  infefted  than  others,  feemingly  of  the  fame  ha- 
bit; and  thofe  who  have  been  once  infefted,  appear  to  be 
more  liable  to  catch  the  diforder  a fecond  time,  than  thofe 
who  never  were  infcfted  before.  The  fame  difference  is 
obfervablein  the  progrefs  made  by  the  difcafe  after  the  pa- 
tient is  infefted.  In  fome  the  pro'grefs  is  flow,  and  the 
difeafe  appears  fcarccly  to  gain  any  ground,  while  in  others 

it 
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Jt  advances  with  the  utmoft  rapidity,  and  foon  produces 
the  moft  terrible  fymptoms. 

Two  caulcs,  indeed,  might  be  affigned  for  the  mildnefs 
or  malignancy  of  the  fymptoms,  viz.  the  conftitution  of  the 
perfon  receiving  the  infcftion,  and  the  virulency  of  the 
virus  received.  Perfons  who  have  been  ufed  to  live  regu- 
lar and  of  a good  habit,  one  might  fuppofe  would  be  fub- 
jcfl  to  fewer  as  well  as  milder  fymptoms,  than  thofe  whofe 
fluids  are  in  a grofs  and  corrupt  ftate;  but  this  not  being 
always  the  cafe,  we  may  conclude  that  in  fuch  patients,  a 
feverity  of  fymptoms  is  occafioned  by  the  malignancy  of 
the  venom  received,  which  is  fometimes  of  fo  corrofivc 
a nature,  as  to  penetrate  immediately  into  all  parts  wherc- 
cver  it  comes. 

Of  Communicating  the  Dijeaje. 

This  complaint  differs  indeed  from  moft  others,  bc- 
caufe  that  they,  both  acute  and  chronical,  may  arife  from 
air,  diet,  violent  exercife,  fedentary  life,  &c.  whilft  this 
muft  be  contrafted  by  familiar  communication;  and  though 
an  abufe  or  regulation  of  the  non-naturals  will  exafperate 
or  moderate  the  fymptoms,  yet  it  is  not  in  the  power  of 
them  to  produce  the  diftemper.  The  venereal  matter  muft 
be  applied  in  a fluid  ftate,  either  to  a wound,  ulcer,  or 
fome  part  where  the  mucus  is  very  foft,  as  in  the  parts  of 
generation,  &c,  but  it  may  be  communicated  different 
ways,  as  experience  has  fufiicicntly  evinced.  All  the 
modes  of  communication  may,  however,  be  ranked  under 
the  following  heads : 

1.  By  coition  of  an  healthy  perfon  with  another  who 
is  infefted  with  a gonorrhoea,  or  ulcers  on  the  genitals. 

2.  By 
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o.  By  llic  coition  of  an  healthy  pcifon  with  one  ap^ 
patently  in  perfea  health,  but  in  whofe  genitals  the  poifon 
lies  concealed,  without  having  yet  produced  any  bad  fymp- 
toms.  So  that  a perfon  who  has,  perhaps,  received  an  in- 
fcaion  two  or  three  days  before  any  fymptoms  appear, 
may,  during  that  time,  and  often  docs,  infca  anothei, 
without  knowing  themfelves  to  have  the  difeafe. 

3.  By  fucking,  in  which  cafe  the  nipples  of  the  wet 
nurfe  may  be  infeaed  by  venereal  ulcers  in  the  mouth  of 
the  child;  or  the  nipples  of  the  nurfe  being  infeaed,  will 
occafion  venereal  ulcers  in  the  child’s  mouth,  nofe,  or  lips. 

4.  By  any  part  of  the  body,  whether  covered  by  the 
cuticle  or  not,  being  expofed  to  the  contaa  of  the  venereal 
poifon  ; by  kiffing,  touching,  &c.  efpecially  if  the  parts  fo 
expofed  have  been  previoufly  excoriated,  wounded,  or  ul- 
cerated, by  any  caufe  whatever.  From  this  caufe  venereal 
ulcers  frequently  arife  in  the  ferotum  or  thighs;  and  there 
are  fomc  well-attcfted  inftanccs  where  the  infeaion  took 
place  in  the  hands  of  furgeons  and  midwives.  They  have 
likewife  been  produced  in  the  noftrils,  eyelids,  and  lips  of 
perfons  who  have  touched  the  genitals  either  of  themfelves 
or  others,  affcaed  with  the  difeafe,  and  then  rubbed  their 
noftrils,  &c.  with  their  fingers,  without  previoufly  waflring 
their  hands.  By  laying  in  the  fame  bed  with  a perfon  in- 
feaed, wlio  hath  venereal  eruptions  on  the  fkin,  the  difeafe 
may  likewife  be  contraaed,  the  warmth  of  the  body  opening 
the  pores,  and  the  infeaed  matter  being  thereby  abforbed. 

5.  By  wounding  any  part  of  the  body  with  a lancet  or 

knife  infeaed  v/ith  the  venereal  virus. Van  Swicten 

relates  fevcral  inftanccs  of  the  Lucs  being  communicated 
by  carclcffnefs  in  cleaning  the  Inftrumcnt  ufed  in  bleeding 
or  fcarification. 

6.  Children. 
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6.  Children  may  likcwife  be  hereditarily  afflifted  ; (.hat 
is,  receive  the  infeftion  from  their  parents;  in  which  cafe 
they  are  fometimes  born  with  inflammations  of  the  fkin,  &c, 
but  though  there  fhould  be  no  appearance  for  fome  days, 
yet  in  about  a week,  eruptions,  with  brownifh  fpots  or 
fcabs,  degenerating  into  ulcers,  arife  about  the  mouth,  nofe, 
forehead,  head,  and  often  over  the  whole  body. 

It  muff  be  allowed  that  the  diforder  generally  difcovers 
itfelf  firft  in  thofe  parts  by  which  the  infeftion  was  received ; 
fo  that  if  the  mouth  or  lips  are  firfl  affefted,  it  is  to  be  fup- 
pofed  the  virus  was  received  by  kifling,  or  (if  an  infant) 
by  fucking  a difordered  nurfe,  &c.  &c. 

But  the  following  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  moft  extraor- 
dinary inflances  upon  record,  of  the  propagation  of  this 
dreadful  malady  : “ On  the  226.  of  April,  1785,  a young 
child  belonging  to  Wm.  Parfons,  on  Milford-Hill,  Salif- 
bury,  died  of  the  lues  venerea,  after  a lingering  illnefs.  It 
appears  that  in  the  abfence  of  its  parents,  it  had  frequently 
been  intruded  to  the  care  of  an  old  blind  woman,  who 
fuffered  it  to  pafs  into  the  hands  of  an  unhappy  female 
labouring  under  that  diflemper,  and  who  unintentionally 
communicated  the  infeftion  by  means  of  chewing  fome 
vi£luals  for  it.” 

A very  remarkable  inflance  will  be  found  amongfl  the 
cafes  hereafter  inferted,  of  a perfon  receiving  the  infeftion 
from  the  feat  of  a privy. 

Various  therefore  are  the  ways  by  which  this  contagion 
may  be  contrafted  ; however,  the  moft  frequent  mode 
being  by  unlawful  embraces,  and  confequently  the  fymp- 
toms  more  generally  arifmg  about  the  genitals,  it  will  be 
proper  to  dwell  a little  upon  the  defeription  of  the  three 
different  ftages  of  the  difeafe,  and  its  various  fymptoms. 

The 
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The  firft  is,  that  while  the  diforder  may  be  deemed  doubt- 
ful, or  when,  from  the  fymptoms  abating,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  emollients  and  a cooling  regimen,  it  is  evidently 
not  venereal. 

The  fecond  ftage  is  when  the  fymptoms  may  fairly  be 
pronounced  venereal,  and  yet  deemed  local. 

And  the  third  is  the  confirmed  Lucs^  when  the  virus 
being  aftually  received  into  the  blood,  mixes  with  the 
feveral  fecretions,  and  circulating  through  every  part, 
taints  the  whole  habit. 

Of  the  firjl,  or  Gonorrhxa  Stage. 

Although,  in  the  prefent  age  a virulent  running  is 
one  of  the  moft  frequent  circumftances  to  be  met  with  in 
praftice,  and  few  perfons  are  infefted  but  what  perceive 
this  to  be  one  of  the  firft  fymptoms  of  infeftion ; yet  the 
fame  indications  and  confequences  are  not  always  the  effe£l; 
thereof.  For  in  many  cafes,  gentle  cooling  medicines,  an 
emollient  bath,  and  a fimple  injeftion  will  carry  off  the 
infeftion  m a few  days,  whilft  in  others,  it  frequently 
happens  that  the  inflammation  increafes,  more  alarming 
fymptom.s  appear  in  a little  time,  notwithftanding  the  apt 
plication  of  cooling  medicines;  and  if  the  running  be 
checked  by  injeftion,  or  from  any  accidental  caufe,  before 
the  infeftion  is  totally  fubdued,  a fwelling  of  the  tefticlcs, 
a bubo,  or  fome  other  alarming  attendant  is  produced.  It 
) erefore,  veiy  evident,  that  all  cafes  of  gonorrhosa  are 
not  venereal.  It  has,  indeed,  been  but  too  common  a prac- 
0 treat  all  ca{zs  a.s  venereal,  wherever  a gonorrhoea  has 
eenthc  prevailing  fymptom ; whereas  there  are,  ftriaiy 
peaung,  three  kinds  of  gonorrhoea,  viz.  i.  The  fimple 

enign  gonorrhoea,  which  will  be  treated  of  hereafter; 
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a.  The  virulent  gonorrhoea,  or  clap,  not  venereal;  and 
The  venereal  gonorrhoea,  properly  fo  called. 

It  appears  to  be  owing,  in  a great  mcafare,  to  the  want  of 
making  a proper  diftinftion  between  the  two  laft-mentioned 
fpecies,  that  fo  much  harm  hath  been  done  by  the  admini- 
ftration  of  Mercury;  which  (however  fuccefsfully  em- 
ployed in  the  chancre,  or  fccond  ftage  of  the  venereal  dif- 
eafe)  is  very  improper  in  this  flage,  and  in  the  virulent 
gonorrhoea  not  venereal,  is  manifeilly  injurious.  Perhaps 
no  criterion  is  yet  difeovered  whereby  to  afeertain,  on  its 
firji  appearance,  whether  this  difeharge  is  to  be  pronounced 
a virulent  or  a venereal  gonorrhoea;  therefore  in  what -is 
here  called  the  firft,  or  gonorrhoea  ftage,  are  included  not 
only  that  which  is  ftriftly  venereal,  and  which  is  fucceeded 
or  accompanied  by  chancres,  &c.  but  alfo  the  gonorrhoea 
virulenta,  where  no  fuch  fymptoms  fucceed ; or  in  flrort, 
all  the  different  fpecies  of  this  difeafe  which  are  communi- 
cated by  a found  perfon  having  conne6fion  with  an  infeft- 
ed  one,  and  in  whifch  thefirff  fymptom  is  a difeharge  from 
the  uretlira.  Becaufc  in  the  firft  place,  th'erc  is  no  certain 
mode  of  diftinftion ; edly,  they  all  arife  from  the  fame 
apparent  caufc,  viz.  impure  coition ; and  laflly,  the  fame 
mode  of  treatment  is  neceffary,  even  if  it  be  venereal,  in 
this  ftage  of  the  difordcr. 

SYMPTOMS. — The  Virulent  Gonorrhoea  appears 
fometimes  within  fix  hours,  and  at  other  times  perhaps 
not  till  four,  five,  eight,  or  ten  days  after  infeftion  ; and 
inflances  have  been  known  of  months  elapfing  before  any 
fymptoms  appeared ; the  quicker  or  flower  progrefs  of  the 
virus  may  naturally  be  fuppofed,  therefore,  to  have  great 
dependence  on  the  aftivity  of  the  received  miafma,  or  the 
paticnt’.s  habit  of  body,  or  perhaps  both. 
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I'hc  firft  obi'crvablc  fymptom  is  gcncnilly  an  agreeable 
fenlation  in  the  whole  or  greateft  part  of  the  urinar)'  paf- 
fage ; probably  no  difeharge  is  then  obfcrvablc ; but  an 
itching,  with  a fmall  degree  of  pain  in  the  genitals,  gene- 
rally precedes  a running,  which  diftilling  from  the  urethra 
occafions  a fmall  degree  of  titillation,  particularly  at  the 
time  of  making  water.  In  the  mofl  favourable  degree  of 
infeftion  the  fpots  on  the  linen  appear  of  a kind  of  water- 
colour; as  the  diforder  advances  frcfli  fymptoms  arife,  and 
the  former  ones  become  more  violent ; the  running  gra- 
dually changes  both  in  colour  and  confiftence,  and  becomes 
yellow,  greenifh,  and  fometimes  {freaked  with  blood. 
There  is  an  inflammation  and  fwelLihg  about  the  orifice  of 
the  urethra;  the  creflion  becomes  painful,  involuntary, 
more  frequent  and  lading  than  when  natural,  and  mod 
troublefome  when  the  patient  is  warm  in  bed.  All  the 
fymptoms  become  more  intenfe  as  the  diforder  arrives  to- 
wards its  height:  The  heat  of  urine  is  fo  extremely  acute, 
that  the  patient  dreads  making  water,  though  he  feels  a 
coudant  defire  for  it,  and  yet  it  is  rendered  but  by  a few 
drops,  and  that  with  the  greated  difficulty. — Heat,  pain, 
and  a fenfe  of  fullnefs  is  felt  about  the  feat ; the  running  is 
diarp  and  plentiful ; and  it  is  accompanied,  perhaps,  bv 
fwelled  icdicles,  or  fome  of  the  following  fymptoms; 

Phymofis,  which  is  a condriaion  of  the  prepuce  over  the 
glans,  that  prevents  its  being  drawn  backwards. 

Paraphymofis,  on  the  contrary,  is  when  the  prepuce  is 
condriacd  behind  the  glans,  and  cannot  be  brought 
forward. 

C/ioi-dee  is  a painful  contraaion  of  the  under  part  of  the 
penis  at  the  time  ofcrcaion,  and  then  only,  the  fenfation 
being  as  if  it  was  pulled  down  with  a cord, 

Biibncs, 
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''Buboes.  The  general  feat  of  thefc  fwcllings  or  tumours  is 
in  the  groin.  In  the  beginning  the  patient  feels  a flilfnefs 
in  the  groin,  particularly  in  walking;  the  fwellings  at 
length  appear,  which  are  fore  if  touclied,  hard,  and  gra- 
dually incrcafing,  become  painful  and  inflamed  ; the  fhape 
of  a bubo  is  round  or  oblong,  and  its  flze  various,  fome- 
times  as  large  as  an  egg,  and  fometiincs  confiderably  larger. 

Venereal  buboes  are  of  two  kinds;  fometimes  they  arife 
folely  from  the  contagion  paflflng  dircftly  to  the  affefted 
gland,  and  there  fixing  itfelf.  From  the  dilcharge  being 
too  fmall,  or  the  unfeafonablc  application  of  flyptic  and 
aflringent  injeftions,  whereby  the  virus  which  ought  to 
have  been  difeharged  by  a gleet  is  injudicioufly  fupprcflTed, 
a bubo  often  arifes,  and  is  then  a fymptomatical  difeafe ; 
but  if  it  arifes  without  any  late  infeflion,  it  is  then  a fign 
of  a confirmed  lues,  of  which  more  hereafter. 

The  above  fymptoms,  altho’  generally  fuppofed  to  be 
evident  marks  of  a venereal  infedlion,  are,  nevcrthclefs, 
fometimes  doubtful,  for  they  may  all  arife  from  a virulent 
gonorrlioea,  not  venereal. 

Females  may  fometimes  miftake  the  firft  appearance  of 
this  diforder  for  the  fluor  albus;  but  in  the  latter  the  dil- 
charge is  much  greater,  nor  is  it  often  attended  with  that 
heat,  fmart,  and  inflammation,  experienced  in  vcneical 
cafes. 

INSTRUCTIONS. — Some  people  inveigh  ■flrongly 
againfl  the  parade,  as  they  fallely  term  it,  of  application  for 
advice  in  thefe  cafes.  But  he  only  betrays  his  ignorance 
who  a Herts  that  the  moft  copious  general  inflruftions  may 
not  \n  particular  inflanccs  require  lomc  alteration  ; and  he 
'mnft  be  a bigot  indeed,  as  well  as  deftitute  of  at  Icaft  all 

pratiical  knowledge,  who  believes  any  medicines  to  be  lo 

perfectly 
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pcifcftly  efficacious  in  itfelf,  that  its  operation  cannot 
receive  any  affiftancc  from  the  experience  of  a judicious 
praftitioncr. 

However,  as  immediate  perfonal  application  Is  not 
always  cither  convenient  or  agreeable,  it  may  be  proper 
to  add  a few  inflruftions  for  thofc  not  fufficiently  ac- 
quainted with  the  proper  mode  of  conducing  themfelves 
after  infeftion ; for  although  the  elegant  medicine  herein 
recommended  generally  removes  the  moll  difagrceable 
fymptoms  without  any  other  application,  yet  proper  mea- 
fures  may  be  taken  to  prevent  the  rapidity  of  the  malady, 
before  it  may  be  convenient  to  obtain  that  remedy  ; and  as 
private  intereft  ought  always  in  fome  degree  to  give  way 
to  general  utility,  it  is  the  Proprietor’s  wifh  to  put  cyery 
patient  to  as  little  cxpence  as  poffiblc,  by  giving  him  every 
information  that  may  haflen  a cure. 

And  hrft  it  will  be  necelTary  to  caution  the  reader  againfl; 
applying  flyptic  injeftions  to  check  the  running  ; for  if 
the  difeharge  be  imprudently  ftopped  before  the  infc£lion 
be  carried  off  by  medicines,  which  cleanfc  the  parts  and 
evacuate  the  poifon,  a confirmed  cafe  will  be  the  confe- 
quence. 

“ It  is  hut  fair  to  acknowledge  (fays  an  eminent  writer) 
that  where  there  is  virulence  in  a gonorrhcca,  our  art  can- 
not cure  it  fpeedily  and  ejfccliially  at  the  fame  time.  There- 
fore the  patient  ought  not  to  expefl:,  nor  the  phylician  to 
promife  it.” — There  is  danger  of  the  diforder  being  carried 
info  the  habit  by  every  thing  which  flops  the  difeharge 
before  the  infeftioh  be  removed;  and  this  floppage  may 
be-  occafioned  by  violent  cxcrcife  of  any  kind,  hard  labour, 
ftrong  purging,  catching  cold,  or  a fever  fit,  while  \mder 
a courfc  of  phyfic.

To  expedite  the  cure  is  to  allay  the  inflammation,  ap- 
peale  the  heat  of  urine,  foften  the  juices,  and  lubricate  the 
paffage  of  the  urethra.  For  this  purpofe  as  foon  as  a perfon 
has  reafon  to  fufpeft  himfelf  infefted,  and  has  not  conve- 
nience to  apply  for  advice  or  proper  remedies,  he  fhould 
flriftly  obferve  a cooling  regimen,  avoid  all  high  fcafoned 
or  falted  provifions;  he  fliould  drink  plentifully  of  barley- 
■vvater,  milk  and  water,  whey,  linfeed  tea,  &c.  take  care 
of  cold,  beware  of  venereal  enjoyments,  and  avoid  all 
violent  exercife.  He  flrould  keep  his  body  gently  open, 
but  by  all  means  avoid  ftrong  draftic  purges.  A little 
cream  of  tartar  will  fometimes  anfwer  the  purpofe ; or  he 
may  fend  to  an  apothecary  for  the  following  : 

Take  Lenitive  EleSlnary,  one  ounce 

Jalap  and  Rhubarb,  of  each  two  fcruples 

Nitre,  four  fcruples 

Simple  Syrup,  q.  f.  for  an  elefluary. 

Of  this  he  may  take  about  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  once, 
twice,  or  thrice  a day,  as  he  finds  it  neceffary  to  keep  his 
body  laxative.  By  thefe  means  he  will  be  better  prepared 
for  the  operation  of  proper  remedies. 

On  the  firfl;  lymptoms  of  inflammation,  he  fhould  get 
milk  and  water  of  a moderate  warmth,  in  a half  pint  or 
pint  ftone  vefTel,  and  foak  the  penis  well  in  it  two  or  three 
times  a day,  efpecially  at  night ; and  after  each  foaking  if 
he  perceives  any'  particular  inflammation,  lie  fhould  there 
' apply  a little  elder  ointment,  which  he  may  get  at  any 
druggifl’s  or  apothecary’s.  It  will  alfo  be  of  infinite  fcrvicc 
if  a little  milk  and  water  or  linfeed  tea  be  injefled  up  the 
urethra  (or  urinary  paffage)  at  the  fame  time. 

If  this  method  be  obferved  on  the  firfl  appearance  of  anv 
inflammatory  fymptom,  it  will  greatly  Icffcn  the  virulence 

of 
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of  tlie  complaint,  and  confcquently  render  a cure  rnore 
eafily  to  be  obtained. 

Thofe  whofe  fuuations  will  not  permit  them  to  get  milk, 
mult  ufe  water  only,  but  it  mull  be  warm. — Femai.es 
Ihould  get  a fpongc,  and  bathe  and  foment  the  part  well. 

It  fometimes  happens  that  the  fharpnefs  of  urine  is  very 
great,  and  the  patient  wifhes  for  fomething  to  alleviate  it 
fpeedily  : In  this  cafe 

Take  Gum  Arabic  one  ounce 
Sal  Pi  unella  half  an  ounce. 

DllTolve  this  in  three  pints  of  barley  water,  and  drink  it  in 
the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours,  fo  long  as  the  fcalding 
continues  ; or  if  an  eleftuary  fhould  be  preferred, 

Take  Lenitive  Electuary  one  ounce  and  a half 
Purified  Nitre  powdered,  half  an  ounce 
Compound  Powder  of  Tragacanth  one  ounce  and  a half 
Sj-rup  of  Marlhmallows,  q.  f.  for  an  electuary. 

Of  this  take  the  fize  of  a large  nutmeg  at  ten  and  four' 
o’clock  every  day,  and  drink  plentifully  of  barley  water, 
milk  and  water,  marlhmallow  or  linfeed  tea;  any  of  which- 
will  tend  to  dilTolve  the  falts  of  the  urine,  cool  its  burning 
quality,  and  thereby  remove  that  painful  fenfation. 

Should  thefe  not  be  found  fufHcicnt  to  anfwer  the  inten- 
tion, the  following  fomentation  will  be  proper,  cfpecially 
if  the  patient  is  troubled  with  a chordee  : 

Take  Elder  and  Chamomile  Flowers,  of  each  half  an  ounce 
Mardimallow  Leaves  a handful 
Linleed  half  an  ounce. 

Boll  thefe  ingredients  in  three  pints  of  water  till  reduced 
to  a quart,  then  drain  it  off  and  foment  the  part  well  with 
it  two  or  three  times  a day. 

In  cafe  of  flranguaiy, 
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Take  Gum  Arab.  Powder 

Crem.  Tart,  of  each  equal  parts. 

Mix  them  and  take  a tea-fpoon  full  two  or  three  time*  a 
day  in  a little  water. 

During  the  continuance  of  any  of  the  above  fymptomsj 
the  patient  Ihould  be  careful  to  avoid  every  thing  that  may 
incrcafcthe  inflammation,  as  riding,  over  walking,  eating 
or  drinking  any  thing  high-feafoned  or  fpirituous. 

In  all  flagqs  and  in  every  fymptom,  clcanlinefs  of  the 
parts  is  to  he  particularly  obferved;  and  in  cafe  of  Phy- 
mofis,  a fyringe  mufl  be  introduced  between  the  foreikin 
and  nut,  fo  as  frequently  to  injeft  a little  milk  and  water. 

The  patient  fliould  be.patticularly  careful  againft  flop- 
ping fo^.eviacuate  urine  in  the  open  air',  for  although  this 
is  apparently  of  little  fignlfication,  it  is  not, uncommon  for 
the  cold  air  to  occafion  a fudden  check  to  the  running,  and 
a bubo  or  fwelled  teflicle  to  be  the  confequence, 

By  all  means  avoid  all  fuch  remedies  as  are  promifed  ts 
flop  the  limning  immediatly.  It  is  ufual  with  many  prac- 
titioners to  apply  aftringent  Injeftions;  but  whenever  the 
difeharge  is  unfcafonably  reflrained,  and  the  virulent  mat- 
ter thereby  blocked  up,  before  the  infeftion  is  totally  car- 
ried off  by  medicines  that  cleanfe  the  parts  and  evacuate 
the  poifon,  a confirmed  lues  will  certainly  be  the  confe- 
quence ; for  reafon  alone  fufficiently  points  out,  that  if  hu- 
mours flow  to  any  jrarticular  part  and  find  no  paffage  for 
their  running  off,  they  mufl  fwell  the  parts  more ; there- 
fore flopping  fluxes  ought  to  be  one  of  the  lafl  intentions 
put  in  execution,  and  a venereal  gonorrhoea  ought  never 
to  be  flopped  till  proper  revulfions  are  made  and  correc- 
tives have  preceded;  then,  and  then  only  corroborants  majr 
be  appplied. 
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A celebrated  writer  on  this  fubjc£l  defines  the  venereal 
virus  to  be  “ an  extremely  fine,  volatile,  falme  fluid,  fub- 
tilc,  attraftive,  corrolive,  and  very  penetrating.”  No  one 
perhaps,  will  queftion  the  truth  of  this  definition.  Now 
it  may  eafily  be  conceived  how  readily  a fluid  of  this 
nature  is  abforbed  through  the  pores  of  fuch  a foft  and 
lenhble  part  as  the  penis,  during  the  local  ho„at  in  the  aft 
of  coition.  It  is  natural  to  fuppofe  that  as  the  heat  abates, 
die  pores  gradually  clofe,  and  by  that  means  Ihut  up  this 
infeftious  fluid.  The  human  body  being  fo  framed  as  to 
have  a general  tendency  to  throw  off  whatever  is  injurious 
to  health,  it  is  the  duty  of  a medical  praftitioner  to  obferve 
which  way  Nature  points,  and  to  ajfijt  inffead  of  counter- 
aElitig  her  intentions. 

It  may,  therefore,  juftly  be  afked,  whether  it  be  prudent 
to  interrupt  the  progrefs  of  Nature  in  her  intentions  of  the 
virulent  gonorrhoea  ?_If  before  the  heat  in  coUu  be  totally 
abated,  and  the  pores  clofed,  a proper  detergent  was  made 
ule  or  experience  proves  that  infeftion  might  be  pre- 

vented;  but  after  the  virus  has  been  abforbed,  and  Nature 

has  fhewn  which  way  Ihe  wifhes  to  free  herfelf,  it  is  cer 
amly  wrong  to  counteraft  her.  This  is  further  confirmed 
by  confidering  that  in  the  fpecies  of  infeftion  where  there 
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treatment,  which  can  only  be  flopt  by  an  aflringcnt  in- 
jeftion. 

An  attention  to  thefc  particulars  in  order  to  abate  or 
lelTen  the  local  fymptoms,  and  at  the  fame  time  taking 
regularly  the  Parifian  Vegetable  Syrup,  in  order  to  era- 
dicate the  infeftion,  will,  if  taken  at  an  early  period, 
generally  put  a check  to  the  difeafe  in  this  ftage ; but  it 
commonly  happens  to  patients  rvho  have  been  repeatedly 
infefted  with  this  diforder,  that  a gleet  w'ill  remain  even 
after  the  moll  proper  treatment : It  is  therefore  of  the  ut- 
mofl  confequence  for  the  patient  to  be  alfured  of  the 
venereal  virus  being  eradicated.  For  this  purpofe  the 
following  are  recommended  as  the  moll  certain  methods  : 
When  the  matter  of  the  running  is  foft  and  well  di- 
getled  ; when  the  inflammation,  fmart  of  urine,  and  Ihoot- 
ing  pains  are  entirely  fubdued ; when  the  penis  is  fo  free 
from  all  pain  that  it  will  bear  to  be  fqueezed,  handled,  or 
the  glans  griped,  without  any  complaint  of  forenefs,  more 
than  is  ufual  from  roughly  handling  that  member ; when 
the  patient  is  free  from  involuntary  ereftions,  and  the 
matter  is  tenacious  and  ropy ; and  above  all,  if  there  are 
the  appearance  of  little  threads  of  matter  refembling  ver- 
micelli floating  in  the  urine  as  foon  as  made,  or  the  ftains 
on  the  linen  become  of  fmall  extent,  not  bigger  than  a 
pea,  the  gleet  may  fafely  be  fapprclfed  by  a mild  injec- 
tion. 

Of  the  Second^  or  Chancre  Stage. 

If  the  diforder  be  what  is  termed  a virulent  gonorrhoja 
irot  venereal,  it  will  moll  affurccUy  be  carried  off  by  the 
niocle  of  treatment  already  preferibed,  without  any  further 
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fymptoms  arlfmg ; but  if  it  be  a gonorrhce.i,  it  will 

fometimes  happen,  that  after  an  increafing  indam matury 
fliate  of  fomc  days,  fecondary  fymptoms  will  appear.  . 

It  will  be  urged  that  a chancre  is  frequently  the  JirJl  to- 
ken to  a patient  of  his  having  rcceiv'ed  the  infection,  and  in 
that  cafe,  cannot  be  called  the  fecond  flagc.  This  mufl  be 
granted;  but  it  is  here  called  the  fecond  ft"age,  becaufe,  it 
is  in  general  preceded  by  an  inflammation  and  difeharge. 
It  is  likewife  a criterion  whereby  to  determine  the  difeaie 
to  be  venereal,  and  to  judge  of  the  propriet}'  and  necefTity 
of  adminiftering  mercury,  which  can  never  fafely  be  done 
if  there  are  none  of  the  fecondary  fymptoms. 

It  will  be  proper,  however,  before  entering  into  the 
particulars  of  this  ftage,  to  obferve,  that  during  a courfe  of 
the  Vegetable  Syrup,  the  ufe  of  mercuiy  is  not  deemed 
necejfary  ; but  as  this  Treatife  is  written  for  general  ufe,  and 
will  therefore  probably  fall  into  the  hands  of  many  who 
may,  either  not  have  the  opportunity  of  procuring  the 
Syrup,  or  elfe  be  p repo  {felled  in  favour  of  the  fpecific 
quality  of  mercury,  this  work  would  not  have  been 
thought  fufficiently  perfea  and  ufeful,  unlefs  fuch  perfons 
were  inftruaed  hozu  and  zuhai  to  apply  that  remedy  with 
propriety  and  fafety. 

SYMPTOMS  and  I N STRUCTI ON S.— CWm 

appear  at  firfl  like  a little  cryfipclatous  inflammation,  with 
itching.  Theyrcfemblc  the  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  com- 
monly known  by  the  name  of  cankers,  and  though  they 
may  appear  on  any  part  of  the  body,  arc  moftly  on  or  near 
the  pubes . There  arife  from  tlic  inflammation  little  red 
pimples,  hllcd  with  a tranfparcnt  fluid,  fometimes  becom- 
ing white,  upon  thefe  breaking,  fmall  fpreading  fhubborn 
ulcers'. arc  formed,  wlrich  arc  painful,  inflamed,  lore,  ,\nd 
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unequal  at  the  bottom,  with  hard  afli  coloured  edges, 
covered  witli  whitifh  floughs.  Chancres  denote  the  vene- 
real infeftion  to  be  very  virulent,  efpecially  if  they 
appear  witliin  a few  days  after  coition. 

Chancres,  as  well  as  ulcers  of  all  kinds,  flrould  be  kept 
clean  by  wafhing  frequently  in  milk  and  water.  If  the 
difeharge  from  the  urethra  be  little  or  none,  thefe  fliould 
not  be  healed  up  too  haftily  ; but  if  they  remain  obilinate 
and  the  edges  become  callous,  fprinkle  a little  red  precipi- 
tate thereon  after  waflring,  and  apply  alittle  dry  lint. 

ChryJiaLlines  are  fmall  thin  bladders,  filled  with  a clear 
tranfparent  liquor,  and  are  lodged  on  the  prepuce.  The 
fluid  being  let  out,  they  are  feldom  attended  with  any  dil- 
agreeable  confequences. 

Bubo. — This  fymptom  will  arlfe  in  every  flage  of  the 
diforder.  They  feldom  happen  any  where  but  in  the  groin  ; 
yet  circumftances  have  been  known  of  their  arifing  in  the 
' arm  pits.  They  generally  tend  very  flowly  to  fuppuration  ; 
it  is  therefore  the  beft  method  to  endeavour  at  difperfing 
them,  which  may  cafdy  be  done  if  taken  at  the  beginning, 
and  before  they  are  attended  with  great  heat,  pain,  and 
pulfation.  For  this  purpofe,  befides  taking  the  Vegetable 
Syrup  regular,  the  firfh  or  fecond  evening  after  their  ap- 
pearance, the  patient  fliould  take  a fmart  vomit:  The  fol- 
lowing, perhaps,  is  the  bell  adapted  for  this  occafion ; 

Take  Powder  of  Ipccacuhana  one  fcruple 
Emetic  Tartar  one  grain. 

Mix  it  up  in  a tea-cup  of  w.ater,  and  work  it  off  with  a 
fmall  quantity  of  warm  water  or  chamomile  tea. 

If  one  vomit  has  not  the  clFcft,  it  may  be  repeated  in 
two  days. 

The  patient  fhould  obferve  a very  fpare  and  cooling  diet 

during 
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during  the  difperfion  of  a bubo.  But  if,  notwithftanding 
the  above  efforts,  Nature  particularly  points  out  a fuppura- 
tion  (which  may  be  known  by  the  tumour’s  incrcafing,  and 
by  the  great  heat,  redncfs,  pain,  and  pulfation)  the  I'ooncr 
that  ftate  is  compleated  the  more  pcrfeft  and  fatisfaftory 
will  be  the  cure.  For  this  purpofe  the  treatment  mufl.  be 
diametrically  oppoflte  to  that  for  promoting  a difperfion. 
Bleeding  and  purging  muff,  therefore,  in  this  cafe  be  for- 
born,  the  V egetable  Syrup  be  difeontinued  till  the  time 
hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  fuppuration  be  promoted  by- 
good  living.  The  common  bread  and  milk  poultice,  foft- 
ened  with  oil  or  frcfl-i  butter,  fhould  be  applied  to  the  part, 
and  renewed  two  or  three  times  a day.  If  this  cannot  be 
conveniently  done,  a foft  plaifler  with  galbanum  will  for- 
ward it.  When  ripe,  they  will  generally  break  of  them- 
felves;  if  not,  take  a lancet  or  a very  flrarp  knife,  and  open 
the  tumour  in  the  moft  depending  part,  to  let  the  matter  out ; 
then  put  a piece  of  dry  lint  into  the  orifice  to  keep  it  open 
and  a warm  poultice  over  all  for  the  firff:  two  or  three  days. 
Then  begin  the  Vegetable  Syrup  again,  and  apply  to  the 
wound  a plaiftcr  of  digeftive  ointment  (yellow  bafilicon); 
but  if  the  edges  become  callous  or  hard,  or  what  is  called 
proud  JleJh  arifes,  mix  a little  red  precipitate  with  the  bafi- 
licon until  thefe  appearances  are  removed ; when  dry  lint 
alone,  applied  to  the  abfeefs,  will  complete  a cure. — If 
the  patient  approves  the  ufe  of  mercury,  let  him  here  take 
it  as  3n  alterative,  in  very  fmall  portions. 

Swelled  Tejlicles. — ^Fhis  fymptom  arifes  either  in  the  firfl 
or  fecond  ftage,  particularly  when  the  running  is  unfeafon- 
ably  checked,  by  cold,  hard  drinking,  flrong  violent  purges, 
\iolent  exercife,  or  the  too  early  ufe  of  alfringcnts ; and 
njoll  certainly  by  bathing  in  cold  water  in  the  firfl  or  fccond 
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ftageof  a gdnorrliCKa. — Bleed  in  the  arm  Immediately,  and 
the  fame  cv'ening  take  the  vomit  preferibed  for  a bubo. 
The  next  morning  take  a purge  either  of  Glauber’s  falts,  or 
a decoftion  of  fenna  and  tamarinds;  and  if  the  fymptoms 
be  violent  and  the  pain  great,  repeat  the  above  operations 
after  one  day’s  reft.  In  the  mean  time,  the  tefticles  muft 
be  fomented  three  or  four  times  a day  with  a ftrong  decoc- 
tion of  chamomile  flowers;  after  which  a piece  of  flannel 
foulded  double,  and  well  moiftened  with  the  deco£lion  made 
pretty  warm,  muft  be  applied,  and  the  tefticle  fupported  by 
a bag  trufs,  or  by  a cloth  or  handkerchief,  which  may  eaflly 
be  contrived  fo  as  to  prevent  the  weight  of  the  tefticle  hav- 
ing any  effeft. — The  Vegetable  Syimp  is  to  be  taken  very 
regular,  in  full  dofes,  during  the  continuance  of  the  above 
fcfymptom. 

Phyynofis  and  P araphymofis  in  this  ftage  too  commonly 
conceal  ulcers,  therefore  ought  to  be  kept  perfeftly  clean 
with  a fyringe  ; and  in  fome  cafes  it  is  neceiTary  to  have 
the  glans  fet  at  liberly  by  an  inciflon. 

In  all  the  above  cafes,  a ftrift  and  regular  attention  to 
adminiftering  the  V egetable  Syrup  is  to  be  obferved,  either 
with  or  without  the  additional  remedies  above  recom- 
mended. 

But  if  by  negleft,  improper  treatment,  the  virulence  of 
the  infeftion,  or  from  any  other  caufe,  the  diforder  is  not 
lloppcd,  a confirmed  lues  enfuee,  when  the  virus  being 
a6lually  received  into  the  blood,  mixes  with  the  feveral 
fecretions,  and  circulating  through  every  part,  taints  the 
whole  habit. 
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Of  the  Third,  or  Conjirmcd  Stage. 

If  a perfon  having  received  the  infeftion,  attended  with 
its  local  fymptoms,  be  properly  cured,  the  complaint 
never  returns  without  a frefh  infcftion ; but  if  through 
negligence  of  the  patient,  or  improper  treatment  in  the 
praflitioner,  the  difordcr  is  not  happily  ended  in  its  local 
ftage,  inftead  of  a gonorrhoea,  a lues  venerea  is  the  con- 
fcquence ; and  the  diforder  returns  perhaps  a long  time 
after,  with  an  aggravation  of  fome  or  all  its  former  fymp- 
toms, and  a numerous  tribe  of  additional  ones. 

The  hgns  of  a confirmed  lues  are  pains  in  the  head  and 
joints,  ^vhich  are  particularly  troublefome  in  the  night, 
and  when  the  patient  is  warm  in  bed  ; fcabs  and  feurfy 
eruptions  in  various  parts,  particularly  about  the  mouth, 
upon  the  forehead  and  temples,  behind  the  ears  and 
fpreading  upon  the  head,  of  a yellowifh  colour,  refemb- 
ling  a honey-comb  ; by  degrees  thefe  fpread  over  other 
parts  of  the  body,  and  in  time  the  puftules  are  covered 
with  board  crufty  fcabs,  that  dcllroy  the  roots  of  the  hair, 
and  baldnefs  is  the  confequcnce.  When  thefe  eruptions 
fcale  off  they  leave  a mark  behind  nearly  of  a chocolate 
colour.  Corroding  ulcers  are  fometimes  formed,  which 
beginning  about  the  throat  gradually  creep  by  the  palate 
towards  the  cartilage  of  the  nofe,  which  they  deftroy  ; the 
' gums  become  ulcerated,  the  breath  ofFenfive,  and  the 
whole  fauces  painful  and  inflamed.  Thefe  ulcers  fometimes 
form  a paffage  from  the  mouth  to  the  nofe. 

Venereal  ulcers  happen  upon  the  palms  of  the  hands, 
foies  of  the  feet,  behind  the  ears,  in  the  in  fide  of  the  lips, 
or  about  the  anus,  which  arc  attended  with  great  forenefs 
and  pain,  and  a thin  matter  oozes  from  them.

If  the  venereal  matter  falls  on  the  cars,  it  occafions  a 
finging  noife,  pain,  thicknefs  of  hearing,  and  fometimes 
total  deafnefs,  whilll  the  internal  fubfliance  of  the  ears 
becomes  ulcerated,  and  a caries  of  the  bones  follows. 

If  it  falls  on  the  eyes,  the  eye-lids  are  rough,  the  eyes 
aflFefted  with  pain,  itching,  and  inflammation,  dimnefs  of 
fight,  fometimes  total  blindnefs,  and  a difeharge  of  a fharp 
watery  humour. 

Sometimes  excrefcences  arlfe  in  the  middle  of  bones; 
their  fpongy  ends  become  brittle  and  eafily  break,  or  they 
are  foft  and  bend  like  wax.  Hard  moveable  tumours,  like 
the  King’s  Evil,  are  formed  in  the  neck,  arm-pits,  groin, 
&c.  and  fometimes  the  periofteum  fwelling,  becomes  hard, 
and  forms  thofe  tumours  called  nodes. 

N 0 Bur nal  pains — that  is,  acute  pains  in  the  arms,  fliins, 
joints,  and  particularly  in  the  head,  which  come  on  while 
in  bed,  and  go  off  towards  the  morning,  generally  torment 
the  patient  in  this  ftage  of  the  difeafe.  Though  fome  of 
thefe  are  fuperficial,  yet  often  they  are  deep  fixed,  and 
greatly  refemble  gouty  and  rheumatic  pains. 

Chancres. — Thefe  are  a fymptom  in  the  firll  ftage ; but 
in  the  confirmed  ftatc  they  are  generally  more  callous,  are 
hsi  clufters,  and  commonly  attended  with  ulcers  in  the 
throat,  nofturnal  pains,  &c. 

Buboes. — If  thefe  arife  any  length  of  time  after  the  in- 
fe£lion,  and  are  accompanied  by  a fore  throat,  venereal 
ulcers,  &c.  they  may  be  deemed  a fure  fign  of  a confirmed 
cafe. 

There  arc  fymptoms  peculiar  to  the  fair  fex,  as  an  over- 
flowing or  a fupprcfTion  of  the  menfes,  the  whites,  feirrhus 
or  cancer  of  the  breafts,  hyftcric  afffcftions;  inflammation', 
abfeefs,  feirrhus,  gangrene,  ulcer,  or  cancer  of  the  womb  ; 

they 
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they  are  frequently  barren  or  ,fubjeft  to  abortion ; or  if 
they  bring  children  into  the  world,  they  are,  perhaps, 
half  rotten. 

It  is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that  all  thefe  fymptoms  arc  al- 
ways to  be  met  with  at  the  Jame  time,  or  in  the  fame 
patient,  in  either  ftage ; but  fo  many  being  defcribcd,  a 
perfon  may  be  enabled  to  judge  from  the  different  ap- 
pearances this  difordcr  puts  on,  whether  there  are  not  jufb 
grounds  to  fuppofe  the  complaint  to  be  venereal. 

' To  the  aforementioned  fymptomatical  catalogue,  dread- 
ful as  it  is,  might  be  added  many  others,  for  this  direful 
malady  frequently  puts  on  the  appearance  of  other  difor- 
ders,  and  hence  many  unfortunate  perfons  labour  for 
years  under  afiliftions  originating  from  a venereal  caufe, 
miftaking  them  for  gout  or  rheumatic  pains ; alfo  palfies, 
convulfions,  allhmas,  &c.  may  all  arife  from  a venereal 
taint,  for  there  is  fcarcely  any  diflemper  that  has  put  on 
^ fo  many  different  fhapes,  or  been  attended  with  fuch  a 
variety  of  fymptoms ; and  if  proper  relief  be  not  timely 
obtained,  the  vital  as  well  as  natural  and  animal  funftions 
are  depraved  ; the  body  becomes  emaciated  and  unfit  for 
motion ; and  the  unfortunate  viftim  awaits  with  impa- 
tience the  kind  meff'enger  of  death,  to  put  a period  to  his 
miferable  exiftcnce.  / 

“ It  is  not  uncommon  to  obferve  Rhcumatifms  in  this 
country,  which  are  the  cffefls  of  venereal  exceffes.  The 
unreffrained  licentioufnefs  of  both  fexes,  expofes  them  to 
the  moft  cruel  complaints:  A flight  taint  of  venereal  in- 
feflion  is  not  fo  eafily  removed  as  the  generality  of  thofc 
who  have  been  infefted  imagine.  The  fimplc  difappear- 
ance  of  the  difeafe  is  not  a cure,  nor  though  he  has  felt 
no  fymptoms  for  a courfe  of  years,  the  man  who  has  once 

unfoK-

unfortunately  contrafted  it,  ought  not  to  congratulate 
himfelf  .upon  a perpetual  exemption.  The  lymph  once 
corrupted  continues  fo  without  producing  any  ill  effefts 
for  years.  But  at  length  the  evil  becomes  fo  extended  as 
to  produce  the  mofl  affli£ling  complaints  ; in  the  ftage  of 
advanced  life,  fee  a man  looking  back  on  the  tranfaftions 
of  his  pad  days,  and  congratulating  himfelf  upon  having 
cfcaped  all  the  evil  confcquences  of  illicit  amours,  but  a 
flight  gonorrheea,  which  he  recollcfts  gave  him  but  little 
trouble,  and  was  loon  cured.  But  though  after  fo  long 
intermilTion,  he  fhall  not  efcape  the  puniflrment  due  to 
the  contempt  of  facred  infhitutions,  and  the  injured  rights 
of  fociety.  Pains  gradually  confume  his  frame,  and  that 
flage  of  life  which  brings  no  pleafure  with  it,  is  embittered 
with  accumulated  evils,  and  confumed  in  unceafing,  yet 
fruitlefs  regrets. 

“ The  lymph  once  infefted  by  the  venereal  virus,  has 
never  been  found  to  clear  itfclf  therefrom  by  the  aid  of 
Nature  alone;  on  the  contrary,  the  infeftion  gradually 
expands  itfelf  over  the  frame,  corrupts  the  fluids,  and 
undermines  all  the  fprings  of  life.  The  lymph  at  length 
acquires  a vifeid  and  acrimonious  nature,  ceafes  to  circu- 
late, corrodes  its  velTels,  deforms  with  nodes,  and  pro- 
vokes with  corroding  pangs  the  part  whereon  it  may 
happen  to  fettle.  Happily  for  wretched  mortals  there  are 
means  for  relief.  Heaven,  when  it  permitted  the  vene- 
real infeftion  to  exert  its  ravage  over  the  globe,  of  its 
abundant  mercy  gave  us  the  - means  of  cure.  But  the 
ftrength  of  the  conftitution  fhould  be  llriftly  attended  to 
on  undertaking  the  cure.  Mild  and  gradual  means  arc 
moft  fucccfsful.  Rough  and  hafly  mcafures  can  hardly  be 
attended  with  fuccefs,  or  followed  without  danger.  The 
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tone  of  the  folids  already  decayed,  will  not  admit  of 
powerful  exertions.”— EJay  on  the  Rheumatifm. 

One  particular  confequence,  either  ongnatmg  in  this 
dilcafe,  or  from  the  general  mode  of  tieatment  it  meets 
with,  is,  that  when  a patient  has  been  any  length  of  time 
afflifted,  he  is  feldom  fatisfied  whether  he  has  received  a 
radical  cure,  and  is  apt  to  imagine  that  every  pain,  or  every 
pimple  arifing  upon  the  fkin,  is  a proof  of  the  dilorder  not 
being  eradicated ; the  following,  therefore,  will  doubtlefs 
be  highly  acceptable  to  fuch  perfons : 

Proper  inflruBions  to  perfons  doubtful,  refpeEling  the  true  dif- 
ference between  venereal  fymptoms,  and  thofe  often  mifaken 
for  them. 

This  is  the  moft  important  article  that  can  be  recom- 
mended to  the  attention  of  any  perfon  who  has  ever  been 
infefted  with  this  difeafe  ; for  it  commonly  leaves  fuch  a 
deprelTion  upon  the  fpirits,  particularly  where  large  quan- 
tities of  mercury  have  been  adminillered,  that  the  patient 
is  either  driven  to  defpair,  or  forced  into  the  hands  of 
ignorant  pretenders,  who  put  him  under  treatment  for  a 
complaint,  of  which,  probably  he  had  not  the  lead  fymp- 
tom. 

All  eruptive  diforders  of  the  fkin,  if  they  happen  with- 
out manifeft  caufe,  and  obflinatcly  elude  the  force  of  me- 
dicine, are  figns  of  a venereal  taint;  but  mud  be  diftin- 
^liflicd  from  diforders  of  the  fkin,  which  are  critical,  and 
not  venereal;  or  from  yellow  or  livid  fcorbutic  fpots, 
which  abound  mod  where  other  marks  of  confirmed  feurvy 
appear. 

Ulcers  of  the  throat,  nofc,  palate,  and  gums,  with 
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roUennelsof  the  bones  contiguous,  arc  often  obferved  in  an 
inveterate  pox  ; but  to  dihinguifh  thefe  it  muft  be  remark- 
ed, that  venereal  ulcers  firft  attack  the  tonfil  glands  and 
throat,  then  the  gums,  but  more  rarely  and  flow.  Wliilft, 
on  the  contrary,  fcorbutic  ulcers  firft  attack  the  gums,  and 
afterwards  the  throat. 

Venereal  ulcers  frequently  feize  the  nofe,  with  a rotten- 
nefs  oi  the  fubjacent  bones;  but  fcorbutic  ulcers  fcldom 
if  ever. 

Venereal,  ulcers  corrode  and  form  cavities;  fcorbutic 
ones  Ihoot  out  fpungy  excrefcences,  or  proud  flefh. 

Venereal  pains  are  generally  increafed  by  the  heat  of  the 
bed;  whilfh  thofe  of  the  feurvy,  gout,  and  rheumatifm, 
are  eafed  thereby. 

Venereal  pains  are  chiefly  confined  to  the  folid  or  middle 
part  of  the  bones  of  the  legs  and  arms ; fcorbutic  ones  to 
the  joints  and  membraneous  parts  of  the  body. 

Venereal  pains  will  not  yield  to  common  medicines,  but 
others  are  removed  by  flannel,  or  warm  weather. 

If  a deep  feated  violent  pain  has  occupied  the  fame  part 
for  a confiderable  time,  obftinately  refifting  all  remedies; 
or,  if  the  patient  has  been  feized  with  a chillnefs  for  feve- 
ral  evenings  together,  fucceeded  by  a feverifh  heat,  and 
fweats  towards  the  morning,  they  are  figns  of  a latent  pox. 

If  after  chancres  fuddenly  dried  up,  a bubo  repelled,  or 
gonorrhoea  reftrained,  by  art  or  accident,  the  fame  com- 
plaints break  out  again,  without  frcfli  caufc,  then  it  is. 
evident  the  patient  is  poxed. 

Buboes,  warts,  chancres,  or  excrefcences,  after  an  ap- 
parent cure,  without  intimacy  with  a fulpefted  perfon, 
arc  certain  figns’ of  the  ftrongcfl;  infc6lion. 

There  are  certain  fymptoms  peculiar  to  Women  in  the- 
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venereal  clifeafe,  as  a rupprcnioa  or  overllowing  of  the 
mcnfes  ; fcirrhus  or  cancer  of  the  breaft;  hyflcrical  affec- 
tions; inflammation,  fcirrhus,  ulcer  or  cancer  of  the  womb; 
tliey  arc  frequently  barren,  or  fubjeft  to  abortion ; or  if 
they  bring  children  into  the  world,  they  are  ftrumous, 
ricketty,  heftical,  and  emaciated,  or  perhaps  half  rotten. 

But  it  is  of  the  utmofh  corifequence  for  them  to  diffin- 
guifli  a frefh  venereal  from  the  lluor  albus,  or  whites; 
for  as  the  fomer  is  malignant  and  inflammatory,  and  the 
other  commonly  arifes  from  weaknefs  and  relaxation,  the 
remedies  are  direftly  contrary. 

In  the  fluor  albus  the  difeharge  proceeds  from  the  va- 
gina and  the  cavity  of  the  womb,  the  menfes  being  feldom 
regular.  But  in  the  gonorrhoea  it  proceeds  from  parts  con- 
tiguous to  the  urinary  paffage,  and  continues  whilft  the 
menfes  flow. 

In  the  fluor  albus  the  difeharge  is  attended  with  pains 
in  the  loins  and  lofs  of  ftrength,  with  feldom  any  inflam- 
mation or  heat  of  urine,  except  after  a long  continuance 
of  the  difeharge,  which  becoming  fharp,  excoriates  the 
furroundirig  parts.  But  in  the  gonorrhoea,  the  difeharge 
IS  preceded  by  inflammation,  itching,  and  heat  of  urine; 
there  is  a frequent  irritation  to  make  water,  and  the  orifice 
of  the  urinary  paffage  becomes  prominent  and  painful. 

In  the  fluor  tlie  difeharge  comes  on  more  gentle,  and 
may  be  produced  from  a variety  of  caufes,  as  fprains,  fre- 
quent abortion,  long  illncfs,  or  irregularity  of  the  menfes  : 
but  in  the  gonorrhoea  it  often  appears  fuddenly  without 
any  evident  caufe. 

Lafliy,  The  colour  of  the  difeharge  in  bad  habits  of 
body,  io  fometimes  the  fame,  viz.  yellow  or  grecnifii ; but 
is  ufuallymorc  offcnfivc  and  greater  in  quantity:  Whilff  . 
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that  of  the  gonorrhoea  is  not  attended  with  thofc  fymptoms 
of  weaknefs,  as  well  as  fmall  in  quantity.  But  if  an  in- 
flammation or  chancre  happen  to  fix  upon  the  vagina 
uteri,  the  queftion  is  then  put  out  of  all  difputc,  and  the 
difeafe  may  fafely  be  pronounced  venereal. 

As  the  faculty  in  general  have  recourfc  to  mercurial 
preparations  in  this  complaint,  and  as  moll  of  the  compo- 
fitions  fold  under  different  titles  of  pills,  drops,  tinftures, 
&c.  have  mercury  for  their  bafis,  it  may  be  proper  to  fet 
forth  the  danger  and  inefficacy  of  that  dellruftive  mineral, 
when  improperly  adminillered. 

There  are  not  wanting  fufficient  authorities  araongfl  me- 
dical praflitioners,  both  ancient  and  modern,  to  prove  the 
inejicacy  of  mercury  in  the  cure  of  the  venereal  difeafe  ; 
and  even  thofe  who  are  bigotted  to  its  ufe,  as  the  only  fpe- 
cific  in  general  praflice,  afferting  it  to  be  a fafe  medicine 
in  the  hands  of  alkilful  praflitioner,  yet  mull  acknowledge 
that  when  applied  by  the  inexperienced,  it  is  always  dan- 
gerous, and  very  often  dellruflive. 

The  Greeks  fuppofed  this  fluid  to  be  corrofive  and  poi- 
fonous;  it  was  firll  introduced  into  medicine  by  the  Ara- 
bians externally  againll  various  cutaneous  maladies.  About 
the  end  of  the  13th  century  it  was  in  praftice  with  fome  of 
the  European  phyficians ; but  was  not  generally  ellabliffi- 
ed  till  the  beginning  of  the  16th  century,  when  it  began 
to  be  internally  ventured  on  in  venereal  and  fome 
other  difeafes. 

Quickfilver,  it  is  true,  hashc.cn  given  internally  in  ma- 
ny cafes,  without  prejudice,  even  to  a large  quantity;  but 
the  external  application  of  it  hatli  very  often  proved  inju- 
rious to  thofc  who  in  the  venereal  difeafe  have  made  the 
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unhappy  experiment.  A great  many  it  hath  proved  fud- 
dcnly  deftruftive  to  ; hatli  caufed  a tremor,  infenlibility, 
palfy;  perpetual  lamenefs  to  lomc,  toothers  an  ill  and  fre- 
quently incurable  habit  of  body. 

Fallopius  obferves,  that  if  the  diftemper  be  not  at  firll 
fubdued  by  mercury,  it  will  be  ufclefs  to  apply  that  reme- 
dy afterwards  ; and  he  gives  inftances  of  patients  who  had 
been  anointed,  and  nodes  ariling  on  the  fliin  bones  fomc 
years  after,  he  opened  them,  and  found  the  quickfilver 
in  their  pores. 

And  an  eminent  phyfician  of  our  own  times  obferves, 
that  if  mercurial  ointment  be  rubbed  upon  a chancre,  be- 
ginning bubo,  &c.  and  repeated  daily  three  or  four  times, 
it  will  remove  the  appearance  of  t he  difeale  from  the  party 
but  it  will  drive  it  into  the  conlbitution.  Alfo  that  in  a 
fcorbiitic  or  fcrophulous  habit,  tainted  with  the  venereal, 
if  a fmall  quantity  of  mercurial  ointment  be  rubbed  on  any 
part  of  the  body,  it  will  in  many  inftances  produce  a vio- 
lent falivation,  that  in  Ipite  of  all  forts  of  remedies  will  run 
on  for  fex'cral  weeks,  the  patient  reduced  in  ftrength,  and 
the  taint  ftill  remain,  though  the  falivation  has  been  lo 
inordinate. 

But  however  free  from  danger  the  ufe  of  quickfilver  may 
be,  foine  of  its  preparations  are  exceedingly  poifonous; 

but  above  all  (lays  Dr.  Allen)  the  corrojive  JubLimate. — 
Ibis,  like  raging  fire,  catches  and  deftroys  all  before  it.” 

Inftances  arc  given  by  ancient  writers,  of  perfons  fud- 
denJy  dropping  down  dead  on  the  adminiftration  of  mer- 
curial pills;  and  many  of  them  declare  mercury  to  be  apoi- 
on  ufed  in  any  form  whatever,  being  injurious  to  the 
nerves,  by  its  cold  ftupefaflivc  quality  inducing  tremors, 
palfitr„,  conv'ultions,  and  a tram  of  the  moft  baneful  nervous 
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fymptoms.  Tliefc  notions,  however,  would  now  be  deemed 
enthufiaftic  and  abfurd,  as  no  doubt  but  mercury  has  fre- 
quently been  adminifhered  to  advantage  ; yet  it  requires  a 
great  deal  of  (kill,  both  in  the  dilorder  and  the  preparation, 
to  render  it  fafe  and  produ£tive  of  good  effefts. 

It  is  no  uncommon  cafe  for  patients  under  very  eminent 
praftitioners,  to  be  pronounced  perfe£Uy  cured,  the  fymp- 
toms having  totally  difappeared,  and  yet  the  difeafe  will 
uncxpeftcdly  return  again,  perhaps  with  greater  rage  and 
violence  than  before.  This  generally  proceeds  from  wrong 
meafurcs  taken  at  firft;  for  there  is  a material  difference 
between  dejlroying  the  virus,  and  obliging  the  fymptoms 
to  difappear.  A few  dofes  of  calomel  mixed  with  the  com- 
mon purging  pill,  by  weakening  the  fpring  of  the  fibres, 
will  in  many  inflanccs  oblige  the  diforder  to  difappear  and 
retreat  into  the  habit ; but  the  virus  is  not  thereby  deflroy- 
cd;  it  only  lurks  in  the  blood,  and  muff  confcquently 
break  out  again  as  foon  as  the  folids  have  recovered  their 
former  tone  and  viffour. 

O 

A very  eminent  and  ingenious  praftitioner  a few  years 
back  publiflied  a pamphlet,  recommending  a falinc  prepa- 
ration of  mercury,  which  being  rubbed  with  a fuflicient 
quantitv  of  any’ mild  powdeiy  is  applied  to  thc'mouth  in 
fmall  portions,  where,  by  a proper  degree  of  friftion,  it  is 
abforbed  immediately’,  and  (he  obferves)  produces  its  full 
effefts  upon  the  fyftcm,  without  doing  injury’  to  the  ffomach 
or  bowels. — This,  however,  is  a horrid  method,  and  tho’ 
it  may  polTibly  be  found  in  fome  cafes  to  anfwcr  the  inten- 
tion, y'et  its  application  is  often  attended  with  difagrccablc 
effefts,  and  its  difadvantages  have  been  found  to  more  than 
counterbalance  its  advantages.  The  following  cafe,  will 
fufhcicntly  illuflratc  the  indcgancy  of  this  method: 
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A Gentleman  with  a recent  infeftion  was  apparently  ctireil  by  mer> 
curislsj  but  fome  time  after  he  vv-as  furprifed  by  the  appearance  of  a 
fmali  very  Ihibboi  n ulcer.  To  cure  this  he  applied  the  method  of 
abforption  juft  mentioned,  and  perfevered  in  it  till  his  teeth  became 
black  and  difagreeable,  his  breath  was  rendered  fo  ottenfive  that  no 
perfon  could  bear  to  come  within  lame  yards  of  him,  he  was  totally 
emaciated,  but  the  ulcer  was  not  removed,  and  his  injured  conftitution 
dearly  experienced  the  horrors  and  incfficacy  of  this  application.  He 
took  only  fix  bottles  of  the  medicine  recommended  in  the  f,  llowing 
pages  : at  the  end  of  the  tiiird  the  ulcer  was  healed,  and  at  the 
completion  of  the  fifth  his  conftitution  was  reftored  to  a degree  of 
aftonifhment. 

Allowing,  however,  for  a moment,  that  mercury  liath 
fufitcient  power  to  eradicate  the  venereal  virus,  )'et  there 
arc  two  fubdantial  icafons  for  forbearing  the  ufe  of  it,  where 
more  fafe  and  efficacious  remedies  maybe  had  recourfe  to. 

One  objeftion  to  the  ufe  of  mercury  is,  the  danger  to 
which  the  patient  isc.xpofcd  ffiould  he  happen  to  take  cold 
whiltt  under  a courfc  of  it.  Many  perfons  are  fo  negligent 
as  to  ufe  mercurials  without  taking  tlic  leaft  care  cither  to 
avoid  cold,  or  oblcrvc  a proper  regimen  ; the  confcqucnce 
of  fuel)  conduft  muft  be  obvious.  The  metropolis  pro- 
duces daily  too  many  inftanccs  of  the  propriety  of  this  ob- 
jcflion  . perfons  vend  their  diabolical  compolitions  under 
various  names,  pretending  that  they  may  betaken  without 
any  confinement  or  rellriaion,  being  free  from  every  dan- 
gerous  quality ; when  tlic  faft  is,  they  are  “ mere  vehicles 
of  conollvc  lubhmate,”  and  if  the  unfortunate  perfons  who 
get  into  their  clutches  by  any  accident  take  cold,  they  foon 
fficl,  and  pe-rhaps ffiavc  rcafon  never  to  forget,  the  fatal 
cirefts  thereof.  . A judicious  praaitioncr  will  adminiaer 
ra<4icurials  with  the  utmoft  caution ; and  give  his  patient 
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particular  direftions  to  avoid  fuch  danger,  well  knowing 
that  without  care  the  remedy  often  proves  worfe  than 
the  difeafe. 

A fecond  objeftlon  to  the  ufe  of  mercury  is,  that  even  a 
falivation  does  not  evacuate  it  out  of  the  fyftem,  and  it  is 
of  fo  fubtile  a nature,  that  it  is  not  poffible  to  fay  how  long 
it  may  lie  dormant  and  imperceptible,  yet  its  a£tion  be  re- 
produced by  many  cafual  circumftances  incident  to  the 
human  frame;  and  in  the  courfe  of  praftice  variety  of  ca- 
fes have  been  met  with,  wherein  a falivation  hath  returned 
after  every  effort  hath  been  made  to  evacuate  the  mercury 
from  the  fyftem.  Thefe  affertions  are  not  made  merely  by 
way  of  inveighing  againfl  mercury;  but  they  are  founded 
on  praflice,  as  well  as  on  the  opinion  of  feveral  of  the  moft 
eminent  of  the  faculty:  Dr.  Saunders,  Dr.  Brocklefoy, 
Mr.  Bromfield,  Mr.  Howard,  and  Mr.  Perry,  have  pub- 
licly declared  thcmfelves  to  the  fame  effeft;  and  two  in- 
flances  are  particularly  recorded;  one  of  a perfon,  who  af- 
ter falivation  and  an  appearance  of  perfeft  recovery 
caught  cold  in  a fbower  of  rain,  had  a fecond  falivation  in 
confequence,  and  died  in  a few  days ; the  other  of  a young 
lady  who  died  of  a fecond  falivation  wdiich  caufed  a 
mortification. 

Such  evidenoe  of  the  danger  and  incfficacy  of  mercury 
one  would  fuppofc  fufheient  to  deter  people  from  the  ufe 
of  remedies. fo  hazardous,  even  if  fkilfully  adminiflcred ; 
but  particularly  from  applying  in  their  diflrcfs  to  thofc  ig- 
norant perfons  who  impudently  fport  with  the  lives  of 
their  fellow  mortals. 

To  be  of  fervice  to  our  fellow  creatures,  is  one  of  the 
grand  duties  incumbent  on  mankind  in  general ; and 
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relieving  the  diilrelTed,  or  in  whatever  manner  it  is  in  our 
power  to  be  of  public  utility,  it  is  our  duty  to  do  it  to  the 
utinofl  of  our  abilities.  It  is  neceffary,  therefore,  after 
firewing  the  inefficacy  of  the  general  mode  of  treatment  in 
venereal  cafes,  to  recommend  a remedy  that  ffiall  polfefs  all 
the  excellencies  required,  without  any  of  the  difagreeable 
qualities. 

The  venereal  virus  being  “ a fluid  fubtile,  volatile,  at- 
traftive,  corrofive,  and  penetrating,”  it  requires  a remedy 
at  leaf!  equally  fubtile,  volatile,  and  penetrating,  whofe 
aftions  may  be  extended  into  the  moil  extreme  parts  of  the 
vafcular  fyllem,  and  counteraft  the  malignant  qualities  of 
the  infefled  virus.  Such  a remedy  is  to  be  found  in  the 

PARISIAN  VEGETABLE  SYRUP, 

Mentioned  in  the  firft  part  of  this  work,  price  Half-a- 
Guinea  a bottle,  and  known  as  an  univerfal  remedy  in  all 
impurities  of  the  blood,  and  particularly  recommended  as 
a cure  for  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  however  complicated  the 
diforder,  or  dreadful  the  fymptoms,  having  effefted  many 
furprifing  cures,  not  only  in  recent  gonorrhoeas  and  fimple 
cafes,  but  in  old  inveterate  complicated  cafes,  when  fali- 
vation,  antimonials,  and  the  decoftion  of  the  woods  have 
been  tried  to  little  or  no  purpofe. 

This  elegant  remedy  is  produced  from  vegetables  only, 
without  a fngle  particle  of  mercury,  or  any  pernicious 
article.  It  is  agreeable  to  the  tafle,  fimplc  and  uniform  in 
its  aftion,  promoting  moderately  every  evacuation,  and 
though  fo  mild  that  it  may  be  adminiftered  with  fafety  to 
children  at  the  breall,  and  women  during  every  ftage  of 
.5  pregnancy,  yet  it  is  fo  powerful  and  fubtile,  that  there  is 
I no  part  of  the  human  body  which  the  particles  of  it  do  not 
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readi,  confcqucntly  there  arc  no  lymptoms  that  efcape  its 
operation.  The  chyle  being  impregnated  svith  it,  it  is 
conveyed  into  the  moft  minute  veffel ; there  are  no  glands 
which  it  does  not  pervade,  no  lamina  of  the  bones  between 
which  it  does  not  Hide,  and  no  capillary  veffels  which  it 
will  not  penetrate. 

The  danger  when  injudlcioufly  adminiftered,  and  the 
frequent  inefficacy  of  mercury  in  the  venereal  difeafe,  have 
been  allowed  by  medical  writers  the  mofl  refpeftable  for 
candour  and  knowledge.  Even  thofe  who  are  bigotted  to 
its  ufe,  as  being  lafe  in  the  hands  of  a judicious  praftitioner, 
and  infill  on  its  being  the  only  fpecific  in  a confirmed 
cafe,  mufh  own,  that  in  a recent  infeftion  mercury  is  not 
only  unnocefl'ary,  but  often  prejudicial.  Boerhaave  alTcrts 
that  “ in  gonorrhoeas,  lodged  where  the  humours  are 
fcarcely  perceptible,  mercury  never  effefts  a cure  ; and  it 
is  abfolutely  ineffe£lual  where  the  virus  has  gained  ground, 
and  is  feated  in  the  fmaller  vell'els.” — Buchan  obferves, 
that  “ if  mercury  be  taken  too  early  in  the  gonorrhoea  it 
does  mifehief;”  and  blunter  feems  of  opinion,  that  after  a 
certain  quantity  of  mercury  hath  been  adminiftered  in 
confirmed  cafes,  the  complaint,  in  many  inftances,  is 
abfolutely  changed  into  a new  difeafe,  or  complication, 
in  which  he  acknowledges  the  efficacy  of  the  Vegetable 
Syrup. 

From  the  joint  opinion  of  eminent  writers,  ancient  and 
modern,  therefore,  we  may  juftly  infer,  i.  That  mercury 
is  by  no  means  a fjiccific  for  the  venereal  difeafe  in  any 
ftage. — 2.  That  in  a recent  infeftion  it  is  injurious. — 3. 
That  in  confirmed  cafes,  where  the  virus  has  penetrated 
the  minute  veftels,  mercury  cannot  cfl'cft  a cure. — And  4.

If  mercury  be  ever  neceHary',  it  is  to  remove  Tome  local 
or  particular  fymptom,  as  a very  obdinate  chancre,  phy- 
molis,  (See.  but  as  many  people  have  imbibed  I'o  ftrong  an 
idea  of  the  necedity  of  mercury  in  this  diforder,  it  is  pro- 
per to  inform  fuch  perfons,  that  the  bed  and  fafed  method 
of  adminidering  mercury  is  to  rub  about  a drachm  of  mer- 
curial ointment  in  the  infide  of  the  thighs,  every  night  at 
going  to  bed,  at  the  fame  time  taking  this  Syrup  regularly. 
The  ufe  of  mercury  is  thus  rendered  not  only  fafer,  but 
much  more  efficacious ; for  the  Syrup  enters  into  contaft 
with  it,  carries  it  through  thofe  minute  vedels  in  which  its

Mercury  being  fo  hazardous  a medicine,  when  unfkil- 
fully  applied,  young  people  fhould  be  extremely  cautious 
to  whom  they  apply  the  fird  time  of  receiving  the  infec- 
tion,  as  in  general  they  too  eagerly  run  to  any  perfon  who 

promifes  fpeedy  relief,  and  thereby  often  receive  irrepara- 
ble injury. 

This  medicine  was  originally  publiflied  as  a fpocidc  in 
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fcoibutic  and  venereal  taints  only,  in  which  it  has  happily 
fucceeded,  though  of  the  mod;  malignant  nature,  and 
w'hcre  the  flrongeft  mercurials  have  failed. 

In  Venereal  cafes  it  is  particularly  recommended,  on 
account  of  its  peculiar  fafety  to  the  conflilution — a pro- 
perty which  gives  it  a fuperiority  over  all  mercurial  prepa- 
rations whatever.  In  frefli  inflammatory  cafes,  where 
mercury  would  confeffedly  prove  injurious,  this  medicine 
is  a certain  remedy;  and  whenever  the  conftitution  has 
fuffered  from  an  immoderate  ufe  of  mercury,  this  Syrup  is, 
perhaps,  the  only  medicine  that  can  be  of  fervice ; for  it 
a£ls  as  a reflorative  to  the  conftitution,  and  removes  thofe 
gouty  and  rheumatic  pains  with'  which  patients  are  fre- 
quently afflitled,  after  the  general  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe 
have  entirely  difappeared. 

Such  a remedy  is  earneftly  recommended  to  thofe  un- 
fortunate women  who  have  been  injured  by  the  indiferetion 
of  their  hufbaiids,  and  have  every  reafon  to  expeft  they 
fhall  bring  into  the  world  an  infefted  offspring ; In  fuch  a 
cafe,  mercury  cannot  be-adminiftered  without  the  greateff 
danger  both  to  the  mother  and  child;  but  this  Syrup  may 
be  taken  with  fafety  during  every  ftageof  pregnancy  ; and 
hereby  the  mother  may  not  only  be  herfclf  freed'  from  a 
dreadful  complaint,  but  alfo  be  enabled  to  bring  forth  a 
found  and  healthy  offspring. 

In  the  ufe  of  the  vegetable  remedy  herein  recommended 
it  is  to  be  noted,  as  to  the  time  required  for  perfefting  a 
cure,  that  befldes  the  degree  of  infeftion,  the  ageandcon- 
llitution  of  the  patient,  as  alfo  the  addition  of  other  acri- 
monious humours,  is  to  be  confidcrcd,  io  as  to  render  it 
impoffiblc  to  fix  any  certain  time  for  a radical  cure.  In 
fomc  conftitutions  where  immediate  application  has  been 

made.

made  or  when  the  precautions  before  recommended  have 
been  taken,  three  or  four  bottles  have  cured  a recent  infec- 
tion, and  in  others  it  hath  required  fix  or  eight ; but  there 
can  be  little  doubt,  by  a proper  attention  to  the  direftions, 
of  effcfling  a cure  ; and  as  the  reftriflions  required  during 
its  adminillration  are  only  refpefting  regimen,  violent 
exercife,  and  to  abftain  from  venery,  it  may  be  taken 
without  confinement  or  hindrance  of  bufmefs. 

An  obfervation  is  proper  to  be  made  here,  which  is 
equally  applicable  to  any  creditable  public  medicine:  A 
perfon  who  has  laboured  under  a violent  diforder  for  many 
years,  perhaps,  and  has  probably  in  the  courfe  of  that  time 
fuffered  a great  deal  very  patiently  whilft  under  a regular 
praftitioner,  if  he  fhould  think  proper  to  try  any  advtr- 
tijed  medicine,  and  it  does  not  in  a manner  work  a miracle, 
he  gives  it  up,  condemns  the  medicine,  and  villifies  the 
proprietor ; v/hen  moft  likely  if  he  had  perfevered  but  a 
fhort  time  longer,  he  would  have  found  the  relief  wiflicd 
for. 

In  refpeft  to  the  prefent  medicine,  it  fhould  be  under- 
flood,  that  in  many  cafes  not  only  perfeverance  is  necef- 
lary,  as  it  correfts  and  purifies  the  whole  mafs  of  blood 
and  juices,  but  alfo  that  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  patient 
to  take  half  the  quantity  requifite  for  a radical  cure  before 
\\Q perceives  any  benefit.  This  will  be  further  exemplified 
in  the  annexed  cafes.  From  perfons,  therefore,  who  fhall 
favour  this  medicine  with  an  impartial  trial,  an  implicit 
obedience  to  the  direftions  is  expefted. 

I mufl  make  one  remark  here,  as  being  of  the  utmod 
conlequence,  both  for  the  fatisfaflion  of  the  patient  and 
to  my  own  reputation.  It  has  been  proved  in  the  former 
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part  of  this  work,  th^\. -mercury  may  lie  dormant  a confidcr- 
able  time  in  the  human  body,  and  afterwards  be  accidfcn- 
tally  brought  again  into  aftion.  In  feveral  of  the  following 
cures  it  will  be  feen  that  this  vegetable  remedy  has  had 
that  effeft  in  fome  old  and  obftinate  cafes,  where  a great 
deal  of  mercury  had  before  been  liberally  adminiftcred, 
infomuch  that  my  patients  have  been  fometimes  doubtful 
of  the  truth  of  my  alfurance,  that,there  was  no  mercurial 
preparation  in  the  Syrup.  Much  pains  too  has  been  taken 
in  order  to  perfuade  the  public,  that  this  medicine  was  a 
mere  vehicle  of  corroftve  fublimate.  A judicious  public 
need  not  be  told  how  prafticable  it  is,  though  at  the  fame 
time  how  illiberal,  to  exhibit  a bottle  of  Vegetable  Syrup, 
zuith  corrofive  fublimate,  and  falfely  to  affert  that  it  was  the 
medicine  of  an  opponent. 

1 not  only  declare,  that  in  the  compofition  of  the  genuine 
Parifian  Vegetable  Syrup,  which  is  prepared  only  by  me, 
there  is  not  any  mercurial  preparation  whatever,  but  I fub- 
mit  it  to  any  impartial  chymifl  to  analyfe ; and  in  order 
that  every  patient  may  himfelf  judge  of  the  truth  of  my 
aflertion,  I have  added  to  the  end  of  this  pamphlet,  fun- 
dry  methods  of  recovering  mercury  into  its  original  fhape  ; 
by  which  it  may  be  eafily  known  whether  any  preparation 
be  mercurial,  J.  H O D S O N.

CASES. 

Many  treatifes  have  been  written  upon  the  Venereal 
Difeafc,  but  very  few  of  the  authors  of  luch  publications 
have  endeavoured  to  point  out  to  youth  the  difmal  confe- 
qucnces  which  fometimes  attend  that  dire  complaint,  and 
earncfllv  engage  them  to  ll)un  even  the  chance  of 
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contrafting  the  milerable  tlifcafc,  by  avoiding  all  illicit 
communication.  The  reafon  is  obvious;  thelc  trcatifcs 
being  written  chiefly  with  a view  to  recommend  their  own 
practice  and  mode  of  treatment,  inflcad  of  warning  man- 
kind of  the  danger,  they  have  abfolutcly  encouraged  them 
to  it,  by  fetting  forth  the  eafe  and  certainty  of  a cure;  and 
few,  very  few,  if  any,  have  had  candour  enough  to  con- 
fefs,  that  in  fome  inftances,  no  remedy  hath  been  difeo- 
vered  which  could  effeff  a cure ; in  many  the  remedy  ap- 
plied hath  proved  as  fatal  as  the  difeale,  and  thoulands 
though  cured,  perhaps,  of  the  difeafe  in  the  body,  have  a 
fting  left  behind,  which  can  be  cured  only  by  the  “ Great 
Phyfleian”  of  returning  prodigals. 

Therefore,  although  in  fome  of  the  following,  and  a va- 
riety of  other  cafes,  cures  have  been  effefted  by  this  Syrup, 
when  the  patient  hath  been  bereft  of  every  hope  of  ob- 
taining relief,  let  it  nut  be  prefumed  from'  thence,  or 
from  any  extraordinary  inftance,  that  there  is  no  cafe 
fo  defperate  but  what  a cure  may  be  relied  on  as 
a certaint)’. 

There  have  been  infbances,  no  doubt,  \vhcn  the  patient 
has  had  every  medical  afliftance  poflible,  and  yet  hath 
fallen  a facrifice  to  the  wretched  diforder.  Nay,  inilanccs 
are  iccorded  where  the  progrefs  of  the  infeflion  has  been 
fuQh,  that  in  a few  hoars  a mortification  hath  taken  place. 
If,  then,  this  treatife  falls  into  the  hands  of  any  young 
reader,  who  hath  never  yet  been  tainted  with  this  fore  dif- 
after,  Let  him  here  take  warning;  Let  him  not  prefumc 
too  much  on  his  own  conftitution  becaufe  of  the  wonderful 
efficacy  of  this  Syrup  ! Let  him  avoid  the  neceflity  of  ap- 
plying to  It.  Look  not  upon  the  wine  when  it  is  red,  when  it 
^iveth  its  colour  in  the  cup,  when  it  moveth  ilfclf  aright  : At 
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thclajl  it  bitcth  like  a ferpe.nt  and Jtingeth  like  an  adder:  Thine 
eyes  Jhall  behold  Jlrange  zcomen,  and  thine  heart  Jhall  letter 
ptrvtrje  things.

When  he  applied  to  me  he  was  covered  with 
large  puftules  from  head  to  foot,  but  particularly  his  arms  and  thighs. 
His  whole  body  was  emaciated,  his  ftrength  nearly  exhaufted,  and  to 
all  appearance  a few  weeks  mull:  have  put  an  end  to  his  miferable 
exiftence.  He  was  immediately  put  upon  the  ufe  of  the  Vegetable 
Syrup,  and  by  eight  bottles  was  made  quite  a new  creature. 

A Servant  to  a gentleman  in  Weftminfter,  who  was  of  a relaxed 
conftitution,  and  much  injured  by  the  quantity  of  mercury  he  had 
taken  fix  months  before,  was  troubled  with  violent  pains  in  his  Ihin 
bones,  noflurna!  pains,  head-ach,  and  had  frequently  eruptions  in 
his  face.

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A Gentleman  in  the  city  had  for  upwards  of  lixteen  months  been 
afflifled  with  a malignant  Sore  Throat  from  a venereal  caufej  he  was 
under  a furgeon  of  eminence,  and  underwent  mercurial  courfes, 
repeated  without  effecf,  till  he  was  fo  reduced  that  it  was  feared  he 
was  falling  into  a confumption.  In  this  delpeiate  fituation  he  was 
recommended  to  the  Vegetable  Remedy,  from  which  he  received  a 
cure  in  about  fix  weeks. 


A Gentleman  near  Fleet-ftreet  had  been  afflicted  many  years  with 
an  Obdruclion  m the  Urethra,  and  had  alib  an  Ulcer  at  the  neck  of 
the  Bladder.  He  had  for  a confiderable  time  ufed  bougies  without 
elFeft,  the  paifing  of  which  frequently  put  him  to  fuch  exquifite  tor- 
ture, that  he  was  obliged  to  relinquitli  the  ufe  of  them,  and  being  in 
conftant  pain  he  almoft  defpaired  of  ever  obtaining  relief.

He  had  alfo  taken  feveral  advertifed  medicines, 
and  tried  the  antimoniid  method  preferibed  by  the  “ company  of  fur- 
geons.” Difagreeable  fymptoms  daily  increafed,  and  he  had  large 
nodes  upon  his  arm  which  almoft  deprived  him  of  the  ufe  of  it.  To 
this  he  had  ufed  an  outward  application  which  gave  him,  fome  relief  j 
and  he  had  taken  the  decoction  of  the  woods  in  large  quantities.  But 
finding  no  lubftantial  benefit  in  any  medicines  he  had  taken,  he  had 
given  up  ail  hopes  of  a cure,  and  was  with  much  difficulty ‘prevailed 
on  by  a friend  to  apply  to  me.  The  moft  ftriking  fymptoms  that 
nosv  aftefted  him  .were  an  ulcerated  throat,  nodes  upon  both  legs  and

one  arm,  violent  no£lurnal  pains,  and  heftic  fever.  I affured  him, 
that  if  he  would  put  hiinfelf  entirely  under  my  dire£lion,  there  could 
be  no  doubt  of  his  obtaining  a cure.  He  immediately  did  fo,  and  was 
perfeiSlly  reftored. 


A Gentleman  who  had  been  married  upwards  of  two  years,  applied 
to  mein  great  anxiety,  having  a difcharge  and  heat  of  urine  exaftly 
fimilarto  a frelh  infeclion,  though  he  declared  it  was  five  years  fince 
he  had  any  venereal  complaint,  nor  had  he  fince  his  marriage  taken 
anymeafures  whereby  he  could  receive  a frefli  infeflion.  He  related 
to  me  the  method  that  his  praftitioner  had  purfued  at  the  time  he  al- 
luded to,  and  though  fo  long  a time  had  elapfed,  and  he  was  fuppofed 
to  have  been  radically  cured,  all  the  prefent  fymptoms  united  to  con- 
firm my  opinion  that  his  complaint  was  venereal.  He  began  the 
Syrup,  but  from  the  two  firlf  bottles  he  perceived  no  alteration,  except 
that  the  heat  of  urine  was  a great  deal  abated.  However,  feven  bot- 
tles made  a perfect  cure. 


A Woman  about  40  years  of  age,  in  the  fourth  month  of  her  preg- 
nancy applied  to  me,  complaining  of  a violent  Relaxation,  and  alfo  a 
Schirrous  Tumour  in  her  right  Breafi.  From  fevtral  corroborating 
circumftances  I judged  the  caufe  to  be  venereal,  and  after  fome  little 
hefitatlon  ftie  confelfed  that  her  hulband  had  injured  her  fome  time 
before,  though  flie  believed  without  knowing  that  himfelf  was  in- 
fefled  ; that  as  foon  as  it  was  difcovered,  he  had  applied  to  a perfon, 
and  they  were  both,  as  imagined,  cured  j but  Ihe  had  never  been  in 
health  fince,  and  had  twice  mifcarried.  The  hufband  had  but  few 
difagrecable  fymptoms  now,  the  chief  being  noflurn'al  pains,  accom- 
panied with  violent  prickings  in  the  parts  of  generation.  The  poor 
woman’s  conftitution  had  fufl'ered  very  much.  The  diforder  of  the 
body,  added  to  the  anguifh  of  her  mind,  had  rendered  her  truly  an 
objefl  of  companion.  I immediately  put  them  both  upon  a courfe  of 
my  Vegetable  Remedy,  at  the  fame  time  recommending  a drift  atten-. 
tion  to  regimen,  and  a regulation  of  the  pafiions.  The  hufband  took

I continued  the  ufe  of  thefe  medicines  for  four 
months,  and  though  I had  paid  ftrifl  attention  to  the  direflion  in  every 
refpecl,  I was  in  a worfe  fituation  than  when  I began  taking  them. 
The  fymptoms  now  were  feveral  lumps  and  forenefs  under  and  about 
the  root  of  the  tongue,  fides  of  the  throat  and  palate ; all  much  fvvcll- 
ed,  and  feemed  at  times  that  the  under  jawwas  quite  benumbed; 
pains  in  the  groin  and  thighs,  and  violent  itching  of  the  penis.  I 
have  taken  five  bottles  of  your  Syrup,  and  beg  to  knoyv  whether  I may 
depend  upon  a cure  by  perfevering  in  it,  as  many  of  the  fymptoms 
are  not  yet  removed.”  This  cale  was  extremely  obftinnte ; but  the 
gentleman  obtained  a radical  cure,  though  it  was  fome  time  firft,  for 
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while  he  was  under  the  mercurial  medicines  at  firft  alluded  to,  he 
caught  a violent  cold. 


“ Neceffity  induces  me  to  lay  my  cafe  before  you,  a cafe  which  has 
baffled  feveral  phyficians  who  are  under  the  denomination  of  being  the 
firft  of  their  profeffion  in  London.  Laft  Auguft  I found  myfelf  in- 
fected with  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  upon  which  I made  application  to  a 
furgeoii,  who  gave  me  a preparation  of  mercury.  I continued  under 
his  directions  for  three  months,  at  which  period  I found  myfelf  fome 
degrees  worfe  than  at  my  commencement ; my  throat  was  ulcerated  in 
fuch  a manner  as  to  render  me  incapable  of  fpeaking  to  be  underftood, 
or  taking  the  fmalleft  nouriftiment  without  putting  myfelf  to  the  mbit 
excruciating  pain.  Then  I made  application  to  a fecond  perfon,  who 
gave  me  a different  preparation,  from  which  I did  not  perceive  the  lead 
benefit ; again  I applied  to  a third,  who  ufed  me  in  like  manner,  this 
being  about  the  21ft  of  December,  when  I was  obliged  to  quit  an  em- 
ployment I held,  as  being  incapable  of  doing  any  thing.  I was  then 
admitted  into  an  hofpital,  where  I underwent  a drenching  of  mercurial 
preparations  for  twelve  weeks,  which,  in  fact,  had  like  to  have  fent 
me  a journey  I was  yet  ill  prepared  for.  They  all  pronounced  me  in 
a decline,  and  never  to  recover.  I am  now  quite  debilitated.  After 
the  drenchings  I have  gone  through  my  blood  is  (till  in  the  moft  cor- 
rupt (late,  as  my  hands  are  all  breaking  out,  feemingly  like  the  fcur- 
vy^  and  an  inflammation  with  pimples  on  my  private  parts  ; inwardly 
ex?«ding  weak,  with  a moft  violent  cough,  all  of  which  I afcribe  to 
my  being  treated  in  an  injudicious  manner.” 

In  a much  worfe  (late  than  here  defcribed  was  this  patient,  when  he 
was  put  upon  a courfc  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup  : — He  took  20  bottles, 
accompanied  by  the  farfaparilla  decoCtion,  with  liquorice,  barley- 
water,  See,  and  was  reftored. 


A married  Woman  in  the  country,  about  34  years  of  age,  of  a 
weakly  conftitution,  received  a venereal  injury.  In  a few  days  after

cines. Her  head  and  face  inflamed  and  dwelled  very  much,  and  flic 
was  three  weeks  under  the  fame  gentleman  in  that  lituation  before  (lie 
could  continue  his  prelcriptions  for  the  original  complaint.  She  then 
went  under  another  courle  of  medicines  for  one  month,  the  diforder 
deeming  rather  to  increalethan  diniinifli,  being  in  continual  pain,  at- 
tended with  cold  and  hot  fits  alternately.  She  took  fix  bottles  of  the 
Vegetable  Syrup,  by  which  (he  was  greatly  recovered,  and  her  coiifti- 
tut'on  much  reftored.  The  difeafe,  however,  was  not  yet  fubdued  j 
flie  was  therefore  put  under  a regular  courde  of  the  darlaparilla  decoc- 
tion during  the  leventh  and  eighth  bottles  of  the  Syrup ; but  being  of 
a coftive  habit,  Ihe  had  hitherto  taken  occafionally  a dode  of  (alts 
recommended  in  the  printed  direcVions;  which  (he  had  gradually  in- 
creaded  to  the  quantity  of  an  ounce  and  a half,  without  occalioiiing 
any  extraordinary  effects.

— The 
Syrup  and  decoction  were  begun  again  in  dmall  do.^es,  and  increafed 
as  the  conftitution  would  bear  it, — When  (lie  had  taken  two  more  bot- 
tles, the  coftiveneds  was  entirely  removed,  and  her  ftrength ‘do'fnuch 
reftored  that  (lie  could  take  a full  dode.  She  took  five  more  bottles, 
and  was  by  that  perfe£Uy  recovered. 

N.  If.  She  had  a dpreading  dwelling  on  one  fide  of  her  neck,  which 
had  been  deven  years  ihcreafing  in  fize,  and  before  taking  the  Syrup 
was  very  much  inflamed  and  painful.  She  had  the  advice  of  deveral 
of  the  faculty,  who  pronounced  it  to  be  a cancer,  but  the  Syrup 
entirely  difperled  it.

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Uiflammation,  a copious  difcliarge,  attended  with  chancres,  phymofis, 
chordee,  and  in  fliort,  certain  fymptoms  of  the  feconJ  ftage  of  a vene- 
real inteftion.  It  is  very  certain  he  never  had  any  connexion  with  a 
female,  confeqiiently  he  denied  the  charge.  That  it  was  venereal  is 
beyond  a doubt,  and  that  he  received  the  infeaion  from  tlie  feat  of  a 
privy  IS  very  evident. — It  appeared  that  about  a fortnight  before,  he 
liad  occafion,  at  an  inn  upon  the  road,  for  the  privy,  which  a peilbn 
had  fo  recently  left  that  the  feat  was  warmj  that  he  afterwards  found 
upon  the  penis  a very  fmall  quantity  of  whitifh  matter,  which  he  wiped 
oif  with  his  fliirt,  and  two  or  three  days  after  the  inflammatory  ftate 
commenced. — He  was  treated  as  a venereal  patient,  and  cured  in  a 
ihort  time. — It  would  appear  from  this,  that  a perfon  infefled,  not 
only  with  a plentiful  dilcharge,  hut  alfb  perhaps  with  a chancre  or 
ulcers,  had  accidentally  difeharged  fome  of  the  matter  on  the  edge  of 
the  feat,  which  being  immediately  received  by  a found  perfon,  had 
conveyed  a fufliciency  of  the  virus  to  communicate  the  infeftion. 


“ About  three  years  fmee  I had  the  misfortune  to  contr.afl  a Venc- 
real  Infeflion,  which  on  applying  to  a furgeon  w^as  treated  as  a con- 
firmed cafe,  and  the  ufual  application  of  mercury  was  adminiftered 
internally  for  upwards  of  fix  months,  and  w'as  then  pronounced  cured, 
and  entertained  the  fame  idea  myfelf,  as  nothing  remained  in  appear- 
ance to  make  me  think  otherwife.

fleep  and  lownefs  of  fpirits;  and  what  is  moft  extraordinary,  about 
three  weeks  fince  there  appeared  an  itching  about  the  glans,  attended 
with  a phymofis,  and  every  morning  a lodgment  of  a fmall  quantity 
of  white  matter  behind  the  nut,  which  made  me  think  it  a return  of 
the  old  diforder,  for  I was  convinced  that  it  could  not  be  a frefli  infec- 
tion, as  I had  avoided  all  occafions  that  might  have  caufed  it.  I

My  flioulders  are  fo  painful  that  it  is  with  difficulty  I can  lift 
my  arm  up.  Night  pains  very  bad,  and  ulcers  in  my  noftrils.” — 
I'he  above  is  the  patient’s  own  defeription  at  the  time  he  entered  upon 
the  Vegetable  Syrup.

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'.vent  dirutigh  another  couife  of  medicine,  and  tried  Mr.  Clare’s  me- 
thod of  abforption  by  the  mouth.  He  was  near  three  years  in  that 
llate,  and  fpent  above  8o  guineas  to  no  good  purpofe,  whilll  the 
diforder  had  made  a moft  difmal  progi-efs:  His  legs  were  much  fwelled 
and  his  joints  fo  painful  that  he  was  not  able  to  walk  ; the  palate  of 
his  mouth  was  affected,  corrofive  ulcers  were  deftroying  his  lips  and 
nofe,  and  the  fmell  of  him  was  highly  offenfive  to  all  around  him.  In 
this  deplorable  ftate,  when  his  friends  thought  his  recovery  impolTible, 
he  began  the  Vegetable  Syrup.

— The  fevere  cold  occafioned  by  fuch  mif- 
conduft,  brought  the  mercury,  fo  liberally  adminiftered  by  former 
praefitioners,  again  into  the  mod  violent  aflion,  and  rendered  the  pa- 
tient the  mod  deplorable  objeft  ever  beheld. — Yet  notwithdanding  all 
thefe  difadvantages,  he  was  recovered  to  the  enjoyment  of  a better  date 
of  health  tljan  he  had  for  many  years  before.— N.  B.  He  took  up- 
wards of  two  dozen  bottles  of  the  Syrup.

A month  pafled  without  the  Icall  check,  being  given  to 
the  diforder : My  furgeoii  then  obfei-ved  it  was  a folly  to  be  trifling 
with  the  pills  any  longer,  and  dcfired  I would  rub  the  fize  of  a nutmeg 
of  mercurial  ointment  every  night  in  the  iniide  of  each  thigh,  till  the 
whole  was  nearly  abforbed.  I continued  this  method  for  fome  time, 
and  made  no  alteration  in  my  common  mode  of  diet.  By  degrees  I 
found  the  difcharge  to  be  lefs  in  quantity,  and  to  become  more  of  a 
ropy  nature,  and  1 ftill  continued  the  ointment,  till  one  day  I was 
taken  with  a violent  fliivering  chilnefs,  pains  in  the  head  and  limbs, 
&c.  Thefe  I looked  upon  as  fure  fymptoms  of  having  caught  a vio- 
lent cold,  which  I attributed  to  the  ufe  of  the  mercury ; I immediately 
took  near  a pint  of  vinegar  whey,  which  caufed  a violent  perfpiration, 
and  next  morning  a dofe  of  falts,  by  which  I was  much  relieved;  but 
that  night  my  left  tellicle  fwelled  to  the  fize  of  an  egg  or  larger,  my 
teeth  and  gums  became  fore ; my  mouth,  tongue,  and  palate,  in  a moll 
tormenting  ftate,  my  face  much  fwelled,  and  violent  pain  in  my  jaw- 
bones ; nor  could  I get  a moment’s  deep,  the  difcharge  of  fetid  faliva 
was  lb  great;  my  breath  alfo  was  tainted,  my  teeth  black  and  filled 
with  difagreeable  excrement  between,  and,  in  lliort,'!  was  in  a com- 
pleat  falivation.  Refolving  to  ufe  no  more  mercury,  and  feeing  your 
advertifqraent  in  the  papers  (in  which  you  alTure  the  public  that  your 
Vegetable  Syrup  is  perfeflly  frefe  from  mercury)  I began  a courfe  of 
your  medicine.  I continued,  however,  in  that  uncomfortable  fitua- 
tion  ten  days,  during  which  I never  went  otit  of  a warm  room,  but 
kept  my  body  and  head  warm  with  flannel,  bread  and  milk  being  my 
only  diet,  not  being  able  to  bear  any  folids  in  my  mouth.

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fyniptoms  which  cannot  with  delicacy  be  defcribed : the  lower  part  of 
his  back  was  full  of  finous  ulcers,  communicating  with  each  other, 
and  grown  fiftulous,  with  a caries  overfpreading  the  os  faciaim.  The 
nature  of  this  difeafe  had  bent  him  almoft  double,  and  he  had  now 
kept  his  bed  near  twelve  months,  when  the  minifter  of  the  place  ap- 
plied to  know  if  the  Vegetable  Syrup  could  afford  relief.  The  trial

The  vulva  and  tonfils  were  almoft  en- 
tirely confumed  with  ulcers,  and  he  was  quite  worn  out  with  tlie  moft 
dreadful  nocturnal  pains.  He  had  nodes  on  various  parts,  a flow 
he6lic  fever,  and  a continual  head-ach.  He  had  undergone  the  tor- 
ments offeveral  mercurial  courfes,  without  eftefl,  till  he  was  emaciated 
to  the  higheft  degree,  and  looked  upon  as  abfolutely  incurable.  In 
this  fituation  the  unhappy  man  was 'put  upon  the  Syrup,  by  which  he 
was  perfe6lly  cured. 


A Cabinet  Maker  had  laboured  under  a Venereal  Complaint,  highly 
complicated  with  the  Scurvy,  more  than  fix  years.  His  body  was 
covered  with  puftules  of  a putrid  nature.  There  was  a large  fetid 
ulcer  on  the  right  leg,  and  a fiftula  in  the  perinoeum,  through  which 
the  urine  pafTed,  and  gave  him  exquifite  pain.  He  had  been  twice 
falivated  without  effeft,  notwithftanding  which  dreadful  fymptoms  he 
was  put  under  a courfe  of  this  Vegetable  Syrup.  In  the  fpace  of 
about  feven  weeks  the  ulcer  in  the  leg  was  cui'ed ; at  tlie  end  of  two 
months  all  the  putrid  eruptions  difappcared ; in  fourteen  weeks  the 
fiftula  was  healed,  and  the  urine  pafTcd  through  the  natural  channel.

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A Patient  Iiad  laboured  under  a malignant  Venereal  Int'eaion  of 
ten  yeai-s  (landing,  during  which  he  had  undergone  divers  mercurial 
coiirles,  and  had  been  twice  lalivated  without  effea.  He  had  large 
fordid  ulcers  in  the  throat,  a conliderable  ulcer  under  tlie  tongue,  and 
a deep  llnousone  in  the  groin;  his  gums  were  almoll  eaten  away,  his 
teeth  were  become  locfe ; nor  had  he  fwallowed  any  thing  iolid^for 
Come  time  ; he  had  eruptions  all  over  his  body,  was  affliaed  with  a 
moll  violent  head-ach,  which  at  times  almod  took  away  his  fenfes,  and 
he  laboured  under  nuaurnal  pains  that  deprived  him  of  reft.  In 
the  above-mentioned  fituation  he  was  put  upon  a courfe  of  the  Vege- 
table Syrup,  by  the  life  of  which  in  ten  weeks  every  complaint  was 
gradually  removed,  and  the  patient  radically  cured. 

A Gentleman  in  the  country  was  afliiaed  with  a violent  head-ach 
at  different  times,  noaurnal  pains  in  the  limbs,  efpecially  in  the  hips 
and  legs,  elbows  and  flioulder  blades.

He  had  alfo  a putrid  difeharge  from  the  nofe, 
a (linking  breath,  a naufeous  fpitting  every  morning,  and  had  loft 
three  teeth,  which  dropped  out  of  their  fockets.  In  this  (late  he  be- 
gan a courfe  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,  which  produced  the  mod  favour- 
able fymptoms  ; the  pains  greatly  abated,  he  walked  almoft  twenty 
miles  with  greater  eafe  than  he  could  two  before  ; he  gained  ftrength, 
aflivity,  and  a flow  of  fpirlts,  the  unremitting  fever  ceafed,  the  pulfe 
beat  regularly,  and  he  dept  comfortably  for  fix  or  feven  hours  fuccef- 
fively, which  for  a long  time  he  had  not  done  for  a fingle  hour.  lu 
about  two  months  he  was  perfeflly  reftored,  and  now  enjoys  an  tin-* 
interrupted  Hate  of  health. 

“ One  of  your  pamphlets  having  lately  fallen  into  my  hands,  I 
could  not  but  think  that  Providence  haft  fent  it  gn  purpofe  to  my  re- 
lief, fince  it  deferibed  the  only  proper  medicine  for  my  difordcr  (hat 
ever  I had  the  plcafurc  of  being  acquainted  with.  I dotibt  not  but 
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moft  medicines  vvliich  have  been  publiflied  have  had  tlieir  viiiucs  ai;d 
the  greatelt  deficiency.  If  I miftake  not,  why  they  have  fo  frequently 
failed  of  their  intended  effecls,  has  not  been  owing  to  the  tnedicines, 
but  to  carelefs,  negligent,  and,  in  fhort,  improper  patients.  For  where 
will  we  find  the  difordered  voluptuary  who  will  entirely  quit  his  dar- 
ling appetite,  and  put  on  the  muzzle  of  relfraint  till  Nature  has  refumed 
her  ftrength  ? Such,  perhaps,  may  be  found,  but  I am  apt  to  think 
the  number  will  be  fmall  compared  with  thofe  who  drown  the  medi- 
cines in  their  excefles,  and  then  vilify  the  doctors  for  impoftors. 

“ I am  about  32  years  of  age,  and  have  been  under  a courfe  of  mer- 
cury for  the  Venereal  Difeafe.  After  continuing  the  remedy  for  a long 
time  I (fill  found  pains  in  my  head,  the  groin,  fundament,  and  in  faff, 
at  times  all  over  my  body,  particularly  at  the  change  of  weather.  I 
was  alfo  fubjeft  to  frequent  breakings  out,  fometimes  in  one  part  of 
iny  body,  and  fometimes  in  another,  moft  frequently  in  my  arms  and 
my  back  ; which  abated  when  the  body  was  wholly  warm  in  bed  or 
before  the  fire.

does  not  wijh,  from  fiich  infances,  to  flatter  the  afUEled  with 
tbe  hopes  of  obtaining  a cure  at  fo  trifling  an  cxpence.  Diforders 
which  have  been  many  years  in  proceeding  to  fuch  a degree  of 
malignancy,  cannot  of  ten  be  eradicated  in  a few  weeks;  and  it  is 
in  order  to  ericourage  a fleady  perfeverance  in  the  ufe  of  proper 
means,  that  Dr.  Plodfon  has  adopted  the  plcm  of  his  boxes,  con- 
taining, in  four  large  bottles,  the  quantity  of  i 2 fmall  ones, 
packed  fafe  for  the  country,  at  the  price  of  Five  Guineas;  by 
which  the  patient  fetues  il.

by  juftly  obferves,  “ medicines  of  this  kind  cannot  be 
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conveyed  to  the  part  required  but  by  the  common  road  of 
the  circulation,”  therefore  they  ought  to  be  adminiftered 
in  fuch  a form  as  they  may  moil  readily  be  conveyed  into 
the  circulation,  and  their  ufe  muft  be  continued  fome  time 
before  the  effeft  can  be  perceived. 

From  tlie  foregoing  obfervation  the  propriety  of  a liquid 
form,  in  preference  to  that  of  all  others,  is  obvious,  and 
thefe  Drops  will  be  found  to  poifefs  the  genuine  qualities 
of  an  analeptic,  for  befides  the  nutritious  quality  of  a refto- 
rativc,  they  have  a fragrant,  fubtile,  oleous  principle, 
which  immediately  afFcfts  the  nerves,  and  gives  a kind  of 
friendly  motion  to  the  fluids,  yielding  plenty  of  animal 
heat,  the  true  fource  of  firmnefs  and  vigour.

Ladies. — Menfes  departing. — This  periodical  difeharge 
generally  ceafes  between  the  age  of  40  and  50.

— The  blo'^l^eing  always  in  a ftatc  of  impu- 
rity at  thisjunflure,  thefe-Drops  arc  not  calculated  for  tliis 
diforder  of  the  change  of  lifej  but  the  Vegetable  Syrup, 
mentioned  in  the  former  part  of  this  pamphlet,  is  recom- 
mended as  the  mofl  lafe  and  certain  remedy  that  can  be

Irregularities.— ~\n  young  perfons  this  difclrarge  is  (bme- 
times  extremely  irregular ; which  may  be  occafioned  citheJK 
hy  a real  deficiency  or  diforder  in  the  powers  of  natun:^ncS^

(which  is  too  frequently  the  cafe)  from  Imprudencics,  and 
means  ufed  by  themfelves  (fuch  as  wafhing  the  feet  in  cold 
water,  &c,  at  the  expefted  time)  in  order  to  check  this 
purifying  difcharge,  before  they  know  its  falutary  effeas.— 
It  would  be  well,  indeed,  if  mothers,  and  thofe  who  have 
the  care  of  girls,  would  be  more  attentive  to  them  at  that 
age  when  this  flux  of  nature  is  firfl  expefted;  for  they 
ought  then  to  have  the  bed;  advice  and  affiftance  that  can 
be  procured  for  them. 

For  irregularities  in  the  menflrual  difcharge  proceeding 
from  any  of  the  above-mentioned  caufes,  thefe  Drops  are 
often  of  great  fervice,  and  can  feldom  do  harm  ; but  as  a 
much  better  remedy.  Dr.  Hodfon  recommends  his  Family 
Elixir,  which  for  thefe  complaints,  will  be  found  the  beft 
medicine,  perhaps,  in  the  world. 

Immoderate  Flux.' — A too  long  continued,  a too  frequent 
return  of  the  menfes,  or  any  fuch  difcharge  as  reduces  the 
patient’s  flrength  during  the  intervals  of  its  return,  is 
called  immoderate.  Women  of  foft  lax  habits,  thofe  who 
have  often  mifearried,  and  thofe  who  live  in  eafe  and 
plenty,  are  the  mod;  frequent  fubjefts  of  this  complaint; 
and  more  vigorous  conflitutions  fuffer  this  way  when  fub- 
jeft  to  fudden  padions,  violent  exercifes,  fedentary  life, 
relaxation,  or  a full  diet,  confiding  of  high-fcafoned  or 
acrid  food,  &c. 

The  quality  of  thefe  fluxes  may  be  injurious  as  well  as 
the  quantity.  The  JVhites,  as  ufually  called,  are  extremely 
hurtful  to  delicate  women ; however,  the  difcharge  is  not 
always  white,  but  fometimes  green,  yellow,  pale,  or  of  a 
blackiflr  colour;  fometimes  foul,  fetid,  fharp,  or  corro- 
five.  When  fuch  arc  the  fymploms,  a courfc  of 
correftives  is  recommended  to  be  fird  adminidcred, 
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afler  which  tliefc  Di'ops  will  be  found  a mofl:  excellent 
ftrengthener. 

But  it  often  happens  that  thefe  complaints  proceed  from 
indolence,  or  the  excelTive  ufe  of  tea  and  other  watery 
liquors.  Hence  arifes  an  uncommon  weaknefs  and  debi- 
lity ; violent  pains,  inward  wallings,  tremors  and  nervous 
affeflions ; for  which  thefe  Drops  are  happily  calculated, 
as  well  as  for  a weaknefs  of  the  feminals,  occafioned  by  a 
variety  of  other  caufes.  They  llrengthen  the  whole  con- 
llitution,  and  remove  moll  of  the  complaints  attendant  on 
a debilitated  Hate  of  the  body. 

Youth  of  both  fexes,  who  have  indulged  themfelves  in 
imprudent  habits,  or  thofe  who  in  advanced  life  feel  the 
elfefls  of  youthful  excefs,  will  find  a happy  relief  in  this 
medicine.  Tlie  trembling  and  lownefs  which  attend  thefe 
complaints  generally  go  olF  in  a fhort  time,  and  thofe  who 
had  grown  old,  as  it  were,  before  their  time,  have  been 
rellored  to  fecond  youth  by  it.  When  the  eye-fight  has 
been  weak,  the  limbs  feeble,  the  memory  impaired,  and 
even  the  mind  decayed  with  the  body,  a courfe  of  this 
medicine  hath  renewed  the  whole. 

Perfons  thus  afflifled,  find  themfelves  difgulled  at  all 
amufements,  abfent  in  company,  llupid  and  fenfelefs  every 
where;  and  if  they  think  at  all,  feel  themfelves  plunged 
into  the  deepen  melancholy.  From  all  thefe  miferies  this 
remedy  is  calculated  to  afford  relief;  but  it  flrould  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  perfeverance  is  often  neceffary;  in  all  cafes  a 
particular  attention  to  the  direflions,  as  alfo  regularity  in 
the  time  and  dofe,  is  to  be  regarded  ; and  above  all,  it  mull 
be  noticed,  that  it  will  be  in  vain  to  exped  any  relief  from 
this  remedy  without  punauality,  for  taking  a bottle 
or  two  regular,  then  leaving  off  for  fome  days  apd 
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beginning  again,  will  be  of  no  fervice.  It  mull:  be 
continued  regular. 

The  dofe  is  only  a tea-fpoonful,  or  from  25  to  30  drops, 
an  hour  before  breakfall  and  an  hour  after  fupper,  in  a 
tea-cup'  or  wine-glafs  of  water,  wine  and  water,  or  fugar 
and  water,  as  mofl  agreeable ; but  the  belt;  method  is  to 
put  the  drops  upon  a little  powder  fugar,  and  then  add 
the  water  or  wine. 

N.  B.  After  the  firft  bottle,  the  patient  may  alfo  take 
25  drops  about  eleven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  at  four 
in  the  afternoon. 

It  is  in  vain  that  people  attempt  to  take  medicines  for 
any  diforder  whatever,  if  they  do  not  pay  fome  attention  to 
their  mode  of  living,  during  the  adminiftration  of  proper 
remedies  for  the  bell  prefcriptions  may  be  rendered  ufe- 
lefs  by  inattention  tothefe  particulars,  whilflgood  nurfing, 
and  due  regard  to  diet,  are  great  afTiflants  to  the  moft  able 
phyfician  ; it  is  therefore  defired  that  a particular  attention 
may  be  paid  to  the  direftions  concerning  regimen,  which 
are  fealed  up  with  each  bottle. 

Sleeping  on  hard  beds  or  mattraffes,  rifing  early, 'and 
taking  moderate  exercifc  in  the  open  air,  flrould  be  at- 
tended to,  particularly  by  females;  and  when  the  w'cather 
will  not  permit  them  to  go  out,  they  fhould  be  engaged  in 
fomc  a£livc  employment  within,  or  take  the  cxcrcifc  of 
fwinging,  which  will  be  found  very  conducive  towards  a 
refloration  of  health  in  thefe  cafes,  efpecially  where  thetc 
are  any  fymptoms  of  confuniption. 
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Gleets  and  Seminal  Weahiejfes. 

Gleets  and  Seminal  EmilFions  have  been  generally 
allowed  to  be  very  difficult  of  cure.  Perhaps  no  difeal'e 
hath  baffied  the  ffiill  of  the  faculty  more;  and  they  mull 
allow,  that  in  many  inflances  they  have  given  more  trouble 
than  the  moll  acute  diforders.  This  difficulty  muft  arife 
cither  from  the  original  caufe  not  being  thoroughly  invelli- 
galed,  or,  what  is  too  often  the  cafe,  want  of  perfcverancc 
. in  the  patient  in  the  ufc  of  proper  medicines;  for  the  cure 
of  thefe  kind  of  weakneffes,  in  general,  require  a longer 
time  to  effeft  than  patients  expeft. 

A gleet,  called  alfo  the  fimple  or  benign  gonorrhoea,  is 
an  involuntary  efflux  of  feminal  juice ; or,  as  Dr.  Fordyce 
defines  it,  “ An  increafed  fecrction  from  the  mucous  glands 
of  the  urethra  without  infeftion.”  The  difeharged  matter 
is  mild  and  generally  whitiffi,  occafioning  no  diforder  on 
'the  parts  through  which  it  paffes,  or  on  which  it  falls. 

Weaknefs  in  the  parts  is  the  principal  cause,  which 
may  be  occajioned  particularly  by  exceffive  or  too  early 
venery,  and  the  praftice  of  felf-pollution,  to  which  youth 
are  fo  generally  addifted.  It  may  alfo  be  occafioncd  by 
relaxation  owing  to  heat  of  climate,  as  alfo  by  the  fhock 
of  any  violent  diforder,  violent  or  too  frequent  purging, 
excels  of  fpirituous  liquors,  cold,  or  too  frequent  coition, 
violent  exercife,  and  acrimony  in  a cachochyinic,  fcorbu- 
tic,  or  arthritic  habit.  It  often  happens,  likewife,  that  after 
a venereal  infeftion,  a gleet  will  remain  and  be  very  trou- 
blefome,  even  though  every  fymptom  of  the  difeafe  hath 
dilappeared. 

A venereal  gonorrhcca  frequently  repealed,  improperly 
treated,  and  even  with  the  moll  judicious  treatment,  often 
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ends  in  a gleet,  which  may  proceed  from  fome  remains  of 
the  infeftion,  or  merely  from  relaxation.  It  is  of  confe- 
quence,  however,  for  the  patient  to  be  alfured  of  this  be- 
fore he  attempts  the  cure  ; becaufe  the  flopping  a venereal 
gleet  before  the  infeftion  is  removed,  is  fometimes  attended 
with  bad  confequences. 

If  the  difcharge  be  inconflant,  and  is  obfervahle  only 
upon  flraining  to  flool,  or  when  flimulated  by  lafcivious 
defires,  there  is  no  reafon  to  apprehend  any  infeflion  re- 
maining; but  if  the  difcharge  is  conllant  and  obflinate,  it 
is  to  be  feared  the  diforder  is  flill  lurking  within.  If  the 
patient,  however,  be  flill  doubtful,  he  would  do  well  to 
be  perfeflly  fatisfied,  by  going  through  a courfe  of  Dr. 
Hodfon’s  V egetable  Syrup,  which  is  recommended  in  thofe 
diforders. 

Seminal  weakneffes  alfo,  are  fometimes  occafioned  by  a 
fcorbutic  humour  in  the  blood,  and  often  by  weakneffes 
ariling  from  inoculation  for  the  fmall-pox  ; in  which  cafes 
likewife  a courfe  of  the  Vegetabk  Syrup  is  recommended 
previous  to  taking  thefe  Drops. 

It  is  a truth  which,  perhaps,  no  praftitioner  will  attempt 
to  deny,  that  the  weakneffes  mofl  difficult  to  cure  are  thofe 
occafioned  by  early  or  excelTive  venery,  or  the  baneful 
habit  of  Self-pollution.  Young  perfons  ought  to  be  cau- 
tious of  entering  themfelves  too  early  into  the  fervice  of 
Venus,  and  to  confiderwcll  their  conflitutions  before  they 
give  themfelves  up  to  lafcivious  inclinations.  The  flrong- 
cfl  conflitutions  may  be  ruined  by  excefs,  and  people  of 
weak  tender  habits  ought  to  be  particularly  cautious;  for 
venereal  plcafurcs  may  prove  equally  injurious,  whether 
they  be  entered  upon  too  early  in  life,  or  are  carried  beyond 
the  bounds  of  moderation  and  flrcngth  of  the  conflitution. 
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Thefe  confiderations  ought  to  be  impreffed  on  the  minds  of 
young  people  early,  as  it  is  too  late  to  caution  them  again  ft 
a danger,  when  they  have  got  fo  far  in  that  they  cannot 
efcape  it.  Nature  it  is  true,  prompts  fometimes  to  bathe 
in  the  enticing  ftreams  of  pleasure  ; but  our  paftions  fhould 
be  moderated  by  reafon,  and  we  ought  not  to  fuffer  the 
one  fo  far  to  get  the  afcendancy  over  the  other,  as  to  bring 
on  a total  inability  to  comply  with  the  reafonabk  defires  of 
Nature;  for  that  will  be  found  to  be  the  cafe,  even  in 
what  is  deemed  the  prime  of  life,  if  our  early  paftions  are 
not  moderated  ; and  a premature  old  age  muft  inevitably  be 
the  confequence  of  a diflTipated  youth,  if  proper  reftoratives 
he  not  timely  applied  to.  However,  young  people  fhould 
not  give  themfelves  up  to  voluptuoufnefs,  in  the  hope  that 
fuch  balfamic  reftoratives  are  happily  to  be  obtained.  A 
conftitution  may  be  fo  far  debilitated,  that  the  beft  reme- 
dies will  prove  ineffetlual  for  its  reftoration.  Moft  difcafes 
are  much  eafier  to  prevent  than  cure  ; and  though  the  moft 
emaciated  perfon,  even  in  the  laft  ftage  of  a confumption, 
ought  not  to  defpair  of  obtaining  relief ; yet  thofe,  who, 
perhaps  not  being  aware  of  the  danger,  have  juft  ftept  in- 
to the  alluring  path,  ftrould  equally  feek  the  moft  early 
remedy,  and  haftily  retire  from  that  road,  which  though 
apparently  ftrewed  with  pleafure,  is  fure  to  lead  them 
only  to  dcftruftion. 

The  Divine  Author  of  our  being  has  fo  adjufted  the  laws 
of  our  nature  and  conftitution,  that  a vicious  youth  muft 
neccffarily  groan  under  a decrepid  old  age,  fhould  he  reach 
that  ftage  of  life.  Our  bodies  are  not  able  to  fuftain  the 
rcpeamd  Ihocks  of  our  ungovernable  lufts  ; if  by  an  eager 
purfuit  of  pleafure  our  folids  are  kept  upon  the  continual 
ftretch,  they  muft  wear  out,  and  cither  fubjeft  us  to  an 
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Immature  death,  or  the  mortifying  refleftions  of  repent- 
ing age.  ' 

Would  thole  young  gentlemen,  therefore,  who  fo  early 
and  ardently  offer  themfelves  before  the  fhrinc  of  f r/my, 
but  ferioully  take  a view  of  the  dreadful  precipice  on 
vvrhich  they  Hand,  when  they  thus  ftray  from  the  paths  of 
virtue;  would  they  attentively  confider  what  a load  of 
afiliflions  they  are  treafuring  up  for  themfelves  by  their 
diffolute  way  of  life  ; and  could  they  but  conceive  the  hor- 
rors of  that  emaciated  flate  which  will  mod  affurediy  be 
their  portion  ; the  dread  of  what  is  to  come  would  be  fuf- 
licient  to  cool  the  warmth  of  pafTion,  and  guard  them  againfl 
the  temptation  of  the  mod  enchanting  vices. 

Perhaps  the  chief  caufe  of  infidelity  on  one  part  in  the 
marriage  date,  may  be  attributed  to  the  debilitation  of 
the  other,  occalioned  by  the  imprudences  above  alluded 
to.  This  confideration  might  furely  have  fome  weight,  and 
dop  them  in  the  midd  of  their  didipation.  At  lead  it 
ought  to  oblige  them  to  feek  for  proper  aflidance  for  the 
redoration  of  their  condituion,  before  they  enter  into  a 
date  for  the  duties  of  which  they  are  totally  incapable,  and 
which,  confequently,  indead  of  proving  a life  of  pleafure 
and  happinefs,  mud  inevitably  be  a continual  feeneof  dif- 
content  and  mifery. 

From  relaxed  and  debilitated  conditutions,  proceeding 
from  any  of  the  caufes  above  alluded  to,  arilc  many  dil- 
agrceable  circumdances,  fuch  as  impotcncy,  barrennefs, 
palpitation  of  'the  heart,  weaknefs,  dulnefs,  trembling, 
melancholy,  lofs  of  memory,  nervous  aifeftions,  lowncfs 
of  fpirits,  noflurnal  and  involuntary  cmidions,  particu- 
larly in  making  water  or  upon  llool,  wiUr  a total  diiincli- 
nation,  as  well  as  inability,  for  venereal  enjoyments;  and 
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in  the  end,  palfies,  lethargies,  or  a wafting  confumption, 
with  a complication  of  every  thing  deftruftive  to  the 
human  frame. 

In  men  there  often  appears  rednefs  and  inflammation 
of  the  glans  penis,  a difagreeable  itching  fenfation,  and 
a mucus  between  the  preputium  and  the  glans,  which 
being  harboured  there,  occaftons  a rank  fmelling  furrinefs. 

In  women  it  caufes  the  fluor  albus,  or  whites,  weaknefs 
and  pains  in  the  back,  relaxation  of  the  womb,  inward 
waftings  and  decays,  &c. 

It  is  of  infinite  confequcnce  to  the  patient,  however, 
that  the  originating  caufe  fhould  be  thoroughly  invefti- 
gated  ; becaufe  if  it  proceeds  from  the  remains  of  a vene- 
real infeftion,  or  from  a fcorbutic  or  cacochymic  habit, 
the  body'ftiould  be  properly  regulated  before  ftrengthen- 
ing  medicines  are  ufed.

health,  and  is  a moft  elegant  ftrengthener  for  thin  emaci- 
ated perfons,  reduced  either  by  a natural  weaknefs  of  con- 
ftitution  or  a courfe  of  diffipated  pleafure. 

To  thofe  who  have  addicted  themjelves  to  that  de- 
JlruUive  Hahit^  Self-Pollution. 

As  to  the  numerous  train  of  evds  which  arife  from  the 
habit  of  fclf-abufe,  it  can  be  of  little  fervicc  to  caution  i 
thofe  perfons  to  avoid  a danger,  who  have  never  any 
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opportunity  of  obferving  that  caution:  this  emaciating  prac- 
tice is  too  frequently  imbibed  amongfl:  play-fellows,  and  in 
fchools,  where  treatifes  of  this  kind  are  never  admitted. 
Boys  wantonly  point  it  out  to  each  other,  not  knowing, 
perhaps,  the  danger  that  attends  it.  Young  people  think 
not  that  the  prolific  juice  which  they  are  fo  lavifh  of  in 
their  juvenile  days,  is  the  fource  of  all  their  fprightlinefs 
and  aftivity,  and  will  be  wanted  in  their  riper  years,  to 
fupport  them  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  and  in  health  to  fit  them 
for  the  neceffary  occupations  of  life.  No  friendly  moni- 
tor informs  them,  that  a continuance  of  fuch  praftices  will 
bring  on  diforders  which  muft  terminate  in  the  mofl; 
dreadful  confquences;  and  that  ere  they  have  reached  the 
uneridian  of  their  days  they  will  drag  on  a miferable  life, 
deprived  of  memory  and  all  vigour  of  mind  ; real  fpefta- 
cles  of  wretchednefs,  no  longer  men,  but  animals  half 
dead. 

This  deluding  habit  is  not  confined  to  “ the  gay,  the 
giddy,  and  the  vain,” — it  is  not  praftifed  only  by  the 
licentious,  the  man  of  pleafure,  or  the  avowed  debauchee  ; 
^ — it  is  not  a fenfual  gratification  known  only  to  the  great, 
the  affluent,  and  the  man  of  the  world;  nor  is  it  confined 
to  the  youth  of  one  fex  only.  The  rich,  the  poor,  the 
ferious,  and  the  wanton ; the  young  and  thofe  of  riper 
years;  even  females,  and  thofe  who  othcrwife  ffiine  like 
liars  in  the  religious  hemifphere,  (doubtlefs  thro’  igno- 
rance or  violent  temptation)  are  too  often  drawn  by  an 
unaccountable  infatuation,  or  by  a dread  of  the  confe- 
quences  that  arife  from  a conneftion  with  the  other  fe.x, 
to  yield  to  this  fyren  charm  ; and  fall  like  the  firfl  tranl- 
greffor,  when 
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“ In  evil  hour 

“ Forth  reaching  to  the  fruit,  fie  pluck’ d,  fie  eat : 

“ Earth  felt  the  wound,  and  Nature  from  her  feat 
“ Sighing  thro’  all  her  works,  gave  fgns  of  woe 
“ That  all  was  lof.” 

But  though  it  is  not  probable,  that  young  people  will 
fee  this  treatife  time  enough  to  prevent  them  entering  into 
fuch  courfes  ; yet  it  may  be  the  means  of  perfuading  them 
to  refrain  from  a continuation  thereof,  and  of  reftoring 
their  llrength  and  vigour,  juft  to  point  out  fome  of  the 
lymptoms  confequent  of  fuch  conduft,  and  to  recommend 
a proper  remedy.  Happy  will  it  be  for  the  reader,  fhould 
he  have  been  fo  unfortunate  as  to  have  fulfered  from 
any  of  the  abovementioned  caufes,  if  he  has  prudence 
enough  to  receive  this  friendly  caution,  and  refolution  fuf- 
ficient  to  wean  himfelf  from  a continuance  in  the  caufe  of 
his  misfortune  ! and  the  intention  of  thefe  pages  will  be 
fully  anfwered,  whether  they  tend  to  reftorc  health  to 
conftitutions  already  injured,  or  guard  the  unwary  from 
a continuance  'in  vices,  which  in  the  end  muft  be  their 
inevitable  ruin  ; for  thefe  kind  of  pleafures  not  only  im- 
pair the  conftitution  of  the  body,  but  weaken  and  enervate 
the  noblcft  faculties  of  the  foul,  whereby  the  whole  man 
is  ficqucntly  brought  to  bend  under  the  weight  of  the 
moft  mclanclioly  circumftanccs. 

This  vice  lias  generally  been  diftinguiflied  by  the  name 
of  Onanifin,  being  the  luppofed  crime  for  which  the  Lord 
flew  Onan,  as  recorded  in  the  38th  chapter  of  Genefis. — 
ft  he  punilhment  here  mfliflcd  upon  the  fon  of  Judah,  fuf- 
ficicntly  tcftincs  the  heinoufnefs  of  the  crime  in  tlic  fight 
of  God.  It  is,  indeed,  a perverting  of  his  divine  order  ; it 
is  the  proftitulion  of  thole  organs  and  powers  with  which 
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he  endowed  man,  for  the  purpofe  of  increafmg  the  mem- 
bers of  his  heavenly  kingdom,  to  the  gratification  of  a 
diabolical  paffion  : It  is  turning  the  grace  of  God  into 
lafcivioufnefs,  violating  his  law  of  propagation,  arid  plung- 
ing the  foul,  from  its  original  feat  in  heavenly  blifs,  to 
the  dark  region  of  mifery  and  woe ! — But  the  melancholy 
gloom  which  this  deftruftive  habit  cafts  over  the  fouls  of 
its  votaries,  demands  the  balm  of  confolation,  rather  than 
the  Arrows  of  vindiftive  juftice  : Turn,  then,  ye  unthink- 
ing mortals  ! turn  from  the  paths  that  lead  to  defbruftion, 
and  walk  in  the  road  that  will  carry  you  to  happinefs. 
Fly  from  this  tempting,  this  deceitful  fin,  whofe  fyren 
charm  allures  you  to  your  ruin.  Turn  to  that  all-gracious 
Lord,  who  is  now  waiting  only  that  he  may  be  gracious. 
— There  is  ftill  balm  in  Gilead, — there  is  Hill  the  Great 
Pliyfician  there.  Pie  hath  loved  you  with  an  everlalling 
love ; and  his  arms  are  open  to  receive  you.  He  alfo  is 
able  to  fave  you,  and  he  will  fupport  you  in  all  your  temp- 
tations. His  ftrength  will  be  perfefted  in  your  weaknefs, 
and  if  you  are  but  ftedfaft  in  your  defire  to  flee  from  the 
fin, — in  ail  your  ftruggles — in  all  your  dangers,  trials, 
diftreffes  and  aflaults  of  the  enemy,  you  will  be  more  than 
conquerors,  through  Chrift  that  loved  you  ! 

This  miferable  deflroyer  of  the  human  race  is  generally  ' 
contfafted  at  an  early  period  of  life,  even  before  Nature  has 
flampcd  the  marks  of  puberty,  and  without  the  party  re- 
flefting  that  it  is  finful,  or  knowing  that  it  is  injurous.  At 
fo  early  a period  as  that  of  eight  years  (as  appears  by  the 
cafes  hereafter  inferted)  have  boys  been  taught  this  baneful 
habit.  It  is  commonly  praftifed  in  great  fchools,  and,  alas  ! 
too  often  pointed  out  to  th  cinnocent  and  unguarded  youth, 
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by  thofewho  ought  to  ufe  the  greatcll  care  and  watchful- 
nefs  in  the  prelerving  them  from  it. 

Deluded  children  ! little  do  they  imagine  that  to  be  the 
firfh  ftep  to  an  age  of  milcry  and  woe ! Happy,  indeed, 
would  it  be,  if  that  innocence,  with  which  they  firfl:  enter 
into  the  vicious  habit,  could  prelerve  them  from  the  con- 
fequcnces  that  inevitably  follow  the  praftice  thereof.  But 
vice  is  like  a fhelving  pool ; fliallow  at  the  brink,  it  may 
be  entered  without  any  apparent  danger ; yet  when  once 
in,  man  gets  deeper  and  deeper  imperceptibly,  till  at  length 
he  gets  overwhelmed ; and  as  foon  as  cullom  has  obtained 
any  degree  of  ftrength,  the  foul  and  body  both  concur  in 
foliciting  this  crime ; the  foul,  befet  with  unclean  thoughts, 
excites  lafeivious  emotions  ; and  if  it  be  diverted  for  fome 
moments  by  other  ideas,  the  flaarp  humours  which  irri- 
tate the  organs  of  generation,  foon  draw  it  back. 

The  truth  of  thefe  obfervations  would  be  fufheient  to 
flop  young  people  in  this  pernicious  progrefs,  if  they  could 
forefee,  that  in  this  refpeft  one  falfe  ftep  brings  on  another  ; 
that  they  cannot  refill  temptation ; that  in  proportion  as 
the  motives  of  fedudion  increafe,  reafon,  which  fhould 
keep  them  within  bounds,  is  weakened;  and,  in  a word, 
they  find  themfelves  plunged  in  a fea  of  mifery,  without, 
peihaps,  the  hope  of  a finglc  plank  to  cfcape  upon.  If 
fometimes  early  infirmities  give  them  notice;  if  the  dan- 
ger terrifies  them  for  fome  moments,  when  the  infirmity 
IS  relieved  and  the  danger  over,  rage  precipitates  them 
afrefh. 

The  abfolute  controul  which  this  pradice  gains  over  the 
fenlcs  is  beyond  expreflion.  No  fooner  has  this  unclean- 
nefs  got  the  mailer  over  the  heart,  but  it  purfues  its  votary 
every  wlicre,  and  keeps  poirdfion  of  him  at  all  times  and 
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in  all  places.  Upon  the  moil  ferious  occafions,  and  in  the 
moft  folemn  afts  of  leligion,  he  finds  himfelf  m a manner 
tranfported  with  luftful  conception  and  dcfires,  which 
take  up  all  his  thoughts. 

Nothing  fo  much  weakens  the  mind  as  that  continual 
bent  of  it  to  one  objeft,  which  is  the  cafe  with  thofe  ad- 
difted  to  Onanifm  ; and  in  whatever  vocation  a perfon  is 
engaged  in,  fome  degree  of  attention  is  required,  which 
this  pernicious  praflice  renders  them  incapable  of. 

True  it  is,  that  we  are  ignorant  whether  the  animal 
fpirits  and  the  feminal  liquor  are  the  fame;  but  experience 
teaches  us  thofe  two  fluids  have  a ftritl  analogy,  and  that 
the  lofs  of  either  produces  the  fame  efiefts. 

Thelofs  of  too  much  femen  occafions  laffitude,  debilities, 
and  renders  exercife  difficult : it  caufes  emaciation,  and 
pains  in  the  membrane  of  the  brain,  which  patients  call  a 
dry  burning  heat,  and  which  inceffantly  Turns  internally 
the  mofb  noble  parts.  The  fpinal  marrow  does  not  only 
wafte,  but  the  mind  and  body  equally  languiffi,  and  the 
man  perifhes  a miferable  vifHm.  By  thefe  emiffions  not 
only  the  powers  are  loft,  but  the  memory  fails,  the  fight 
is  clouded,  and  the  voice  becomes  hoarfe. 

Young  people  of  either  fex,  who  devote  themfelves  to 
lafcivioufnefs,  deftroy  their  health  in  dilfipating  thofe 
powei'S  which  were  deftined  to  bring  their  bodies  to  their 
greateft  degree  of  vigour.  The  feminal  liquor  has  fo  great 
an  influence  upon  the  corporal  powers,  and  upon  perfeft 
digeftion,  which  repairs  them,  that  phyficians  in  general 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  lofs  of  one  ounce  of  this  liquor 
would  weaken  more  than  that  of  forty  ounces  of  blood. 
Its  ufe  and  Importance  determines  the  only  proper  method 
of  its  being  evacuated.  Too  great  a quantity  of  femen 
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being  loft  in  the  natural  courfc,  produces  very  direful 
effeas  ; but  they  are  ftill  more  dreadful  when  diffipated  in 
an  unnatural  manner.  The  accidents  which  happen  to 
fuch  as  wafte  themfelves  in  a natural  way  are  very  terri- 
ble ; thole  which  are  occaftoned  by  mafturbation  are  ftill 
more  fo. 

Frec|uent  cmirTioiis  of  the  feed  relax,  diy  i-ipj  enervate, 
and  produce  a croud  of  evils,  as  lethargies,  epilepfies, 
faintings,  tremors,  palfies,  fpalins,  &c.  1 he  ftoraach  is- 

difordered,  digeftion  deftroyed,  difturbing  dreams  prevent 
fleep  adminiftering  relief,  the  whole  body  is  weakened, 
particularly  towards  the  loins;  decay  and  emaciation  fuc- 
ceed  ; infenfiblc  perfpiration  is  obftruaed,  the  irregularity 
of  which  produces  the  moft  fatal  confequences,  occafions 
the  liver  and  reins  to  be  over-heated,  gives  a difpofition 
for  the  ftonein  the  kidnies,  the  natural  heat  is  diminiflied, 
the  fight  weakened,  and  the  eyes  fmk  into  the  head. 

That  the  praftice  above  alluded  to,  when  carried  to  ex- 
cefs,  will  in  general  have  the  direful  efTefts  above-men- 
tioned, is  moft  certain;  but  that  fome  conftitutions  have 
been  much  addifted  to  it,  and  yet  not  been  apparently  in- 
jured, cannot  be  denied.  And  it  hath  frequently  been 
alked  upon  this  fubjetl;  How  can  the  conftitution  be  in- 
jured more  by  this  habit  than  by  a natural  connexion; 
when  in  the  former  inftance  the  parts  only  fuffer  violence, 
whereas  in  the  latter,  the  whole  body  and  mind  are  ftrongly 
agitated? — In  anfwer  to  this  it  may  be  obferved,  that  a 
proper  and  honourable  conneftion  is  according  to  the  laws 
of  Nature  and  Divine  Order;  but  this  mode  of  fclf-indul- 
gence  is  diretlly  contrary  thereto,  And  if  a communica- 
tion between  the  faxes  was  only  to  take  place,  when  a 
proper  dcjire,  and  not  an  immoderate  lull,  prompted 
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thereto,  the  laws  of  divine  order  would  not  be  broken,  nor 
would  the  human  conftitution  ever  be  injured  thereby. 
But  when  the  defires  of  Nature,  even  towards  women,  arc 
per\'crted  into  lujl,  and  more  particularly  when  Nature  is 
FORCED  againji  her  inclination,  as  is  too  frequently  the  cafe 
with  mallurbators,  and  every  effort  pofhble  continually 
employed  to  obtain  a fecrction  of  that  fluid  which  fnould 
be  the  ffrength  and  fupport  of  the  man — the  laws  of  God 
and  of  Nature  are  violated — Divine  Order  is  thrown  into 
confufion — and  the  human  conflitution  fuffers  as  much 
from  tlie  unnatural  convulhons  into  which  it  is  thrown, 
as  it  does  from  the  lofs  of  its  mofl  refined  fecrction. 

Whilfi:  the  dangerous  and  dreadful  confequences  of  giv- 
ing way  to  this  deluding  habit  are  pointed  out  to  unwary 
Youth;  and  every  argument  pofhble  urged,  in  order  to 
deter  them  from  the  practice ; it  may  not  be  lefs  improper 
to  give  a word  of  confolation  to  thofe,  who  having'  been 
ignorantly  allured  thereinto,  have  been  alarmed  at  the 
fight  of  the  dreadful  precipice  on  which  they  have  been 
fporting.  Even  thofe  who  have  given  very  little  into  this 
praftice,  have  fuffered  great  difhrefs  of  mind,  on  account 
of  being  much  troubled  with  nofluinal  emilhons,  and 
have  fuppofed  that  every  difagreeable  lymptom  they  per- 
ceive is  the  effeft  thereof : To  thofe  fo  diflrcUcd,  it  is  ne- 
ceffary  to  give  this  confolation,  namely.  That  many  of  the 
fymptoms  formerly  deferibed,  maybe  occafioncd  by  other 
caufes,  and  that  nofturnal  difeharges  do  not  always  pro- 
ceed from  that  debilitation  of  the  parts  which  they  fuppofc  ; 
but  frequently  from  an  irritable  quality  in  the  blood, 
which  requires  purifying ; and  lomctimcs  from  a fullnefs 
of  the  feminal  vcffels,  and  too  great  a Iccrction  of  the 
fcminal  juice. 
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Bui  the  clillrcfs  in  llie  viind  of  ihcfc  patients  wlio  have 
been  awakened  to  a fenfe  of  its  finfulnefs,  far  exceeds 
every  agony  which  the  body  can  poffibly  fuffer!  But  do 
fuch  people  polfefs  proper  ideas  of  the  love  and  tendernefs 
of  that  heavenly  Father  whom  they  have  thus  offended?— 
Wh  at  are  the  promifes  which  this  heavenly  Father  has 
made  in  his  word? — That  “ Whenever  the  wicked 
aicay  from  the  wickednefs  that  he  hath  committed,  and 
doeth  tliat  which  is  right,  he  ffiall  fave  his  foul  alive.” — 
What  arc  the  conditions  here  held  out  ?- — Repentance. — 
What  is  repentance?  The  turning  away  from  evil,  as  be- 
ing a fin  againll  God. — When,  therefore,  they  have  had 
their  eyes  opened  to  fee  the  evil  of  their  ways,  when  they 
have  had  ftrength  fufficient  given  to  preferve  them  from 
the  temptation — and  when  their  v/hole  foul  is  defirous  to 
forfakc  the  darling  fin — O let  them  not  think  “ hardly  of 
God,”  forheisLovE,  efiential  love ! and  faithful  in  that 
he  hath  promifed : “ Fury  is  not  in  me! — Ye  may  make 
peace  with  me — ye  fiall  make  peace  with  me.” 

Surely  the  idea  of  fuch  a train  of  milcries  proceeding 
from  this  caufe  might  be  fufficient  to  deter  youth  from  en- 
tering into  fuch  a courle  ! — Doubtlcls  it  would  if  they  were 
aware  of  it;  but  thefe  are  not  all  the  baneful  elfefts  of  this 
habit.  In  the  following  letters,  lome  very  extraordinary 
cafes  will  be  found,  pointing  out  the  ill  cffcbls  of  giving  way 
to  this  alluring  vice ! — That  others  may  take  warning  from 
thefe  examples  is  the  earneft  delirc  and  fincerc  prayer  of 
their  real  friend,  J;  H O D S O N.

Whether  it  comes 
from  a relaxed  ftate  of  the  bladder  I know  not,  but  I have  always  a 
moifture  or  kind  of  white  water  comes  from  the  end  of  my  penis,  and 
at  tills  time  (which  I never  had  before)  a rednefs,  a difagrecable  itch- 
ing>  and  a tighthefs  of  the  ikin  when  it  is  ereft.  I have  read  your 
effay  on  gleets  and  weaknefl’cs,  and  think  that  the  medicine  which 
you  call  the  Perfian  Reftorative  Drops  will  be  of  fervicc;  but  beg  you 
will  fend  whatever  elfe  you  may  think  proper.”

; I find  my  fpirits  much  deprefleci,  my  mind  unhappy,  owing  to  my 
I thoughts  continually  wandering  to  the  caul'e  of  my  wrctchcdnefs.  1 

H 3 have 
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have  a weaftneis  in  my  loins,  a Ilow  nervous  fever,  frequently  the 
fick  head-ach,  nofturnal  pollutions,  reftleirnel's  in  company,  fond  of 

retirement  only  to  feed  melancholy,  and  unhappy  every  where. If 

yea  can  afford  any  confolation  to  my  mind,  and  leftore  health  to  my 
conftitution,  I lhall  ever  be  bound  to  praile  the  Lord  for  his  goodnefs, 

and  declare  the  wonders  he  hath  done  tome  by  your  means.” Cored

youthful  imprudence.  In  all  fuch  diforders,  therefore,  as 
are  occafioned  by  an  impurity  or  acrimony  of  the  blood, 
with  the' addition  of  a felf-produced  tveaknefs,  it  flrould 
be  the  JirJl  intent  always  to  endeavour  at  refining  the  blood 
to  a Hate  of  purity,  and  freeing  it  from  that  acrimonious 
quality,  before  ftrengthening  medicines  are  applied.  In- 
deed in  a great  variety  of  cafes,  the  Perfian  Reflorative 
Drops  w'ould  fail  of  their  efficacy  for  want  of  this  necef- 
lary  attention  to  the  cauft  of  the  complaint,  or  to  ths  habit 
of  body,  or  Rate  of  the  conRitution.

I have  lately  when  my  Romach 
is  bad,  been  attacked  with  violent  ffiakings  and  tremblings, 
at  the  fame  time  I feel  myfelf  no  ways  cold.  I have  fluRi- 
ings  in  my  face,  flying  pains  in  my  back,  and  a feeblcncfs 
and  weaknefs  all  over  me.”

; Sublimate  alfo  may  be  revived  by  adding  filings  of  ffeel, 
fait  of  tartar,  or  rcgulus  of  antimony  ; for  the  acids  with 
which  the  fublimate  is  made  are  more  ffrongly  attiaflcd 
by  the  fixed  falls  and  the  fulphur  in  the  antimony,  than 
by  the  quickfilvcr;  the  latter  being  therefore  freed,  at- 
I trafis  itfelf  again. 
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
